Lord Maynajpd de^ 
fives the title of b^ron frpm this town.

JEfowerfdbui:t. The feat «of liord Vifcount 
Power&ourt, i o miles weft frdm Dublin : the 
manfionhoufe is extremely grand, .und built 
of mountain ftone; ithe Egyptian hail is 
icafcdy ^0 be equalled for its magnificehc€»; 
but, being 100 low is its oi^ly defeat. Over- 
the door are the ai;m&pf that noble familyr 
cat inA<mc. .

by Ptolemy Ovaca. Here was formerly a 
caftle belonging to the Dukesof Ormohd. 
Two companies of foot are quartered here. 

Dunlaviri. Is a good market town, the 
markets are feveiy Saturday. Here is a good 
inn,'butthe roads bad. 

"Natural Produllions oT the County of 
Wicklow. 

In this county is a berry very frequent, 
called Mofe Berries. 

Lead ore is found and fmelted j in which 
ilfo there are feveral tracesof copper. There 
are likevirife large and deep pits of pifitae 
from which copperas might be made. 

Watens. At Cronebaun in this county; 
&e waters are equal, if not fuperior, to thofe 
9f Hcriiignind and Ciment in Hunjpry. 

CJOUNTV of Carlow. \ 

The county of Carlow has part of Kil- 
4afe «nd Wicldow on the north, Wexford 
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oh tti€ fouth, part 6f Wicklow and Wexford 
6nthieeaft, and part of the Qtieen^s Countif 
and fCilkehny on the weft. It is z8 riftiles 
' from north to foiithV arid 18 from eaft to 
weft. The air of this county is wholefprrie 
tind the foil fruitful. It Tends to parliament 
fix members. The principal towns are, viz. 
Carfow, TuUagh, 

Old Lei^lin, Hacketftown. 
Cariow. This antient town is fituated 38 
miles from l)ubUn, it hath no confideraWe 
market, but is a poft town. -The poft 
•goes to atid from Dublin twice a week. Ft 
fends two members to pariiatftent. For thfe 
ad minift ration of juflice in this kingdom, 
(the courts tjf which were antbqlatory) it ap- 
pears that in this town the Courts ofComhioh 
"Pteas and Exchequer wefc held From the ^th 
year of Edward ill. (1363) and continued to 
Tit occafio?riatVy thtre •, in thefirft ^ear tof 
i'lichardn/13^7, and in 1 3)89^ from whencfe 
they were removed to DubKn bv order df 
the Dukeo? Lancatter, then, 1 4<ii\ Lord Lieu* 
^etiant, in the reign of Henry IV. becaufc 
*Carlow was furrounded by enemies, ifie 
walls a^bdut it much decayed, and the plade 
tecfconed tinfafe for the Vefidence of the 
judges. There af? at prefent barracks for a 
troop of hbrfe. This town gives the title 6f 
taron to the Earl of Weftmoreknd^ as it 
tiid that of marquis to the Duke of Wharton. 
It is long. I a, 35* lat. 52^ 45. Formerly the 
manufacture olDamafl<s for his Majeflfy^s 
B 3 table, 
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table, was carried on here, and from the 

fjreat iropfovements in the manufaftures of 
relandt h is not doubted but they will b« 
preferred. The principal fort of linen wove 
here is 7-8ths, and the Diaper manufadlure is 
carried on : this county is extremely fit for 
the linen manufadure, more efpecially as 
there are feveral good bleach-^ards, and flar 
is raifed in pretty large quantities. 

Old Leijgblin. This was formerly a bi- 
(hop's fee, but is now united to Ferns* Ac 
Leighlin Bridge, about a mile from this town, 
was a.commandery of the Knights Templars. 
It is fituated 44 miles fouth weft from Dub- 
lin. It hath little trade. 

TuHagb. Is a good market town and 
well built. It is fituated on the river Slane. 
-Hacketftown. Is a fmall ineonfiderabk 
town, but there being a cotton manufacture 
eftabliflied hei:ei, which with the linen weav;- 
ing, it is very prooable^ may in future be 
of more note. 

County of Kilkenny. 
This county is bounded by the Queen*! 
County on the north, by the county of Wa- 
terford on the fouth, by the county of 
Tipperary on the weft, by tlie counties of 
Wexford and Car low, or Gather lough^ on 
the caft, and by Upper Offory on the north 
weft. The foil is rich and fertile, being pro- 
per for tillage. It produces confiderable 
quantities of corn, wool, and fine coals^ 
wcil known by the name of Kilkenny coal, 

which

whieli gives a great heat ; but there arifes a 
great quantity of fulphur from thofe coals. 
The inhabitants who conftantly make ufc of 
them' do not find the leaft inconvenience in 
that refpe^t. The Kilkenny marble is uni- 
verfally efteemed, being of a beautiful black 
colour, adapted for chimney pieces, &cc. and 
as there are large quantities produced in this 
county, it is no mconfiderable article of their 
trade. The greatefl length of this county 
from north to foutb is 40 miles, and tlie 
breadth from call to weft about 20. This 
county is divided by the river Noer, into 
two parts, which derives its fource from the 
lofty mountains of Slicu Bloom. Great 
numbers of gentlemen's feats are in this 
county, being efteemed extremely healthful 
from the purity of the air and the advantage 
of a moderate climate. It is certainly one of 
the pleafenteft and moft populous counties in 
this kingdom. It contains 287,650 Irifh 
pkntation acres, 19,379 houfes, 16 pari(hes, 
g baronies, and 7 boroughs. The members 
fcnt by it to parliament are 16, viz. two fop 
the county, and two for each of the follow- 
ing chief towns.

Callan, 
The city of Kilkenny. Which is th^ 
capital of the county,, takes its n^me from 
the cell or churclvof St. Canice^ who wasai* 
B 4 eminer 
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.^eminent hermir. The' Bifhop of Offofy has 
his ftat here * which fee was tranflatcd from 
Abago in Oflbry, by Kfliop O'Dullany, 
in the reign of Henry II.; Here is a hand* 
fome cathedral dedicated under the patron- 
age of Saint Kenny or Canice, which ftands 
on an eminence, from whence there is a 
rood delightful profpeft of the adjacent well 
improved country. Kilkenny is on^ of the 
largeft, moft wealthy and trading, towns in 
•Ireland, and is pleafantly fituated on the 
Note a.navigable river that difchafges itfelf 
into the harbour of Waterford. The ftreets 
arc paved with an inferior kind of black 
marble, which is beautifully intermixed with 
M^hite igranite, of which they have large 
jquarries near the town, tmd as it takes a fine 
polifli, is univerfally achiiired 5 and the marble 
mills are a great curiofity. The fupreme 
Council of the Roman Catholics under the 
pope's Nuncio formerly fet at Kilkenny. It 
is alfo remarkable for the oafliej formerly the 
feat of the Duke of Grmond, and the city is 
one of the mpft elegant in Ireland, and ^o^ 
verned by a mayors aldermen and fherifls. It 
fends rwo memberi^ to parliament. A troop 
of horfe andfourcohipaniesof foot are here 
quartered, There. is an excellent market 
twice a week. Thiis city .is feated on the ri- 
ver Nore 25 miles from Waterford, arid 61 
miles fouthof puWin*, long. to. ^o. lat. 53. 30. 
A part of the fuburbs is caHed St. Canice or 
Irilh town, vi^hich alfo ^nds two members to 

parliament. 
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-paTKament. In the neighbourhood oF Kil- 
kenny i$ the celebrated fubtcrraneous cave^^f 
Doritnore, tvhtdi extends a confiderabic dif- 
tance, through many curious meandering 
paffages, apter rather to a^onifh than deligfct 
thofe who are induced td' (parch tnto fudi 
'amazing works of nature. Thofe who vie^v 
it are attended by perfotis with flaAibeaux, 
and the narrowitefeof fome pattsbWiges them 
to creep on their knees, but aftqrfdtee little 
diftance from the mouth of tt, the traveller 
Is agreeably Surprized by large openings prg- 
fenting views of numerous petrifaftions of 
the water falling Jown front Ae trevices of 
ftierock«,aDti other haturdltnii^idfi ties. Them 
was-a faftoiry eflSblirti^d at Ktlkenny for the 
linen manufactory, by the Bifhpp of Offoiy, 
where every p^rt^pf the bu^nfefs was tar- 
ried on, Woiji tW fbwingtlie flax-feed totftfe 
Weaving of the yarn iato linen^ in which iO 
looms were employed, and alfo a number of 
people in raifing and favfng the f^x;^refl[fngi 
fpinnrng and boilii^ thfe yiarn, ^c.^ * Tb4 
goods were ^portedon his Lordfhiii'^s oWn 
icdoiint^ but notwkhftaridirtg every e^^ea^ 
vour *as exerted td rfendbr it of advantage 
to the county, it did not meet with tlie fiic^ 
ccft. (o patrbtfe a fchcmt deferved, as^ the 
liftette came too *d^ar tor market, compared* 
wiiftiidt-tlrcoutttty orfondgn bleached linfeds.; 
Thire icri} rii<>^ weavers herc, -who inianu-' 
fatSture! handle dotTi and Cougjas refem- 
B 5 bling 
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bling Hambro* douglas, of which great 
quantities are exported to England. 

Iriflitown, Near this town the linen ma-, 
nufadure is carried on pretty extenfively, 
particularly in the article of coarfe linens, for 
which this part of the kingdom is peculiarly 
fuited, as the lands though generally courfe 
yield excellent crops of flax, ai>d the inha* 
bitants are induftrions in improving th^l ma- 
nufaiSkure. 

Thomaftown. It (lands on the river Naef» 
or Neor, is tolerably well fortified, and rec- 
koned one of the moft principal of the market 
towns. The principal proprietors of this 
town are the defcendants of Thomas Fk«^ 
Anthony, who lived in the reign of 
Henry III. 

Callan. A borough town, and the moft 
antient one in Ireland. It fends two mem-^ 
bers to parliament The prini:ipal proprie- 
tors of 4hc town lands are George Agar, Efq^ 
The Right Hon. Henry Flood, Sir Frcd- 
rerick Flood, and Lord Mount Garret. 

Gowran. Is a confiderable town^ and is 
well defended by a ftrong caille. It gives 
the title of baron to the Earl of Upper 
Oflbry. 

Knocktophcr. The many bleach-yards, 
adjacent, as well as at Greenville, Belbo- 
rough, Garrynahery^ Kilkenny, Tenerany, 
&:c. render this fmall town ot fome trade^ hut 
•therwife not 4eierviDg fmrticular notice. 

buiiftiock. 
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InBiftioge. Situated on the banks of the 
Nuer, is a confidcrable market town. 

GaftJecomer. Here arc fcvcral very cx- 
tcnfive coal pits on the eftatc of the Earl of 
Wandesford, to whom this town gives the 
title of Vifcount. The coals are in great 
plenty, but the heavy expence of carriage 
renders them too high for Dublin market. 

Don more. Formerly the feat of the Duke 
of Ormond, where aie feveral curious caves^ 
well deferving the attention of the traveller. 
The entrance into thefe wonderful caves is 
by a difficult defcent of about a hundred 
feet, where the appearance of thefe caverns 
is uncommonly awful. The floor is uneven 
and ftones of Various fizes are promiA:uoufly 
difperied upon it ^ the fides are compofed 
of ragged work, and tlrc roof is arched with 
rocks ieemingly dropping- on the curious ex- 
plorer of thefe natural curiofities, where . 
from a number of petrifadions like ificles^ 
there is a falling of a quantity of limpid 
water, which petrify into clear cryftal 
lumpd upon the large ftones where ^n they fall 
The circumference of this cave is about 20a 
feet, and its height about 50. You proceed 
to the other caves by a turning to the left, 
and having a number of lighted torches,, a 
ibrpriling fctrne prefects itfclf, of a number 
of ftones of vatious colours, and the rocKa . 
which compofe the fide^ feem bending 
in and threatens, in ' appearance, in* 
ftant deftru^tio]^ to the behokler. It 
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IS with the utmoft diMculty I wsilked over 
thefe rocks, and had there not been fome 
branches that ftioot from the locks, it wciuld 
be impradkicable : from thence there is a 
pafTage which leads to another cave, which 
greatly refembles an antient Gothic temple, 
enriched with all the decorations of art, but 
{b folemn a fcene is not to be equalled •, the 
floor is covered with a cryftalline fubftance, 
imd the roof refembles a itne Gothic bnilding. 
Here 3Xt three beautiful congelations, the 
firft of which has all the appearance of an or- 
gan, the fecond of an afhar, and the third of 
a crofe Thefe curious figures are fuppofed 
to be owing to the water that falls from the 
upper parts of the cave to the ground, which 
might have co-agufeted into ftone fmm time 
to time, until at length they acquired their 
prdent form. This aihazing and dif-^ 
ficalt meander over rocks and precipices led 
me for about a quarter of a mile, when I 
was agreeably furprized by th6 murmurs of 
llibterranean'fivera whi<h rowling over tum- 
bling (tones and rod^s, form^ an unufud 
mumiur in that hcdlow cavern. The pat 
fltges into fome of thefe caves are fo low that 
there is a neceffity of creeping thrtmgh them. 
The traveller would imagine that nature de- 
fi^ied thefirft cave as a prepan(tive:for what 
remained tobe feen, for by it the 'eye isfa- 
miliarized to mote awful fBLTiA uncommon 
objedts made up of an infinite variety of ine- 
quaiitiesx^ rocks ov<rhekl> fome threatening 

defolation 
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d^iolation on the fpot, whilft others feem to 
be more ifixed and fecure. The fpeAator 
flatters himfelf that be has no objedls to be^ 
hold more awfal, nor any thing more danger- 
ous t^ meet, than wbut he &ids in the firft 
cavern, -and his mind therefore becomes to- 
lerably fortified againft chofe ideas which re- 
jfult from a comWnation of appearances, un- 
thought of, furprizing and menadng, but 
the whole of tW8<:urious fcene i^ fuch that 
the traveller is equally aftoniftied in each cave, 
which is efteenied the moft wonderful in the 
creation. , 

County of Wexford. 
. .Wexford. This county is 38 miles in 
length and about 27 in breadth* It has 
Wicklow on the north, St. Geor-ge*s Chanel 
on the fouth ^nd fputh weft, and part of Car- 
low and Kilkenny on the weft ; thegreateft 
part of this county is very fruitful, particu- 
krly in corn and grafs, and the air is healthy. 
It contains 315,396 kith plantation acres,' 
^3i05i houles, 109 parishes, 8 baronies^ 8 
boroughs, and fends 1 8 members to parlia- 
ment ; namdly, two for the county, and two 
for each of the following chief towns, viz, 
Wexfor-d, Newborough, 

Hew 'Rofs, Bant^w, ; 

Entlifeorthy, Clonmines, 

' Fethard, Taghraon. 

iPhe capital of this county is Wexford, 
A large antient towii, with a very <x>mmodi- 
... o^ 
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ous harbour at the mouth of the river Slane^ 
on a bay of the Iri(h Channel, and will admit 
fliips of confiderable burthen. This town i* 
remarkable for being the firjft colony of the 
Englifli, when they were invited over to Ire* 
land, in the reign of Henry II. for a more 
particular account of which important and 
interefting event, I muft refer the reader to 
the life ofthat Prince and of the age in which 
he lived, written by the late Lord Ly ttelton^ 
as the brevity of this work will not permit 
enlarging on that fubjeft. Wexford is dis- 
tant from Dublin 58 miles fouth, and ia 
much frequented on account of a Chalybeate 
Spring. It hath a barrack for two compa- 
nies of foot and alfo a very antient cattle. 
It gives the title of Earl to the noble family 
of Talbot. Long. 11. lo. kt. 52. 15. 
Between this town and Gorey are manufac- 
tured confiderable quantities of 5-4ths wide 
linen, and bleach yards are contiguous to- 
Wexford. An independent company was 
raifed here in 1779, called the Wexford In- 
dependents, Sir Vefey Coklough, Colonel. 
This was the firft raifed in Ireland, which? 
has been increafed to that degree that 
there were muttered, in Auguft 1780, neat* 
80,000 Independent Volunteers, in Ireland, 
commanded by gentlemen of the moft efta- 
blifhed reputation. The laudable purpofea 
for which thefc Volunteers aflbciated are for 
the fecurity of the Kingdom againtt the 
French and Spaniards. The whole tenor of

their oondii£t has been fo Mghly approved as 
to have had the thanks of the two Hptifcs of^ 
Parliament in Ireland. To enlarge thtre- * 
fore on the propriety of their aifociations, 
their condudl or their utiKty would be alto- 
gether unneceflary, as they are far fiipcrior 
to any elogium of mine ; and they muft be 
ftrangers indeed who have not heard that 
the united voice of Ireland's beft fpends have 
been in^ commendation rf the Independant 
Volunteers of Ireland. 

Bannow. Is a fmall town of littte note» 
It is four miles fouth of Clonmines. 

Clonmines. This is a borough town which 
is governed by a portrieve, and is 6 miles weft 
diftant from the town of Wexford »^ In thi%^ 
county is the barony of Sielburne, which 
gives the title of Eari of Shelburne t& the fa- 
mily of Petty. 

Taghmon. Is a borou^ town, 7 miles 
weft from Wexford. 

Fethard. Has a good harbour and is 
feated on the fea, 15 miles fouth weft of 
Wexford, and governed by a portrieve. 

Ennifcorthy. This borough, market and 
poft town, is 8 miles fouth of Femes at the 
conflux of the rivers Urrtn and Slane, and 
about 48 miles fouth of Dublin. It is a 
fmaU town, which hath barracks for two 
companies of foot. 

Femes. Is the fee of a bifliop, to which 
Leighlin is united. It is in the moft northern 
part of the county of Wexford, has a pretty 

goo^ 
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•good trade being a ftnall market town. It 
is diftant 46 -miles fouth of Dublin. 

Newborough commonly caffled Gorey. Is 
ta fmall neat town, but its trade ts tnconfider- 
able. It gives the title of bnron to the Earl 
of Cholmondefey, an EngRfti peer. 

Ballyharn. The feat of William Todd 
-Blake, Efq; is fituated near Gorey. It 
Hands on a delightful eminence, and com- 
irnands a moft beautiful profpedt of the ad- 
jacent country. 

New Rofs. Is fituated near the confluence 
of the rivers Mure and Barrow ; the quay is 
very commodious, and will admit (hips of 
confiderable burthen. It was antiently a bi- 
fliop's fee, which is now united to Cork, and 
. was a place of great trade ; but at prefent 
it is^ much otherwife, though a borough, a 
market and a poft town. It is governed by 
a fovereign, recorder and bailiff, and con- 
tains barracks /or a troop of hcrfe. The 
noble family of Paribus derives, the title of 
Earl from this town, v^hich is fitiia^ed 15 
miles weft of Wexford, and 72: fouth weft 
from Dublin. The poft goes to and from 
the laft mentioned place twicea week. Here 
are nurnbers of linen weavers who manufac- 
ture handle cloth, douglas and other linens 
refemblmg 02cnbrigs» ravenfiduck and ftrong 
flieetings. 

Duncahnon. Is a ftrong ^trefe lipon the, 
river Barrow^ about 7 milesdiftant From the 
harbour of Waterfbrd, and no KWp can get.

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•Co that t0^^n x>t to Rofi batfnuft fall wkhJn 
gun (hot of this fort. Heft is alfo a tower 
called Hock Tower, ^hd a light-houfe for the 
direction of rnariners, pteced on the extre- 
mity of the neck of -land that (hoots from 
this town into the fea.

^ah^kabte fofr its being taken by King WiF- 
3iam*6 forces in 1690, when it was defended 
by Gaptam* B6uFke» King James II. when 
lie fled into France^ iailed from thk town, 
-It gives the title bf Vifcdunt^to the Ponfon- 
1>y''s, ati 'eminent Irilh family. Three com- 
pani^ of foot are quartered here. The 
prefect governor <)f this fort is Lord Robert 
Certie. It is diftant from Dublin 60 miles 
fomh, tohg. le. 45. lat. sit. 10. Mariners 
are defired to obferve, that veflefs coming 
by Duncamioh fort from Cregan Head, on 
Iheeaftern point of Waterford haven, are to 
fail over the bar, which is a harrow ridge of 
ioofe Shingles, fcarce as broad as a ^ood 
Blip's length, extending in a right line from 
the weftem ftrand, whidi lies about a mile to 
theuorth of Gregan Head, eaft north eaft, to 
the eaiferii or oppofite ftiore; on wWch nar- 
row iidge, there are at the loweft fpring tides 
about 13 feet water. On the full and change 
days it has been remarked when (Irong nor- 
therly winds prevailed, there have been left 
than 1 3 feet water even upon the eaftern fide; 
generally reckoned the deepeft ; but fouth- 
irly ^ifids proportionably tncreafe the depth

«h1 his to be obfcf ved that this fort is fituated 
oppofite the narrowed part of the channel 

Wexford Haven. The Haven of Wexford 
runs in weft and by nprth ; there are two great 
ihchres of fands juft before this haven, one 
of them on the fouth fide is calkd Haneman'0 
Path, and the other the North Grounds ; 
there is a channel between Hancman's Path 
and the land on the fouih fide of the haveiv 
and another between the north fide and the 
North Grounds ; this has fix feet of water 
at fui; flood, and the other from eight to ten 
feet The chief Channel is between thefe two 
iand ftelves, and has between four and five 
fathom water. In the mouth of the har- 
bour is another (helve of fand: With a high 
flood there is about 16 feet of water. After 
having crofled the bar there is from 3 to 4fa- 
thorn water, but afterwards tliere is but 10 
feet water, with a high flood ; b\>t under 
the caftle where the (hips come to ^n anchor^ 
there are 4 fathoms, and before the town but 
three ; but on account of the above-men-^ 
tioned (hallows, no veffeis that draw more 
than 10 feet water can go to Wexford, but 
muft load or unload in a creek about three 
miles from the town on the fouth fide of the 
mouth of the haven ; the (hipping are greatly 
expofed to the fouth weft winds there. Be- 
tween Wexford and Dublin there are five 
head lands. Firft, Glaffc^^rrick, which i& 
^ miles to the north of the bay of Wex- 
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tordj but is of no great hdgbt. Second^ 
Arklow, about 1 2 miles from GkiTosrrick. 
Third, Miffen-head, 9 miles farther to the 
north. Fourth, the Head of Wicklow, 6 
miles beyond Mificn-bcad, which is very 
fteep and rocky and divided at the top into 
two fmall hillocks ; and Fifth, Head of 
Bray, which is fifteeq miles beyond Wick- 
low and fix to the fouth of the bay of Dublin, 
confiding of a great and high cap^ (hooting, 
a great way into the fea, and (o fteep that 
it is 10 fathoms deep there clofe under the 
land. 

Rivers and Loughs. 
Rivers. The principal river is the Boyner 
which runs through tlie county of Eaft 
Meath into the county of Louth, and fointo 
the bay of Drogheda ; on the banks of this 
river, 3 miles weft of Drogheda, a battle wag 
fought between the armies of King William 
III. and JaoiesIL in 1690, in which the latter 
was defeated. To perpetuate the memory of 
that glorious^vent, an obelifk is erected with a 
fuitable infcription. The river Barrow, which 
rifes in the Qiieen's County, and pafling near 
Port^rlington, Athy, Carlow, &c. is joined 
by Nore, before it arrive at Rofs, fouth of 
which town it joins the river Suir, and ter*- 
mlnates in the fea at Waterford haven. Bray 
,Wf4^ in the county of Wicklow. The Lif* 
4W<, commonly called the Anna LifFey, which 
fifing in the fame county, runs weft into 
f^ldare^ and then taking a courfe north eaft 

paflei 
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cpaflfes through the county and city of Dublin^ 
•and falls into the Irilh channel, this river is 
quayed up frona the harbour of DuHin, for 
near two miles weft of Dublin, and affords 
very convenient reception for a very confi- 
derabfe number of (hipping. 

The Leitrim and Blacte Water in th6 
county of Wicklow. Inny, in the county 
of Weft Meath, runs.through the county of 
"I^ngford into Lough Ree. Or, county of 
Wicklow, runs through Wexford into thfe 
fea. Nur^ in the County of Kilkenny, which 
runs the Rofle and Dinny in. the fame 
county and Na!fln in the Queen*s County. 
Carp are in great plenty in thcfe rivers. 

Loughs.^ There are only three lougfis li 
the province of Leinfter, which are, viz. 
Lough Hoyle, Lough Dercureagh, and 
Lough Hannel in the county of Weft Meath. 

ANTIQUITlfeB 6f LeINSTER. 

There are in Ireland, particularly in thif 
province, many curious antiquities, which 
may contribute in agreat meafure to render 
the hiftory of this kingdom nK)re generally 
known ; efpecially the antient part of it. 
On the plains of Ballynahatne near Atherdee, 
the ruinous remains of a temple are flill re- 
maining ; it feems to have ^een a very great 
work, and much refembles the celebrated 
Stone-Henge in England, being open to the 
eaft and compofed of like circles of ftones 
-within, and encbfed on one fide with a 

rampart 
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rampart and ditch. It is erceedtng aott^nt 
^ad many of the large (lones are decayed 
mnd broken. Ne^r Balrickap, iq the county 
<^ Louth, is a ftnall fort with a douWc ditck 
i;ound tt, which was a ftation of a colony of 
:Scotchrnen Of Albanians, from whence it* 
4ef ives the mmt of Mount Albany. In 
-dcfcribing the Motints which are fo often 
met with, they may be divided into three 
<^a0es ; the fifft or common fort, are only 

• iknple hilla of carjth, or fmall ftones covered 
^ith a coat of green Ibd, fuch as may be. 
feen betivecn Drcgheda and Dundalk 5 the 
fecohd fort are. to be nr>et with in the neigh- 
t«[>urh6od of foine old caflle or bntkling of 
noteu thfe fort is generally incompaffed with 
a. deep trench. Tlw, third kind is commonly 
tended with a fquare redoubt, or fort ad- 
joining to, the main trench, and fometimes 
w,ith other wo/ks, rendering them very de-^ 
f^^cible,. aeiif defigntd fbr a formal gamfon, 
or the . he^ . quartera of a prince. Jl^uhts 
of all tlttfe diflfercnt forms, and df various 
ipagnitudes,; are mentioned in the eourfe of 
thia. work in describing fudi towns near 
which they are to be found,, bv^ in particuUwr 
it: is to be obferved that* they are common 
ail al(»)g the old J^n^liib Pale,. £./. from 
Wicklow to/Qiimluce; andeven as £ar as 
the North Sca^ near theeaft coaft of Iceland^ 
but not many (ari weft ward, or further louth 
thoA the counciea.Qf £aft and Weft Meath. 
.\ . . , •: . ,. . ' Near 
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Near Dundalk, at the diftapce of about 
four miles S. is the anient Cqfile (f MiJu^n^ 
which IS 45 feet high and fituated in the 
midft of a fine iudofed country, ft befloi^s 
to Thomas Fortefcue, of Reynaldfton, Eftj. 
There is an arched fubterraneous vauh latdy 
difcovered here, which communicates with 
the caftle and is reckoned to run a coniider* 
able way sunder ground. And ^bout two 
miles from Dundaik is Ballricfcan CaiVle^ 
from the remjwns it appears to have been <:>f 
a remarkable conftrudion, and incbfed 
within is a waUed court capable of contain- 
ing a numerous guar4 of men, whence it is 
imagined to have been formerly the refidence 
of one of the firft Lords of the Pale. It is 
now in pofleffion of Lord Vifcount Limerick. 
It is pjeafantly fituated between two winding 
rivens, upon a fmall rifing ground, on the 
north having the mountains 'of ^avguHion, 
oin the weft Gaftie Roche, and on the eaft • 
Cailletown. It commands a proiped ex- 
tenfive and delightful, ' There is a ftifcterw- - 
neous cave and a fpacious vault under it, ' 
which have a <K)mmumcaiion with the 
banks of the river. 

Tho-e is^an artificial mount, >caUed the • 
Eaughard, which is compofedof iftones and 
terras to the height of 60 feet, with a deep 
trench round it. It Hands about two miles 
north of Dundalk, and is fupix)fed to have 
been a funeral monument^ and in latter days 
fqilned into a beacon or fort^ either as an 

out-guard 
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^ut-guard or to figntfy the approach of an 
enemy. Lord Mountjoy in the reign of 
Que^n Elizabeth, encamped here during the 
rebellion of Tyrone. 

In the weft part of the county of Louth 
are the ruins of one of the frontier caftles of 
the EngUlh Pale, called Caftle Roche ; it 
ftands very high aqd commands a moft 
beautiful and extenfive profpedt of all the 
neighbouring country round it, the area 
withm the rampart walls rcfemblcs the form 
<if a triangle, and taking all advantages of 
the rock on which it is built, the front and 
longeft fide is about 80 yards. It is faid to 
have bceii built by Rofe Verdcn, an heirefi 
to one of the principal families in the Eng- 
lilh Pale, who married into the family of Lord 
Bellew, whofe defcendants are the prefent 
poifeflbrs. From her it was called Rofe 
Caftle, but now Roche Caftle. It waf de-i 
tnoliftied by Oliver Cromwell, in the year 
1649, after having long held out forcing 
Charles. There are a great number of caf- 
&s in this county, which were in poflefllion 
of the Englilh Pale, fo called from the Eng-i 
lifli having fixed their boundaries on their 
firft fettlcment in Ireland, to prevent their 
Jbieing molefted by the natives, in this man- 
Iter, viz. their diftrift originally extended 
frorii the town of Wicklow in the fouth to 
the point of Dunluce in the north of Ireland, 
having what is called the North Frontier 
tiowi, 4)itt what was then reckoned in the cen- 
ter; 
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tcr ; and thou^ thds caunty may "be aHoUr* 
cd to be a veryi finall part of the whole 
kutgdom^ yet it tt^ay be juftly called tho^ 
heart of the old Englifti Pale, and as fucbf 
d&ounds with a confiderable number (if 'caf-^ 
tks, forts, and buildings, bearing evident 
raiarks of great antiquity, as well as of gran-^ 
deur and ma^ifkcride, and is highly wor-* 
iby the attention of the iniribus traveller 
thz^Ms^ this part of Ireknd^ 
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THIS Province Is called in Latin Momo- 
niuj and in Irifti Mown^ it is rn length 
from Watcrford haven, to the weftern point 
in the county of Kerry, near Dingle, about 
1 30 miles, and in breadth from the northern 
partsof Tipperary to Baltimore in the coun- 
ty of G)rk, about I'io miles; but from 
Baltimore to the northern parts of Kerry it is 
no more than 68 miles, and its circumference 
including its turnm^ and windings above 
€06 miles. . This province with the county 
of Clare <)f ThomOrtd formed a petty king- 
dom, previous to Ireland*sl being a part of 
the Crown of England. Confiderable num- 
bers of cattle are fed in this province, which 
is likewife well fupplied with cod, herrings, 
and other forts of fi(h. . Many parts of this 
province, efpecially towards the north, is a 
lihe level country, well improved and 
cultivated, fruitful both in com and graft. 
Vol. H, C and 
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and the air is allowed to be as healthful as in 
any part of Irelanc^ being perfeftly tempe- 
rate, though the mountains are bleak and 
bariien, but the plains and valHes are extreme- 
ly pleafant. This province is bounded on 
tlie north by Leinfter and Connaught, and 
on the eaft, weft, and fouth by the Atlantic 
Ocean. Contains fix counties, viz. Cork, 
Clare, Kerry, Limerick, Tipperary, and 
Waterford. It is the moft foutherti province 
in Ireland, and according to furvey contains 
3,289,931 Irifti plantation acres, and about 
icx>,ooo houfes, 740 parWhes, and 26 bo- 
roughs. For richnefs and pleafantneft 
it is equal if not fuperior to any other 
province in Ireland. The capital city is 
Cork, with 27 cjhief towns. The circuits 
of this province were firft eftablifhed in 1604, 
when Judges werej; appqint'ed by Sir , Arthur 
Chickefter, then lord deputy. 

Among the natural produdlions of this 
province is pipe; ^, wjiich

bole. Near Drumana is dug up a fine free 
ilone no way inferior to Portland ftone; near 
Curramore is a free ftone variegated like mar- 
ble. At Ballylemon near Whitchurch are 
large grinding ftones of an olive colour 
which are fine and fit for the purpofe of 

grinding 
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grinding knives, &c. Rotten Hmeftonc is 
found near AfFane on the banks of the river 
Black water, where are alfo black and white 
' marble which take a good polifh. There 
arc lead mines near Ardmore Head and at 
Lifmore* and copper ore has been found 
near Drumana in the county of Waterford. 
In . the mountains between Dungarvan and 
Youghall are large quantities of iron ore. 

County of Cork. 

This county in its greateft length, which 
IS from eait to weft, or from the harbour of 
Youghall to the mouth of Kilmair river, is 
about 100 Englifli miles.. Its greateft 
breadth from the extremity of the Old 
Head of Kinfale to Charleville, by an exaft 
meafurement, is 56 miles, but the dif- 
ference of latitude is but 46 miles. The 
latitude of the north part of this county 
is 52^. 13'. and that of the Old Head of 
Kinfale is 51°. ^^\ The latitude of Cape 
Clear, which is the nK)ft fouthern extremity 
in all Ireland is 51*. 12°. Itslongitude from 
London 9®. 45'. weft. The Land's End of 
Engbnd, bears fouth eaft from the harbour 
of Cork, at about izo miles diftant or 40 
leagues. This county is fituated under the 
fame parallel of latitude as feveral of the moft 
fouthern counties in England^ and its extent 
C z along 
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along tlie fea coaft is very large, and contains 
ten excellent harbours, befides a confidcr* 
^ble nufttber of creeks. 

This county is i>oundcd by Limerick on 
the north, St. George's Channel on the fotithv 
county of Kerry on the weft, and Waterford 
on the caft. 

This county contains 991,010 Irifli plan- 
tation acres, 43*286 houfes, 232 parilhes, 
19 baronies, and 12 boroughs. It returns 
26 members to parliament, and gives the 
title of Earl to theeldeft branch of the no- 
tle family of Boyle. 

This is thelargeft county in Ireland, and 
was formerly a kingdom ; the fineft harbours 
in the world are in it, which are remarkably 
well fituated for trade, more efpecially fo- 
reign. It is inhabited by people the moft rich, 
induftrious, and populous in the kingdom. 
The amazing number of black dattle which 
. are reared here for exportation is the princi- 
pal reafon of the -greatcft part of this county 
■ being meadow land ; but were tillage more 
encouraged, to which the goodnefs of the 
land (t^ing remarkafbly rich and in great 
heart) muft greatly contribute, it woukl 
undoubtedly <lefervetobe eftimated as the 
richeft, largeft and moft beneficial county ia 
his Majefty*s dominions. Sir William Petty, 
in his Politicgl Anatomy of Ireland, fays, 
that this county according to furvey is about 
the eleventh part of the whole kingdom; 
In this county there is the greateft trade for 

exportatioa 
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exportation cfpecially in the article of beef, 
for i t, appears th^t in 1779 there were ex- 
ported from Ireland to Great. Britam about 
the foUowing number of barrels, viz. 
20,108, to the Eaft country 1700^, to 
France 86,04.7, to the plantations 64,101*, 
to Spain Md Portugal i7,68orT, and to 
Hollan4 lo,36i»|. Total i99»999^t. 
Since whfch time there are confideraWc 
quantities more exported, efpecially fmce 
tne comftipncement of th^ prefent Ameri- 
can war J but ^vtn this article alone evinces 
the truth of \yhat great confequence this 
liingdom will be of, now the ports are open 
for the exportation of other commodities. 
It is eftimated that from this county more- 
jbeef, itec. is exported than from all the reft 
of the ports in Ireland. Provifions of every 
kind are in great plenty, as ;fi(h, flefti,. 
fowl wild and tame, corn and cattle, butter, 
and is abundantly fupplied with wool, hides, 
tallow, frize, leather, woollen and linen yarn. 
It is ftored with all forts of game for filhing, 
hawking and fowling. Cyder is made here ^^# 
which for its excellent quality is much ef« 
teemed, being equal to any imported* It is 
extremely well fupplied with water in every 
part of the county from its neighbouring ri- 
vers as well as from its innumerable brooks, v 
fprings and rivulets, which is of great advan- 
tage. Befides the two Knights of the Shire, 
and two members for the city of Cork, it

Baltimore, 
Cork, City of. Is fituatcd on feveral 
iflands formed by the river Lee, and partly 
on rifing ground on the north and fouih (ides 
of that mer, which about lo miles below 
the city difcharges. itfelf into the ocean, 
which renders it a mod confideriable port 
for commerce, Diftant from Dublin 121 
miles fouth weft, and 50 miles fouth of 
Limerick. Long. 9. 10. lat. 51. 40. It is the 
fecond city in Ireland in magnitude, ri- 
ches and trade. It contains upwards of 
8000 houfes, many of which are very ele- 
gant and their improvements in buildirg are 
daily idcreafing. On the north fide particu- 
larly this city hath been confiderably enlarg- 
ed by the marlhes having been drained and 
many new ftreets laid out. There is a 
handfome Cathedral, and the churches of 
St. Mary Shandon,^ and St. Ann's in the 
north fuburb, Chrift Church, St. Peter's, 
and St/ Paul's, within the city, and St. Ni- 
cholas's Church on the fouth fide. The Ca- 
thedral was originally built in 630, and de- 
dicated in honour of St. Finbarr, but was 
taken down and rebuilt in 1735, and the ex- 
pence defrayed by a tax of one fliilling per 
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ton 011 eoak and culm confumcd in G)rk. 
It is :built in the Doric order, and has a 
Venetian window to the chancel ; the ftalls^ 
feats^ and throne are very elegant, as is the 
whole choir. 

, The chunch' of St. Mary Shandon, is a 
neat -paril^ cHutch with two large windows 
ift. the eafl^ end, and has every fai table deco- 
r^on. jSt. Ann's is alfo a plain neat church, 
has a handfome fteeple and fpire 160 feet 
high, and is fituated on an eminence ; it has 
a muScal ring of bells chimes, and a 
qlocfc. ' The entrance at the. weft door is^ 
by j4^%one ftep^. Chrift Church commonly 
called. the Ki^'s Chapel, to. which the mayor 
and corporation refort on feftival days, 
Was alfo rebuilt by a tax on coals and culm. 
The body of this church is of hewn ftone, 
with good .pews and galleries. St. Peter's is^ 
the mod; antient in the city, is 90 feet long, 
has a neat altar piece with fluted Corinthian 
pwHafters. The fteeple is detached from the 
weft fide of the church. St. Paul's is well 
built and very neat, has a plain altar piece, 
and a gallery at the weft end ; it was confe- 
crated ia 1726, St. Nicholas's was opened 
in 17*3. lit is alfo a neat plain church, but 
finay,:aiid l}as one gallery. The altar piece 
awd pulpit are carved with fluted columns of 
the Corinthian order. There is likewife a 
French Church, with Meeting Houfes for 
Erelbyterians,. Baptrfts and Quakers, and 
federal Mafsiioufes. Near the Cathedral i^ 
'jj.*' C 4 . the 
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the BKhop's Palace, with a chapel andlafgc 
gardens, adjoining the Deanry Hoiife. 
This city is governed by a mayor, aldermien^ 
rccbrder, fheriffs, and common council, 
and returns two members to parliament, wha^ 
in 178a were the Right Horn J. H. Hutch- 
infon, and Richard Longfield, Efq^ Wte) has' 
lately fubfcribed loool. for the purpofe'dP^ 
eftablilhing the woollen manufaAure, by 
erefting a wholefale woollen drapery ware- 
houfe on the plan originally founded in 
Dublin, by that patriottc bodyi the D^jblin 
Society. Mr. Hutchinfon has with great 
attention and patriotifm given confiderable 
enoouragement to the manufacturers of 
wo(Jllen cloths, in order to give every 
poffible afliftance to promote the univerfal 
ufe of Irirti manufaftures ; fuch a con- 
dudl were it adopted by other rcfpe(5taMe 
perfons, would not faM to render tlie late 
grants of a free trade of effential import^ce 
to the kingdom in general, , and the.ooSaty. 
of Cork in particular. 

The Cuftom-houfe is a building both ele- 
gant and convenient, three (lories high ; on 
either fide are the ftore houfes, which form 
two handfome piazzas. Here is ^ good 
quay with every -convenience foridifobarging- 
goods, and a new canal made round j the 
cuftom-houfe, (6 that it enables great num- 
bers of (hips^to lie here very commodioufly, . 

The Exchange is a handfome ftone ftruc-I 
ture, and divides the mam ftrect of the city a 

into

into two (payts north and fouth. It confifts 
of five arqb^s in the front, and the principal 
eiitrance has columns of the Doric orckr. 
On the top is an elegant cupola covered with 
lead, and the whole building is in excellent 
proportion, which was erected by the public 
revenue of Cork, in 1 708. 

On the fouth fide is the County Court 
Houfe, where the aflizes are held, in whic^ 
is a council chamber for the jcorporatioa.; 
It is a plain, large and comnaodious building^> 
with grand and pewiy jury rooms, and is fi- 
tuated in the center of Cork. 

Gates* The North Gate, adjoining the 
north bridge, is built of ftone, by a t^joa. 
the inhabitants, it is w^ll arched ^nd yailked. 
The South Gate, or County jaily is alfa 
built of ftone. From the top is to be feea 
a very fine view of the city and its neigh- 
bourhood. Here is alio a bridewell^ Sec. 

Of Charitable Foundations, are, St,^ 
Stephen's Hofpital or the Blue Coat Hofpi- 
tal, for the education and maintenance of 
poor boys, who when ofage axe apprenticed. 
It is fituated in the Jbuth eaft fuburb, and 
is a large convenient building ^ on the top is 
a lanthorn with a bell for the purpofe of af- 
fembling Jthc boys. It 'has a large baH^ 
fchool-roon^j^ and proper offices, with a large 
garden in the lear. The Green Coat Hof- 
pital for the boys of St. Mary Shandan's pa- 
rifti, opened in 1715* is a large building, 
with two wings, adorned with, a cupola and 
C 5 cioc' 
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clock. In the center is a fchoolnroom, and 
on the weft a library, with apaittftWits for 
th^ officers, &c. 

An Alms Houfe, called Bertie's, wherein 
14 aged perfons are maintained ^ as al(b 
Skiddy's for the fame purpofe, and threb 
public Charity Schools. There is an Infirma- 
ry in the church yard of St. Mary Shandon*s, 
*hich is fupported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. This hofpital with St. Ann's Church* 
the Green-coat-fchool, and Bertie's and 
Skiddy's alms houfes, forAs a handfome area. 

The markets of Cork are held on Wed- 
nefdays and Saturdays, at- which provifions 
are in the greateft plenty, partk^ularly flefli, 
and fifli. The new Corn-market-houfe is a 
large commodious ftone edifice. The fifh, 
which come moftly from Kingfale, are fold 
6n ihambles eredled for that purpofe by the 
fide of the river, by which means they are 
kept clean, cool, and fweet. Several mar- 
kets for butchers meat, and many flaugh- 
tering houfes. Cork, as 'was before men- 
tioned, is the chief port of merchants in 
the kingdom : as more beef, tallow, hides, 
butter, &c. arc exported hence to Great 
Britain, Jamaica, Barbadoes and to many 
other parts of the* world, than from all the 
other ports of Ireland united, and in its do- 
mcftic trade exceeds all others. Twelve 
companies of foot are conftantly quartered 
in the barracks. This city was befieged in 
i6po, by the Earl erf" Marlborough ami ta- 
ken 
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ken from King James, who then had it in 
pofifcflkin.' 

r' F^ublic Walks. ' The rfioft confiderah4c is 
the Mall, Hamand's Marlh, and the 
Matrdyke, bbidg.a fenk walled on both 
fiQdSj and filled up, extending a mile weft 
from the' city ; and Friers-walk on the fouth 
fide.. 

An elegant Theatre hath been erefled 
under th^r. management of Mr. Heaphy^ 
where the comedians of London, Dublin^ 
arid Edinbugh perfohn- before as refpcdt- 
able audiences as any in Europe, during the 
fummer feafon ; it is patronized by moft of 
the nobility and gentry of the county. 
, The quays of this city are banked and 
Cfuayed up, referabfing thofe in Amfterdam^ 
&c. and (hips of heavy burthen, load and 
difcharge by means of lighters, at Cove and 
Paffage, which method is expeditious, fafe 
and cheap ; they carry about 4a ton, and 
are kdKted or uidoaded at the merchants 
doots. The river Lee has feveral bridges 
Gvier itadd affords moft convenient reception 
fer:fliips, which lie near feven miles up this 
river 5 but thofe of a large burthen generally 
ride at a {dace called FaiTage. But what 
greatly contributes to render Cork fo emi- 
nent in foreign trade^ is, that (hips of con- 
fiderable burthen can with eafe come into 
Cork haven 5 for though the entrance is najr- 
low, yet it is deep and fafe, and (hdtered 
within from all winds even up to the town, 

and 
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and is alfo in every refpedt very commodiouk. 
Cork is likewife a place of great ftrengthi 
thtft being a very ftrong fort crcfited, ij^hxch 
is kept in fubftantial repair. . ' ' 

Cork Haven. Is fituated about izmles 
to the eaft of Kingfale, arid runs in N. N. E. 
a confiderable way into the land, and is 
very clean and deep : this haven is by fome 
called the Cove of Cork» The bankers, 
are Meffrs. Rogers and Shears, Tonfon 
and Co. 

The ftreet ealled the Main-ftreet is the 
principal, the old houfes have balcony win- 
dows^ but the new ones are in the moft 
elegaiit tafte. Duncomb's iMarfli on the 
eaft fide has many ftreets fronting. the canal, 
as has alfo Hamand's Marfli on the weft 
fide, and on the quays arc good, private 
houfes and warehoufes. MaUow4ane on 
the north is a mile in length, and is fre^ 
quented by the country people, in buying 
and felling. Blamey-lane alfo ori the nottl^ 
fide, is of great length, in which are many 
flaughter-houfes. The fouth fuburb is near-* 
ly as large as the north, but has not fo mudt 
trade. But what contributes greatly to the 
beauty as well as convenience of the north 
part of this city are the canals that are carried 
through moft of the principal ftreets ; fo that 
merchandize of every kind can be brought 
to, or (hipped from the merchants ware- 
houfes. Five miles below the town the 
channel of the river is divided into twa^ by 

an 
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tn iiland, on which are feveral houfes. In 
die rebellion in '169 1, this city niade a gtl- 
lint defence under ihe Earl of Inchiquin," 
againft the rebels, but it fell afterwards into 
tiieir hands, by whom if was held tillCrom* 
, well recovered itt Cork is an Epifcopal fee, 
and gi res the title of Earl to the noble family 
of Boyle^ as does alfo Orrery a Barony in 
this County to the fame nobleman. 

As the port of Cork is the prindpal one 
for trade in Ireland, I have fubjoined a few 
dircdlions to mailers of (hips, which may 
prove ufeful to them, cfpecially to fuch not 
hitherto acquainted with the regulations, 
rules and orders ta beobferved by them on 
e;nterrng any of the ports of this kingdom. 
On the arrival of any (hip or veiftl in any 
pQff, jhe captaito ds to declare his real name 
and the ivahie of the (hip and of the place 
or port from whence he came, to any of the 
revenue, officers belonging to fuch. port^ 
under a: penaky of i ooL to the comipiffionersr 
-of fixcifis. /No goods of the .produft^. 
growth, tor manufadure^of the E^ Indies, 
or iochcr places beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope, could formerly be imported into Ire- 
land, from any part beyond the feas, other 
than Great Britain, on forfeiture of (hip and 
goods, or value thereof, which might then 
be profecuted for either in London or PuUm ; 
Any c^cer of the cuftonSs was to forfieit 
500I. if he conftived at fuch importation. 
But by a late a£t made in Engknd in l^Sc 
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a free trade vkrs granted and foreigrt fugaca 
cek he imported . ctiredtly into; Iteknd, btut* 
ipuft piy a duty of 9 s. aid per .HaridredJ 
See Act 1 780. There is. a particular 'offiSceT^^ 
c«Ued' the Jerker, who is ft^tioned :iik thet 
port of Cork, whofe duty is to take copieff 
of all invoices, and to compare them 'With: 
the warrants granted for the difcharge of) 
goods, as alfo with a general bill returned by 
the tide waiters on board, in order to prove 
that all the goods nventionfed in tlierin* 
voice were duly entered. The feveral 
furveyors of the out-ports difcharge this 
office, who certify as above to their rcfpec- 
tive colle<5tprs, upon which the mailer br- 
owner of the veffd is admitted to out-voice,' 
which,. if he takes in goods for exportation^ 
is done by ou!t-voicingt and declaring ap-^' 
on oath the true contents of his lading, 
with the names of the merchants by whbm^ 
(hipped. And if any of the gpods be ihip-^ 
ped off by debenture, he* is to: ma|ce *oath; 
that they are not intended to>'be relandedv 
and that he will not fuffer any part pf iai(^ 
goodsy ta be islanded in Ireland, mnl€l6)inr« 
cafes of real diftrefe. If any debenture 
goods be landed in the Ifle of Nfan, in 
cafe c£ diftre(s, he mpfl: immediately 
make oath thereof before the next jufticc • 
of peace, and muft notify the &me to the i 
next officer of the cuftoms. But before that 
ifland belonged to Great Britain, any mailer 
of a fhip who (hould land any debenture 
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goods there, would be liable to forfeit treble 
the value of the goods, and fuffer fix months, 
imprifonmeilt^ and the exporter was ;alfo. 
fubjed to treble the value, befid6s the goods 
and the amount of the draw-back^ If any 
goods be taken in after out-voicing, the 
mafter of the fhip or veffel muft apply to 
the officer as aforefaid, and make an.addi-* 
tional out-voice upon oath : Any fuch maf- 
ter failing without out-voicing fubje<5ls him- 
lelf to a penalty of lool. to be profecuted 
in the Exchequer. The penalty for reland- 
ing, or putting in any boat, or other veflel, 
in order to reland any debenture goods in 
Ireland, unlefs in cafes of diftreft, is treble; 
the value of the goods according to the laws ■ 
of excife, and the owner likewife forfeits 
treble valtie and the goods: With refpcdfc 
to the importation of goods it is neceflary to? 
be obferved, that there is a branch of excife ' 
called import excife, which is a newimpofri' 
it is a duty df poundage payable on all goddsi 
atid merchandize imported, which is pay*'' 
able by retailers or fhopkeepers, or perf^Mis 
importing fuch goods fpr their own con- 
fumption, before they are taken from the 
cuftom-houfe i but a merchant importer 
who docs not retail or confume the gbods of 
his own importation, is by the laws of ex* • 
cife entitled to receive his goods upon enter- ^ 
ing into fecurity not to deliver them to any 
buyer till the duty of the import excife, by 
fuch buyer from whom it then becomes due, ' 

is 
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's paid ; but of late the merchants have 
agreed to pay the fame oa their importing 
any goods, for which; they are allowed ,ia 
per cent, one Moines and tobacco, and 6 per 
cent, on all other goods whatever. , There is- 
a duty of light money, /. e. for the main- 
tenance of his Majefty's LighttHoufes in 
Ireland, of four-pence for every ton of the 
burthen of any foreign (hip wliat ever, and 
muft be immediately paid on fuch (hips ar- 
rival, in the port of Cork or any other port 
in -this kingdom. 

Having mentioned fuch particular circum- 
ftances relative to the exportation of goods^ 
and briefly ftated the cuftoms obferved by 
importers, perhaps it may not be unaccept- 
able . to the reader to be informed of fome 
farther particulars ^nd obfervationsrefpefting; 
the methods to be ufed by captains and mer- 
chants on tlieir importation of goods into, 
the port of Cork, by which they will be the 
better enabled to form a judgment with re- 
fpedl to the pradVice obfei:vedin other ports, 
of Ireland* 

Of Importations from the Plantations ta 
• Ireland^ 
, The following articles were formerly to- 
be firft Unded in Great Britain before they 
could be iniported into Ireland, but by the late 
ai£l they are now permitted to be imported 
immediately into Ireland, viz. fugar, tobac- 
co, cotton^ wool,^ indigo, ginger, fpeckle. 

wood^ 
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wood^ or Jamaica wood, fuftick or other 
dying wood, rice, molaffes, beaver (kins or 
other furs, copper ore, pitch, tar, turpen- 
tine, mads,, yards, bowfprits, or hops of 
the growth or produce of the faid planta- 
tions. Glafs arrd hops can alfo be irnported. 
Tobacco nktft be in packages containing 
lefs than 5oolb. weight, but if in large 
packages they are abfolutely forfeited, but 
do not aflfedt the (hip. It is to be obferved 
with refpect to brandy, ftrong-waters, or 
fpirits, imported in any ve(rel, that it muft 
be in fuch a veflTcl whofe full contents is lefs 
than 50 gallons; 

^ On^ the importation as well as on the ex-r 
pottation of any goods particular attention 
muft be obferved with refpe<5t to the entries 
at the cuftom houfe, for all goods muft be 
entered in the name of the true proprietor, 
otherwife great penalties will be incurred. 
Aliens goods (hipped off in the name of a 
native^ are forfeited, by the aft of cuftoms, 
rule 2. All goods muft be entered under 
their true and proper denomination, other- 
wife they are fubjedt to forfeiture. 

- No entry of goods direftly from the 
plantations are to be received before the maf- 
ter of the (hip produces a cocket certify- 
ing the fame to be of the growth or manu- 
facture of the plantations. 

Goods to be imported duty free, by order 
from the Lords of the treafury, are to be 
entered, valued; and. the.fuU duties Jet 
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down as m other cafes, £^nd thedateoffuch 
order is to be fet down, as isiikewife the 
date of the conrmiffioners order confirming, 
the fame. 

Wines imported in any other than Eratifh- 
ftiippihg, duly navigated, pay ; aliens *c*^f- 
torn ; for the partlciriar duties on whiph,^; af 
well as on other goodsy I muft refer the: 
reader to the Book of Rates, publifhed by 
the ingenious Mr, Eaton of the cuftom- 
houfe, Dublin. 

The great variety of manufafturesr- en- 
couraged an:d carried on.bythe,c9unjt;efi^fice 
of the inhabitants of the county of Cprk, 
not only for the? confompfion of the Biiti{h 
dominions, but ahb for Spain, Portugal j 
their dominions, and the Coaft of Guinea, 
&c. which renders it neceffary for merchants 
and others to be perfedily acquainted with 
the rules and regulations to beobferv^d at 
the importation or exportation of any goqdi 
or manufadures whatfoever. 1 have t^beir^ 
fore thought it not improper to mention 
fuch particulars as might enable the reader to 
attain a knowledge thereof. j 

Such (hips as trade between Great Britain 
and Ireland, or take in any good^ to be mt- 
ried coaft-ways, and the owner or captain* 
of the (hip be an alien, he muft have 3-4ths' 
of the mariners at leaft Englifh, on pain- 
of forfeiting fuch; (hip and^qargo ; but this 
dots oot prevent tlieir landing part of theirl 
cai^o at ofie poxf^ %iAi part atj another j^fer takn;

ing io- their lading outwards at different 
ports ; but the penalty is incqrred by landing 
tlie goods laden in fome part of Great Britain 
or Ireland, other than is in the clearance men- 
tioned, cafes of real diftrcfs excepted. For- 
merly (hips that traded to Africa, Afia, or 
America, from Great Britain or Ireland, 
muft have the mafter and 3-4ths of the ma- 
riners EngHfti, (any of his Majefty's fubjed^ 
in Great Britain, Ireland or the Plantations, 
are to be accounted Englilh and no other) 
and during the* whole voyage it is meant 
the fame number of Englifli feamen be. 
kept, except in cafes of ficknefs, &c. But 
as a free trade is now granted to Ireland* 
many of tbefe particulars will in time be re- 
moved. 

Goods of the growth, produce, ormanu- 
fadture of Afia, Africa, or America, could 
not formerly be imported into Ireland, (as 
appears by an a£t pafled in 12 Car. II. 
cap. 18.) in any other (hip5, than fuch 
as do trulyj and without fraud, belong 
only t6 the people of Great Britain, 
Ireland, or of the Plantations or territories 
belonging to his Majefty in Afia, Africa or 
America, previous to the late war in Ame- 
rica ; but in December i775,.,an ad paffed 
that no trade (hould be carried on with th$ 
Americans. But this war it is hoped by 
every fincere lover of bis country, will foort 
terminate, to the fatisfadion ot all partie?^ 

and 
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and th€ reftriftions heretofore laid on the conr- 
merce of Ireland be intirely removed to the 
mutual advantage of England and Ireland. 

Youghall.. This town is fituated on the 
fide of a hill, on an arm of the fea, with a 
good harbour before it, called Youghall bay. 
It is diftant from Dublin 97 miles. The town 
confifts moftly of one ftreet, which towards 
the fouth end is croffed by a high fquare 
tower or gate, called the Clock-gate, from 
one being placed thereon, and from north to 
fouth is about an Englifh mile long. The. 
walls on the weft fide extend the intire length 
of the town. Towards the fea it is defend- 
ed by a fmall fort or block-houfe mounted 
with cannon ; near it is a mole for (hipping. 
But with refpeft to the Bay, mariners (hould 
be careful to obferve that the entrance jnto 
it is dangerous, there being a bar that can- 
not be paffed till half-flood. The quay is 
conveniently fituated to load and difcharge 
Goods. There is an exchange and a cuftom* 
houfe. 

it is governed by a mayor and bai- 
liffs. The revenue is managed by a col- 
le<5tor and officers. Of late years the trade 
of this port is confiderably increafed, it 
formerly being confined to vefTels trading ta 
Briftol with woollen yarn. This town is a rival 
to Cork in trade, and when it is confidered 
howadvantageoufly it is fituated on a fine 
navigable river, and its commodious har- 
bour 
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hoMt Mrhere fhips are no fooner under fail than 
in the ocean, it is furprizing its commerce 
is not more confiderable. 

There is a large college here fouhded by 
E^rl Defmond in 1464 ; the community «t 
'firft confifted of a warden, 8 fellows, and 8 
fmging men, who lived in a collegiate 
manner, having a common table and all 
' other neceflaries allowed them, with yearly 
ftipends. 

The ftrand of Youghall as far as the low- 
eft ebbs *uncover it, produces great quanti- 
ties of turf and timber trees, as fir, hazel, 
-&C. A large fkeleton of a nionftrous ani- 
mal was difcovered on this ftrand, one of the 
ihoulder bones of which is at Youghall, 
is three feet and a half long; tod weighs near 
loolb. weight. 

About a n^e S. W. of this town is Clay 
CaftJe, on a fmall promontory compofed of 
loofe and fandy clay, and affords an enter- 
taining fcenc to thecuriousi for there are 
many pieces of the bank whjch fell down 
and are waflied by the Tea, and are by degrees 
5petrified into a very firm hatd grit almoft as 
iblid as a ftone. The fame kind of petri- 
fadion hath been obferved at Harwich, in 
England 5 (fee Dale's Antiq. of Harwich, 
|5age ioi,> This petrifying quality is fup- 
4>ofed to proceed from a vitriolic juice in 
yconjundion with the loam ; (fee Allen's Hift. , 
of Chalybeate Waters page 106.) And at 

Clay 
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Clay Caftle, wood or other things daubed 
over with this clay are foon petrified on the 
fpot. 

The Town of Yonghall was incorporated 
by King Edward the fourth, in the year 
1463, about which tinfie the church was 
built, foon after the ejeftion of the college. 
It is a large Gothic ftrufture, the nave being 
about 46 yards long and 22 broad, adorned 
on each fide with fix Gothic arches. 

Here is a barrack in which two companies 
of foot are quartered. It is in long. 9. 50. lat. . 
5X.50. and returns two members to parlia- 
ment. In T579 this town was taken by the 
Earl of Defmond, in which moll of the in- 
habitants were killed. The mayor who had 
perfidioufly yielded the town to Defmond, 
was afterwards taken, and hanged at his own 
door ; but the town was again retaken by * 
Captain White in the fanie year. In the 
rebellion in 1641, ^he town was befieged by 
the Earl of CaftlAaiven for the fpace of ten 
weeks, but by the matchlefs intrepidity of 
a few inhabitants he was obliged to raife 
the fiege. The Earl of Cork who had fhut 
hifhfelf up in the town during this rebellion 
in Ireland, died there. 

On the weft fide of the bay of Youghall, 
is fituated Bally Daniel, from wherrce ther* 
is a moftbe atiful profpedt of the fe^, ftiip^ 
ping, harbour and the country adjacent. 
Near it is a fubtcrrajieous river which runs a 
mile under ground. The >yater-lilly grows 
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h the ponds here, which are tranfplantcd 
from the bay of Youghall. 

Potatoes were firfl: produced in Ireland near 
the town of Youghal!, which were landed 
Virginia by Sir Walter Raleigh The per- 
ion who planted them imagined that the 
apple which grows on the ftalk was the part 
to be eaten, but gathering them and the tafte 
proving difagreeable, they were for a long 
time neglefted, till upon digging the ground 
the potatoes were difcovered therein, to the 
furprize of the planter; and from thefefew, 
this kingdom was furnifhed with feed. Po- 
tatoes are mentioned as a rarity by Ben. 
Jonfon, in his Every Man in his Humour! 
Tobacco was brought into Ireland by 
Sir Walter Raleigh. ^ 

Blarney. The Seat of ]n mes St. John Jef- 
feryes, Efq. The ancient caftleof Blarney is in 
point of fituation, the moft beautiful in Ire- 
land, commanding a delightful view of Cork, 
and the adjacent country. The caftle \s 
built of ftone in the Gothic architedure, and 
a beautiful river winds its courfe round it. 
The improvements made in the demefne by 
Mr. Jefferyes, claims the approbation of 
every intelligent gentleman who may make 
the tour of Ireland. The caftle is fitted up 
in the moft modern tafte. This family is 
drftrngutftied more thg^n any other in his Mi- 
jefty's dominions, having fupporters to their 
arms bearing a coi:onet. The truly patriotic 
poffeflbr of Blarney, has, at a confiderable 
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expeiice, eftablifhed the manufa<fture of 
{lockings, and by his example has induced 
numbers of the mod refpedtable families to 
protect and encourage the wear of Irifli ma- 
nufadures. Under the aufpices.of this 
gentleman was raifed an independent com- 
pany called the Blarney Volunteers. , A view 
of Blarney caftle has lately been painted by 
the ingenious Mr. Fiflier dF Dublin. 

Kiri^fale. The Harbour of Kingfaleisre- 
inarkably commodious, and its being fituated 
within ten miles fouth of Cork adds much 
to the advantage of (hipping. It is 1.35 
miles fouth weft of Dublin, Long. 9. 15. 
.lat» 51. 27. The town of Kingfale which is a 
borough, a market, and a poft town, is ' 
governed by a fovereign and recorder, and 
defended by a ftrong fort built by King 
Charles 11. and called after him Charles Fort : 
in it is a regiment conftantly quartered, be- 
fides 12 companies in the barracks^ With 
re^e<5t to its trade, it is in tirtie.of war very 
little inferior to Cork, on account of tte 
great numbers of rich homeward-bound 
fleets, and (hips of war which put in there, 
either to refit or for frefti provifioos, as (hips 
of any burthen may with great fafety lie in 
its harbour. The rents of the houfes at 
fuch a time arc extravagantly dear, and eve- 
ry kind of provifion in prQportion. In the 
year 1600, the Spaniards, in number about 
8000, madethemfelvesmaftersof the town, 
and Don John de Aquilla^ was appointed 

governor; 
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governor: but the fame year Lord Moiint- 
joy with a fmall number of Englifh; under 
his comipandvretoQk it. And in i^goXhfi 
Earl of MarJboroiigH befi^ged and tOol^ 
Charles Fort^ jthen in thfe poffeffidn of KfriJ; 
James. Ir gives tfie title of b^ron to the 
moft antient and noble family of DeCoutcy^ 
lineally defcerided from John deCourtyJ, 
Earl of Ulfter, who from him have the.pri^-. 
vilege of being covered inthe^jrefence ^6t 
the King of^ England. • ! ' ' _?

TTbe town is very fmall, has a maricetj and 
is a borough. It is fituated 20 miles o. W» 
of the city of Cork. In this town grea^

Charlwilie. Situated 30 niiles north of 
Cork and 1 02 miles fromDiiblin,^ wasburit 
ibon. after the reftorationof Charles JI. by 
Roger ihe firft Eaflof Orrciy^* by whom it 
iyas incorporated. It is a borough, ypoft;^ 
and ^market town, and .contains' a barrack 
for a troQpof horfe. Long. 9.'47.1at 52. 13* 
:6andon-Bridge. Is fituated ^ 2 milesfoutb 
weft.of^Cork, and 133 fouth .weft from 
X^ul^in:^ it is a borough, anutrketandajx^ft 
town, contains two churches, two miarket 
houfes, *£cc. and a baorack for twoxompa-^ 
jiieS of foo^ ; was built in 161 6 by Richard 
^yle the firft Earl of Cork, to a branch ot 
Mfhcife family it now gives the title of vii^ 
count.

This town is 
much tefortcd to by travellers from Dublin^ 
on their road to Mnk and Killarney, Svho 
generally make feme ihort^ftay therc^ as the 
Hot Wells in this town are deemed equal if 
fiOtfuperior^ totiiofeof Briftol,andareyilited 
hy peHbns of rabk'froni all pairts of the king** 
<lom, to experience the efficacy of them. 
The number of travellers would increafeif a 
good inn was eftabltfhed. There is a bar- 
tack and one troop of horfe quartered there;

Ardfert. A Bi(liop*s Sec united to Lime- 
rick. It is fuuatcd 3 miles north of; Tra- 
lee, and izz fouth weft of Dublin. It if a 
borough by prefcription, ftands near the 
fea, and has a harbour for fmall vefTels; 
The linen manufafture has been confiderably 
extended in this town, particularly in thearQ* 
cles of coarfe linens ; and Lord Ke^nmare, 
the poffeffor of the beautiful lake of Killar- 
ney, having publiftied premiums for fpinning 
the greateft quantity of yarn, weaving the 
fame, and felling it at the market of Kitlar- 
ney, has been attended with very confidei'- 
able advantage to this county. Flax has 
been raifed, extremely good, and fiaoftly^ 
from feed of their own (owing ; tine women 
all knowing how to fpin the coarfer fort of 
yarn, and a great number of the men being 
bred to the weaving buijinefs, has excited 
fuch a fpirit of mduftry throughout the ad- 
jacent towns of Killarney, Dingle, C^ftle;- 
Ifland, Lifnaw, &c. that ia,ooo yards cf 
DouIj^ have been^ exported in one year. 
However as tl^eir yarn has a, dark colour and 
is harlh, confequently not fo fuitajjle for 
doulais or ftiirting. They have made drabs 
in imitation of Ruffia, at Si per yard, 28^ 
inches wide.

' Killarney. A fmall and thriving market 
"towp,^'which hath of late years been much 
reforted on account of the wonderful and 
curious lake of Lough Lean adjoining there- 
to. It is a poft' town, 30 miles north weft of 
Cork, iaof Tralee, and 125 of Dublin. 
hi this neighbourhood are a great many feats 
.and villas,' and the remains of an old abbey, 
* which was very fpacious and is well deferving 
the attention of the curious ; and in the 
iiland of Rofs is an antient caftle. 
' The Blftfques are fmall tocky iflands ad- 
Ju^ent to the obaft of this county, one of 
tvhicbife called Visilencia,' which gives the ti- 
tle of vlfcount to the Earl of Anglefey, 
.whofe title had been litigated both in Eng- 
land and Ireland, but is now confirmed to 
him. 

Lifnaw,' A fnciall market town about 12 
miles 'north eaft of Tralee. This town 
givtes the title of Barfan to the noble family 
of Fitzftiaurice Earl of Kerry. 

Natural Curiosities. 

; Hivers and Lakes or Loughs. 

The celcf^ralted Lake of Lough Lean, 
near Killarney, is about 8 miles in lengthy 
and 4 in breadth. A number of beautiful 

iflands 
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iflands covered with arbutus and other ever- 
greens are interfperfed throughout the 
whole, which affords a mixed and divcrfi- 
fied fcenebf entertainment to the curious 
traveller, who is here amply compenfated 
for the trouble and fatigue of a journey 
through this part of Ireland, the roads of 
which are in general very good, though the 
country is the mod infertile of entertainment 
of any in the fouth of this kingdom. Thofe 
who may hereafter vifit this wondrous work 
of nature, efpecially thofe who fet out from 
Dublin, would do well to make Cork their 
road, which is 120 miles fouth weft from 
that city, and from Cork to this lake is 
about 30 miles. To enable the foreigner to 
attain a more particular knowledge of the 
amazing natural beauties of thefe extenfive 
lakes, enriched with bufliy iflands, the ca- 
vities, glens, catarafts, the numerous fea- 
thered race, and other pleafing and uncom- 
mon natural objedls which here prefent 
themfelves to the enravifhed fight of every 
admirer of nature, a defcription of it is fub- 
joined. 

The Lake of Killarney is divided into three 
parts ; viz. the upper, the lower and the mid- 
dle, and excepting one narrow valley on the 
fouth Tsintirely furrounded with one continu- 
ed range of lofty mountains, which are co-^ 
vered with • woods intermixed with ever- 
greens, from their tops to the verge of the 
lake, and down the fides of thefe enormous 

mountains^* 
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mountains^ rocks, and precipices are a nvnti:-- 
ber of rivulets, which form a moffi beautiful 
cafcade« Here are alfo a number of iflands 
of different extent, many of them beautifully 
ornamented with trees of every kind; and 
intermixed with cver-greens, as box, holly^ 
yew and the arbutus or ftrawberry tree ; all 
which grow in amazing plenty throughour 
the whole lake. From the tops of thcfc 
mounta ns are profpedls the moft grand and 
wonderful in the creation On the fumit of 
the Mangerton Mountain is a fmall round 
Lake, of about a quarter of a mile diameter, 
which is called the Devil's Punch Bowt 
Lord Kenmarie (to whom belongs this Lake 
with all its beautiful iflands,). hath placed in 
many parts of the lake fome cannon, the 
reports on the difchargc of them among*^ 
the rocks, refembles the neareft of any 
thing in nature a violent peal of thunder 
rolling among the mountains. Here alfo 
mufical inftruments afford a moft delightful 
and raviftiing entertainment to the ear, par- 
ticularly the French horn and trumpet. A 
Stag is fometimes roufed from the woods ad- 
joinmg the lake, ind the gentlemen who at- 
tend the hunt are generdfly in boats on the 
lake, during the diverfion, for it would be 
impradticable to follow it by land, either on* 
foot or horfe back. Here is alfo a moft f]tu- 
pendous rock called the Eagle's Neft, from 
their having Nefts on the fummit of it. Oa 
the eaft fide is a rich and fertile jAsin for 

near 
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near three miles, through which defcends a 
rjver into the lower Lake. There is a val* 
ley at the weft end, through which the whole 
ccule£tion of waters difcharg^ themlelves 
into the fea. 

In this lake are fometimes found Pearls 
of great value. Salmon are alfo caught in 
great plenty and perfedtioDi which are fold 
exceeding cheap. 

The bowels of fome of the mountains having 
worked a confiderable way under the Jake, 
cfpecially between the upper and lower lakes, 
they have been found to abound with mines 
of Copper ; and even Silver hath been ex- 
tracted from them. A defcriptive Foem 
on the beauties of the Lake of Killarny, 
has been publilhed by the celebrated Mr. 
Leflie ; and the Rev. Dean Bayly has fa- 
voured the public with two Letters written 
on this fubjeCt, to which I refer the curious 
reader, as they contatin every minute particu- 
lar beauty conveyed in fuch elegant langua^ 
as muft afford the higheft fatisfadion, aiiki 
more efp^ecially as they are written void of 
all partiality.

Kilmare Bay (by fome called ^ilmare 
Rtver)i Forms a divifion between the baro- 
nies of Dunkeron on the north. and Glane- 
roughty on the fouth, both in this county^. 
This bay (hoots feveral miles into the cqun- 
.try, being throughout clean grpund . and 
free from rocks and. fands except in very 
few places. ^ 

Ban try Bay. In the year i$89, the Eng- 
li(h and French fleets had a naval engage- 
ment,, which has rendered t^is bay famous. 
It divides the counties of Kerry and Cork, 
and is of a confiderableeKt^tboth in'bif^dth 
and length, rivaUing Kilmare bay in thefe 
particulars, as well as in (afety and good anf 
chojjage. Not far from the mouth of this 
bay lies the harbqur of Beer Haven, between 
y(hv^ and the main land is a fair found,^ 
which makes it a good and a fafc port, it is 
called Beer Haven, -It is neceflary that this 
baven (hould -be known by every one who 
may be failing in this part of Ireland, to ob- 
ferve that within the mouth of this found 

lie 
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He fome rocks in the middle of the channel ; 
at high water they are overflown, but by 
taking proper care they may eafily be avoid- 
ed. And as you furround the ifland on the 
fouth fide of the found, take notice there are 
two great rocks juft in the mouth of it, be- 
tween which fhrps may fafely pafs, as like- 
wife between the rocks and the land on either 
fide. 

Whiddy Ifland. This Ifland is near three 
miles long, and is fituated at the upper end of 
Bantry Bay, between which and the main land, 
being the uttermoft extent of that bay, there 
IS good clean anchorage from three to fix fa- 
thom. Ship^ may enter this found in two 
places at both fides of the ifland. But it is 
incumbent on me to remark, and worthy 
the mariner or thofe who may touch at this 
ifland to pbferve, that the fouth entrance is 
fouj, rocky and dangerous ; but this north 
entrance affords depth, and room enough, in 
eight or nine fathom, and nothing to hurt 
excepting a row of rocks a fmall mulket 
(hot from the ftiore, which as they are 
covered at high water do not appear but at 
half ebb. 

Langref Haven. This haven is fituated 
oppofite to Whiddy Ifland •, on the right hand' 
dofe to the mouth of this haven, are fome foul 
grounds, which are dry at the ebb of the 
Ipring tides, and except them, every where 
elfe is fafeanchorageand good ground. ' 

Bay 
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Bay of bunmanus) Is feparated fronr 
fiantry Bay by a narrow neck of land, which" 
terminates at Mintro valley point, TKis bay 
is long and wide, tboughnot equal in either 
refpe^s to thofe of Kilmare and Bantry. Tber* 
road of thisbay iscommodteiis and every^ 
where has good anoHorage: The landoit^ 
die foutfi fide of this bay ftretdietb out far 
into the fea, the uttermoft point whereof 
is Miffen Head, being the fouthernmoft' 
cape of all the main land of Ireland y Cape 
Clear, lying out fiirther fouth eaft, being rn 
an iiland. 

Baltimore Bay. This is much larger than 
cither the bays of Kilmore, Bantry or Dun- 
tnanus^ though it does not ftrctch Co far'into 
the land as ttey do, bat forms rather- the. 
iigure of ahalf moon. In this large bay lie 
Crook Haven, Scull Haven and feveral 
others. Some have contradled the bounds 
of Baltimore Bay, by fuppofing Dunafiiad 
the entrance to the eatt, and Donalong ia 
the ifland of Inilhirkan tojbe weft 5 wwter 
others extend the Bay of Baltimore from ^ 
DttRafhad to Miffen Head. 

Caftk Haven. The entrance into this 
Haven is ver>y narrow being not half a mile 
over, formed' by Horfe Ifland on the weft^ 
and Skiddy's Ifland on th^ eaft. It is a fafcv 
deep channel, and has good anchorage op^ 
pofite to the town of Caftle Waven, which; 
is fituated on the weft (hore»

As alfo a clay at 
Clay Caflle, which petrifies in the like man- 
ner to the hardncfs of ftonc. From the 
yellownefsof this clay, and as Red Ochre 
hath been found in the neighbourhood of the 
petrifadtion, it is fuppofed iron ore is co be 
met with. 

At Lough Shinny, Kerry-ftone, a fpecies 
of chryftal, is found.

Between the old caftlesof Dune and Lickt. 
oppofite to Carrack-a-Holt formerly the feat 
of the noble family of Cla% ih ttie c6\irity of 
Kerry, are difts which rife to-a ionfiderable 
height kbbve-the fea, from one ta near three 
hundred feet jjerpendicnlar, which by the 
undermining of the waves, pieces fall with* 
great violence into the fea very frequently. 
From the broken parts- there ifllies a gl-eat 
imoak, with a ftrong fulphuredus fmell, but 
the heat of the fubtefrrancous hidden 'fire 
prevented me from (laying any tinrte near iff 
from fome of the cracks in thefe cltfts are 
difcerned beautiful colours, fuppofed to if- 
fue from different minerals in the interior 
parts of the <^liflfe; The inhabitants adjacent 
foy they fee a flame tffue very, plainly by 
•night, and. the ain over it i6 m a tremubui 
motion, like that over a bumingllme-kiln: 
There are found here a number of red,' yel* 
low, and black ftories which' are of great 
life in colouring. From other parts of thefe 
cliffs are large cafcades of watery which 
aiFord a beautiful appearance at a diflanbc ; 
and the two caftled.of Dune and Lick^ 
{landing on the brows of thefe high differ 
appear ae if defigned ta guard the entrance 
of thefe romantic fcenes. It muft be allow-

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City of Limerick. The antient City of 
Limerick is £tuated 87 mQes fouth weft front 
DubKn, Sz miles north of Coi^ and ftand^ 
upon the Shaimon, whidi is navigable for 
fliips of confiderabic burthen almoft up ta 
the city, thoagh fituatcd near 60 miles fironi 
Its mouth. Tills is the ftrongeft fortrefs in 
the kingdom, toeing, on account of its fitua- 
tion, a place of confiderable ftrength by na- 
ture/ and isfortffied round with ftrong walls, 
bailions and raa^>arts, a large caltle and 
itadel, with bridges into the counties of 
LimcricTc and Clarej The city confifts bf 
two towns the «pper and the lower. It is 
one of the largeft cities in Ireland ; was ori- 
ginally built by the Danes, and in the rei^ 
of Henry II. was walled in. It hath a mili- 
tary governor and town-m^jor on tiie €f- 
tablifi^ent, and t2 companies of foot oom*^ 
pofe the^rrifon. The civil govcrnrnint is 
by a mayor^ fcscorder, iberifis and town, 
cfertc. 

It is the fee of a lifliop united t6 Ardfeit 
and Aghadoe. It is called in hitti LpuM*/Ag9j. 
It was beficgcd by King W^Hiamini6^, 
but lie was ^ig^ toraiTe thefiege, thdtigk 
the inhabitants were very few, and ih i6gi 
the town was again befieged by King Wil- 
liam^s army, aifilled by fome Dutch forces^ 
who loit a conf^derablev number of mem 
When it was befiegfcd by Oliver Cromwell, 
the town held out above three ihontKa, but 
&mine obliged the inhabitants to furrender« 

In 
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In Oftober 1691, King Willitm to put an 
endtothe war and to get pofTelfion of this 
towOy allowed the garrifbn very honourable, 
advantageoiis.terms, and not only to the in- 
iiabitants of the town itfelf, but to the Ro- 
man Catholics throughout the kingdom; for 
sby the articles of capitulation they were al* 
lowed to retire wherever they plcafed, and 
and were tolerated in the free exercife of 
their religion. This town is in general very 
fhandfome thekoufes being well built, of 
•which there are near 4000. Here is alio an 
elegant cathedral and large barracks for zz 
^companies of foot. Provifions arc exceeding 
cheap in Limerick } but the air being moiu 
on account of its fituation, is confequendy 
^mwholefome to .Grangers, tiere are fome 
confiderable merchants. Its jtrade confifts 
in the exportations of provifions, Which is 
giot fo great as might be expedt^, but the 
4ate grant of a free trade, will no doubt be 
cf advantage. It giyes the title of vifcount

County of Waterford. 
,^ This county is bounded on tHe Weft by 
flie counties or Tipperary and Cork, on the 
nbrthby the river Suite/ which feparates it 
from the counties of Kilkenny apd Tippe- 
rary, on the eaft and fouth b^ St. George's 
Channel, and a part of the harbour of 
Waterford, which divides it from the county 
of Wexford. Its grieateft length from; eaft 
to weft, that is, from Credan Head to the 
weftern^part of the barbny of Cofhmore, 
h about* 40 miles ; and its greateft breadth 
from north to fouth, from the river Suire 
to Ardrtiofe. Head, in a meridian line^ 
is about 1^6 miles, but fn many places it is 
not^hilf fo much.- ' This' county is fituated 
undci' the'fanie pai^allel of latitude wkh.the 
counties of GIbucefter, Oxford, Buckingham^ 
Hereford,' Bedford, and Effex, in England, 
the52d deg. of north lat. running thro^tbefe 
and the middle of this county. A m^idian 
linerimning from Ardmoi*e Htad toward^ 
Clonmel^ being eight degrees weft longitude 
frorti' London, or 2^6 miles due weft of that 
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tity, allowing 37 Englifti miles to a degree 
in this parallel of latitude. The oppofitQ 
landion the ^ngWh coaft, to the harbaur of 
Waterford, is St. David's Head in Wales, 
bearing about eaft by fouth from it 60 mileg 
Englilh. The fea coaft of this county ex- 
tends about I z leagues, /. e, from Hooke 
Tower, being the eaftern extremity, to 
Ardmore Head, which is the weftern. But; 
as this bay is not deep, no danger can accrue 
to (hippiflg b^ng embayed here ; for a flight 
breeze will bring them out and enable them 
to clear the headlands, nor do the cur- 
rents fet fo ftrong ias in the Offing.^ On the 
fea coaft they run from half ebb tothe next 
half flood, about fix hours to the weft ward ; 
but in the Offing,v clear of the Headlands, 
thepurrent rws t^ire^ of^ four howrs Jater tlhaa 
near the coaft, and with great rapidity. 
This coaft is remark^ly good for. fifhing. 
This county contains 259,010 Irilh planta- 
tion acres, which make 413,016 Englifti 
acres, ^vbput 1,2,009 houfe?, and 3 borough 
towns exclufive of the city of Waterford. 
The ecclefiaftical divifiori of it is into two 
biftioprics, viz. Waterford and Lifmorc. 
Confiderable part of this county is but very 
little improved. About the north weft and 
in the center of the county, it is rocky and 
mountauy)|us, yet. it is very convenient for 
the breea.of ^PV^^S cattle, produces; a con- 
. fiderable quantity of butter, and alfo barley.

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oats and rye. That part neareft the fea-coflift 
is extremely pleafant and fertile. 

The members it fends to parliament are 
two knights for the (hire and two burgeffes 
for the following chief towns, viz. 
Waterford, Dungarvan, 

Lifmore, Tallagh. 

There are corifiderable thread and tape 
manufadtories carried on in this county, and 
atVilliers town Lord Grandifen h^th efta- 
bliihed a linen manufadlory, where in one 
year 1547 pieces have been manufanftnredi 
and in another f6zi ; btfides many coarfii 
:manufa&ories of vitry, top fails, corn bags 
and other articles begun in and about Wa* 
terford. " • 

Waterford. The city df Waterford may 
juftly be reckoned one of the principal track- 
ing towns, particularly with England. Ships 
of very confiderable burthen can come up 
its noble and exterifive quay, befides it is en^ 
tirely defended by Duncannon fort on the 
eaft fide. The haven extends near eight 
miles and is very commodious. On the 
eaft fide of the town are a block Tioufe> a 
ftore.houfe, and on the Weft a citadel. The 
public buildings arc in general elegant. Thi 
city and libercies make a diftinft county, in 
which are about 2500 houfes, many of 
which are handfome, efpecially in the town ; 
but this cannot be faid of thofeih th^ envi- 
rons, which are on the contrary biit indiffe- 
rent.

" ^ * c . Watcrford 
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Waterford is remarkable; alfa for baviing. 
tfie largeft expprt for pork, anc^ of the beu 
butter produced in Ireland. The garrifon 
confifts of one regiment of foot. ft. gives 
the title of Earl to the noble family of Tal- 
bot, and that of Vifcount to the noble family 
of Lumley. Ic is fuuated 75 miles fouth 
of Dublin, 25 miles fouth of Kilkenny, and 
8 niiles north of tlie fea, on the fouth fide 
of the river Suir. It was originally built in 
the form of a triangle, with a ftrong tower . 
at each of the three aagles. , With regard to 
the fortifications of this city^ it^ never was 
a place of great ftrcngth. The catjiedral, 
of Chrifl Church in Waurford is a very anr , 
tient building, with a handfome choir, in 
which is an elegant marble monument of his 
Grace the Duke of Leinfter's family, befides 
many others of great antiquity, St. Olave's 
is a handfome, neat and large church, which 
has been lately rebuilt. St.Patrick*s and Sf. 
John's are large and in good order, though 
antient. Here are alfo a French Church, and 
Meeting-houles for the Baptifts, Prefby terians 
and Quakers, and four Mafe Houfes. . 
Near the cathedral is an alms-houfe for 
clergymen's widows, and near the P\/Ia;llis, 
the birhop*s palace, which is an elegant 
building in the modern tafte. The court 
houfe or guild-hall, for the aiTemblies of > 
merchants, is a handfome ftrufture, the but- , 
fide of which is fupported by a range of c6- r 
lurons^of the Tufcan order. The exchange 
E 3 ' * and^ 
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arid Guftom-hoiif^ are fituated on the 
qtiay, whtih is Very Broad, and has a 
noble and elegant appearance ; the exchange 
is a Irght* neat building in the Tnfcan order, 
and adorned with the arms of the King and 
of the city, and has like wife a bandfomc 
clock and a beautiful o<5tagpn cupola. This^ 
exchange is large, the walks fpacioos and 
well lighted, above ftairs are the counciP 
chaniber and ether apaptments. The cuP- 
tom-houfe is built of brick, with (lone archi- 
trave, frize and cornices, and is extremely 
welt adapted for the different offices necefla^ 
ry for fuch a ufefuf edifice. Thefifti-houft, 
which rs slfo on the quay, is a handfomei'^ 
neat building, where the fith are expofed.to 
fale qn ftone tables. The city gaol, nearSt^ 
Patrick's gate, is a ftrong and neat ftrudlui^ 
of hewn ftone; St. John's gate, which is^ 
ufed as the county gaol, is alfo a very flirong' 
but amient building. The free-fchool is 
a plain ftone edifice, weH adapted for that 
purpofe. There are alfo no inconfiderablc 
number of private buildings, many of 
which are handfome and fpacious. The 
Mall is one of the pleafanteft walks that 
can be imagined, and is much frequented. 
The quay is defervedly efteemed one of the 
handfomeft in Europe ; the front is hewn 
ftone, is well paved, and in many places 
IS 40 feet broad, and above half a mile in 
length. To it are five moles or piers, which 
ftretch forward into the fca. At the pier 

heads 
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Beads (hipsof ^ooton may load and unload, 
and lie a-float. In the road before the quay^ 
it is between 4 and 5 fathom deep at 
low water, where 60 fail of (hips may ride 
with the greateft fafety, in clean ground and 
clear of each other. The tide rifes^and falls 
here three fathoms, the current fetting eafl: 
and weft. There are many particular pri- 
vileges granted to the corf)oration of Water* 
ford, viz. in this city no perfon not being. 
free fliall retail except at fair or marker, un^- 
der the penalty of forfeiting the goods or the 
value thereof. 

Waterford Haven. Is fituated on the con- 
fines of Leinftrer and Munfter, runs near fc 
miles into the land, almoft in a ftraight line 
Horth weft, and of an equal breadth, and 
the haven being deep and clear and having: 
but few rocks, which are on the fides of the 
channel, render it very commodious and fafe 
for (hipping. Without the harbour it is be- 
tween II and 12 fathom deep, and in the 
mouth from 6 to 7 fathoms ; within the eaC- 
terly comer is a good road, in 4 or 5 fathoms, 
and on the wefterly fide, five miles from the 
mouth is another good road which is very 
commodious, particularly for (hips going 
to Waterford. This haven is divided into 
two arms, which will admit fhips of large 
burthen ; efpecially the left which runs weft- 
ward to Waterford. The right arm is the 
mouth of the river Barrow, and runs in a 
diredline to Rofs^ At the weft end of 
E 4 Waterford 
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Waterford is a convenient place for graving 
and calking veffels, called from thence the" 
graving bank. Near which is a commodious 
dry dock, properly fitted with fk)od-gates, 
and is very convenient for the repairing and 
fitting out veffelsy being i6a feet long, 48 
broad and 1 5 deep. The flood gate is 28 
feet in the clear, and is kept in good order; 
For the' conveniency of veflels taking in 
water conduits are placed on the quay. No 
fhip is allowed to load or unload in any other 
part of the harbour but at the quay of Wa- 
terford, unlefs by licence from the mayor. 
This harbour lies about Sleagues to the weft of 
the S. E. point of Ireland, its eaftern (hore is 
the county of Wexford, and at the eaftern 
point of the haven is HookeTower, about lOo 
feet high, which is now ufed asa light-houfe. 
On this point an eaft by north and a weft by 
fouth moon, makes high water on the fult 
and change days,, and the tide, in general, 
flovys about thirteen feet. Hcjokc Tower is in 
latitude 52^. z'. north, and longitude weft 
from London 7^15'. The point on whicfv 
this t^wer ftands is low, but it is an excel- 
lent^nark todiftinguifh this harbour by, and 
may be feen at a great diftance in clear wea- 
ther. The falling of the ftreams of the 
Tower and the eaft and weft coaft adjacent 
in Offing, is governed by an E. S. E. and a 
W. N. W. moon, on the full and c^iange days^ 
and the current fets E. N. E. and .W. N. W. 
alternately ; the rule is, when 4t:the city of 

^\ Waterford, 
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Waterford, where on faid days an eaft and 
weft moon makes high water, ''tis half ebb 
and fo to half flood, whrch is fuppofed fix 
hours, the current fets to the weftward, and 
from half flood to half ebbv the current fcts 
other fix hours ta the eaft ward, which ought 
to be well confidered by mariners frequent- 
ing thefe feas and harbours. In failing up 
the harbour of Waterford the courfe is frorA 
Credan-head to Duncannon-fort, which is by 
the common compafs N. N. E. but the true 
courfe is north eafteily i^, 1 3'. The Spit and 
Ballyftraw ftrand is a dangerous and hard 
fhoal, lying about two miles N. N. E. which is 
carefully to be avoided, as likewife Drum* 
roe-bank, which lies on the oppofite fide of 
the harbour to Duncannon-fott, where there 
are lights kept every night, as marks ro 
fteer by from Credan-head. Right under 
the point of the fort are 30 feet water, and 
in the middle of the channel oppofite to the 
fort 54 feet This part of the channel is 
narrow, not being more tHart a quarter of a 
mile acrofe to Drunoroe Bank. The marks 
for frndtng the narroweft part of the chan* 
nel is to bring the late Mr. Hogan's houfe 
and Newtown's trees to bear in one. In 
throwing of thi leiad going, the mariner 
will generalty have from 48 to 60 and 72 
feet water, that pirt termed the Eaft 
Channel ; that part termed the Weft Chnn- 
ncl is extremely indifcreet for mariners, even 
at flowing water, to attemptfailing i«.itj and 
E 5 over 
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over Drumroe Bank, cfpecially with veflels of 
large burthen. In order to avoid it there is 
a perch fet up on the north point of this 
bank, and after paffing it (hips arrive at Paf- 
fage, where there is, as well as in mod parts 
of Waterford harbour, very good anchorage,- 
It is to be obferved that in pafliiig from Cre- 
4an-head toDuncannon-fort, there is a bar, 
which is a ridge of loofe (hingles. It is ca- 
pable of receiving (hips of large burthen, 
all the way being deep and clear. The river 
Suir which joins this haven from the town 
of .Waterford, is quayed up, aiid isefteemed 
equal to any in Ireland. In this haven are 
caught the fineft lobfters, and are native. 
(It hath been lately difcovered that if the claws 
of lobfters be deftroyed, they will be repro- 
duced, even as the parts of the Polypes^ 
and Starfilh. See Philof. Tranf. No. 490.) 
Cappoquin. Is fituated on the Black-wa- 
terriver, two miles frqm Lifmore. This ri- 
ver being twelve feet deep at low water, 
.will admit fhips of confiderable burthen to 
fail up to the town. It is noted for a vidtory 
over King James's army, in 1642. This 
k a pretty good market town. A troop of 
horfe is quartered in the barrack here, which 
is plentifully fupplied with forage from the 
adjacent country. The caftle is very antient 
and commands a very extenfive profpedt of 
the river to the weft and fouth, and aHb a 
great part of the plain between this and 

Dungarvan* 
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Dungarvan. In the time of the rebellion 
It was moftly in the hands, of the Englilh; 
This road was formerly the principal one be- 
tween Coik add Dublin^ before turnpikes 
were ercdted. 

Lifmore. Isa Blfliopric united to Water- 
ford, diftant from Dublin 94 miles S. W. 
and 30 S; W. of Watertord. In 1152^ 
King Murtough M'Neil McLaughlin held^ 
a council relative to ecclefiaftical affairs, when 
(according to Chriftian O'Conor then bilhop* 
ef this town) four archbifhoprics were cf- 
tabliihed/ viz. Armagh, Dublin, Calhel and 
Ti^m, there being only two before that- 
time, viz. Armagh dndGaihel. Thecoui>- 
try near this town l&very pleafant and fertile. 
On the banks of the. river Black-water, Lif- 
more, which is a borough, a market and a 
poft town, is fituated. The country near 
Eifmore is ejctremely pleafant for a country^ 
rcfidence, and we may fay with Horiwje,.,

Lifinore : 
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Lifmore was taken by Lord Caftlehaven ia 
164.5. Major Power at that time defen- 
ded it with 1 00 of the Earl of Cork's tenants, 
who, before they furrendered, killed 500 of 
the befiegers, till all their powder being 
fpent, they capitulated upon honourable 
terms. See Cox's Hift. vol. ii. page 158. 

The conftitution of the chapter of Li^ 
more was antiently diifFerent from what it is 
at prelent, as appears from a regiftry of the 
fpiritualities of the See, among the manu- 
scripts of the birtiop of Clogher, number 8 
page 47» in the college library, compiled 
about the year 1467. This'' regiftry nien- 
tions twelve prebends befides the principal 
. dignitaries. It was made a Bilhop's See by 
-St. Carthagh, anno 636. About the year 
1 1 30, Muretus,. King of Munfter, repaired 
the cathedral. The inftitution and endow- 
ment of the vic^r-chorals, was made by 
Griffin ChriftophaTi biftiop of Lifmore, about 
the year 1230. Vide Harris's Hiftory of 
theBifhops, p. 547. 

This town was formerly a place of confi- 
derable note, but is now very inconfiderable 
either with refpedt to trade or other circum- 
ftances. 

. On the weft it is bounded by Mocollop 
and part of the county of Cork, and on the 
fouth by the parifh of Tallagh. Thip .pame of 
' this place feems to be taken from-a Danifli 
fortification, now known by the name of the 
Round Hill, ftanding a little to the eaft of 

the 
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tke to*n. Lis in the Irifli language fignify- 
iiig a fort, and Mor great. Ptolemy takes 
notice of the river and calls it Daurona; and » 
Mecham, Avenmore, of which he fays, 

UrhemLifnidr^ pertranjit flumen Avenmore^ 
Ardmor cernit ubi coHcitus aquor addit. 

By Lifmore town the Avenmore doth flow. 
And Ardmore fees it to the ocean go. 

- Concerning the anttent fame of this town 
the writer of the life of St. Carthagh has 
thefe words:. " Lifmore is a famous and 
** holy city, half of which rs an Afylum^ 
** into which no woman dares enter ; but it 
'* is full of cells and holy monafteries, and 
f' religious men in great numbers abide 
" there ; and thither holy men flock from 
** all parts of Ireland and England. The 
** city is built upon thef banks of a river, 
** formerly called Nem, but now Avon- 
" more.'' 

From the prefent appearance of the town 
of Lifmore, a traveller would hardly take 
it to have been an univerfity, bifhop's 
fee or mudi kfs a city. It at prefent con- 
lifts of the cathedral, the caftle, a free-^ 
fchool, an alms-houfe, and a few tolerable 
good houfes, which are all that remain of 
its antieiit luftre. The cathedral feems by 
its ftrudlure to be of no great anriquity ; 
the choir is neat, and the throne and pulpit 

are 
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are both well carved. St. Carthagh found- 
ed an abbey of canon regulars here. The 
caftle was built by King John^'n 11^5^ and- 
in iiSp^demolifhed by the Irifli, who took 
it by furprize. Being rebuilt it^as for many 
years the refidenc^ of the bifhops. At the 
breaking out of the Irilh rebellion it was be- 
fieged by 5000 Irifh^ commanded by Sir 
Richard Bellin^^ and was bravely defended 
by Lord Broghilli fon of the Earl of Cork^. 
who, by his condudl and bravery, obliged 
the Fri(h to raife the fiege. (See Lord Orre- 
ry *s State Letters, vol. i. page 5.) 

Lifmore Caftle is fituated on the verge of 
a hill, upwards, of 60 feet perpendicular ovef 
the river Blackwater, which bold fituation,, 
greatly affifted Lord Broghill When it was- 
befieged. His Letter to the Earl of Cork- 
on that occafion, is as follows : 

^* I have fent out my quarter-mafter to 
'* know the pofture of the enemy ; the/ 
'** were as I am informed by thofe who wiere^ 
** in the adion, 5000^ ftrong, and well 
** armed ;. and that they intend to take 
** Lifmore. When I have received certain- 
^ intelligence, if I am a third part of their 
" nuniber, I will meet them to-morrow 
** morning, and give them one blow before 
** they beliege us ^ if their numbers be fuoh, 
*' that it will be more folly than valour, I 

'' will 
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** will make good this place which I am in. 
*' I tried one of the ordnances made at the 
*' forge and it held with two pound charge ; 
*' fo that I will plant it upon the terras over 
•* the river. My Lord, fear nothing for LiP* 
*' more ; for if it be loft, it (hall be with 
*' the life of him that begs your Lord- 
** fhip's blefling and ftiles himfelf youi* 
** I^rddiip's moft humble, moft obhged and 
" moft dutiful fon and fervant, 

" Broghill." 

This caftle commands many extenfive and 
delightful profpcdts. To the weft is a full 
profpeft of the falmoh fifhery, where the 
wires are of a confiderable length, traverfing 
the river, the fides of which are beautifully 
variegated witl> woods, lawns and corn fields; 
from the eaft there is a profped of the river 
gliding down a vale near two miles to Cap^ 
poquin. The entrance into the caftle is by 
an ancient avenue of trees, over the gate are 
the arms of^ the firft great Earl of Cork witlv 
this inotto *' God's Providence is our Inhe* 
ritance.'* He left 120I. per annum for the 
maintenance of a free-fchool and an alms- 
houfe here, as appears by his will in the Pre* 
rogative-office, Dublin. I conclude the acn 
count of Lifmore^ in which I have been rather 
more prolix than the brevity of my treatife 
admits of, in the following lines of a late 
celebrated Irifti Hiftorian,

Ballygatlane. A {mall villkge, fituated 
about a mile from Lifmore, on the river 
Black water, on the fide of which is alfo 
, Bally- Inn, which, though on a rifing ground,, 
is remarkably (atidy, yet it produceth all 
forts of vegetables in perfedion. 

About a mile fouth of this place is Shian- 
Caftle. 

Kilbree, Situated between Lifmore and 
Cappoquin, is remarkable for a caftle built 
here in the reign: of King John ; near which 
IS a Targe deer park or upwards of 1 1 92 
acres well inclofed, in the middle of which 
runs a vein of iron ore. 

Toreen is feated on the weft of the river 
Blackwa]ter, where there is a handfome man- 
fion houfe, with a confiderable number of 
fine elm trees., " 

Mocollop, iituated near the above is very 
mountainous. 

Araglin. Famous for its iron works, 
both for caft and bar iron, and for an an*- 
tient caftle, as. alfo for a romantic. gKn or 
grove of trees. 

Tallagh. 
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Tallagh. This town was cbnftltuted a 
borough town, in the loth year of James I. 
at the requeft of the Earl of Cork, who no- 
minated the foverelgn and recorder. It is 
bounded on. the weft by the barony of Kill- 
nataloon, in the county of Cork ; on the 
eaft by the parilh of Killwatermoy ; on the 
north by Lifmore and on the fouth by Cork. 
It is not a place of any defence, but in the 
rebellioQ of 1641 a temporary entrenchment 
was caft up round it, and a garrtfon was 
maintained in it ai the expence of the above 
mentioned nobleman. Here are a market 
houfe, a church, and a county goal. Near 
this place rans the river Bride, a beautiful 
Terpentine river, which by means of boats 
the inhabitants of this town are fupplied with 
provifions from Youghall ; near this are the 
ruins^f two caftles. 

Killcockan. Is bounded on the north and 
weft by Killwatermoy, on the fouth by 
Templemichell, and on the eaft by tlie river 
Blackwater, which at this place is of conll- 
derable breadth ; the fides of which are lof- 
ty hills, fliaded with trees, which renders it 
a very beautiful landfcape, and a little lower 
the river forms a large bafon, called the 
Broad of Claftimore. 

Paflage. Is a fmall town about a mile 
from Waterford, fituated under a hill which 
is exceeding fteep, on the top of it the 
church is ereded. As the hill lies north and 
fouth they have but little of the fun after 

mid-day. 
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mid-day. Here are a good market houfe^ and* 
feveral hand feme houf^s. There is a conve- 
nient mole for the fecarity of loading and diC- 
chargingveflels: 5oofliipsTnay,withgreat fafe* 
ty, conveniently ride in the road. The river 
of Rofs, which conflfts of the Barrow and 
Nore, falls into the Suir two miles- above the 
town. Thefe rivers have been fbnaetimes cal4 
led the Three Sifl:ier& In failing up the river a • 
fhoal is to be avoided, called Seed's Bank^^ 
which lies off by a cafVle about mid-way op^ 
pofite to- the fti^re, between Paflage and- 
Gheek Point; but this is eafily avoided by 
the mariners taking the lead in going. The 
junftioH of th<-fe ri vers- near Watertord is of 
infinite advantage to that city, for by their 
fer extended and navigable branches they, 
contribute greatly to the benefit of trade^ 
particularly in this county. » 

Carrickbeg. Is remarkable for an abbey 
of Francifcan Friars^, founded by the Earl of 
Ormond in 1-336; The fteeple is a very 
eurious buildings about 60 feet high, and- 
rifes from a fmgle ftone like an inverted py* 
ramid, whofe point begins feveral feet from 
the ground. 

Curraghmore. Eight miles from Waterford, 
is the feat of the Earl of Tyrone,, confiding 
of an elegant manfion, which is magnificent- 
fy finifhed andadorned with a great number 
of capital paintings; The gardens are of 
confiderable extent, laid out^ with peculiar 
talle 'j and near this feat is the church of 

Clonegam>, 
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Qonegam, built by his Lordfhip, which is 
Tery luperbly decorated 5 the fkx>r is paved 
with marble and the altar-piece, piilpit and 
feats arc of mahogany. Among the many 
friends of Ireland, his Lordfhip is moft Con- 
fpicuous, being a ponfiderable cncourager of 
its manufactures. He is a conftant reftdent 
in Ireland, and a zealous affertoi: of its rights 
and liberties. 

Ballynatray. Is feated on a broad part of 
the river Blackwater m thfs county. On the 
well fide is the ifland of Molana, in which 
are the remains of an abbey of regular Ca- 
founded in the fixth century. Ray- 
mon^le^ Grois, who came over with King 
Henry IL in 11 72, and who, with EaH 
Strongbow, contributed fo much to the re- 
dudtion of Ireland, was buried here. To 
the eaft of Molana there runs a ridge of 
rocks for a confiderablc way ipto the river, 
which, .being covered at high water, may, 
without great care, prove dangerous to fuch 
boats as refort hither. Near Molana 30^000 
acres of land were granted to Shr Walter 
Rawleigh in the year 1586. The lands in 
tbis neighbourhood are in general well culti* 
vated, and abound with great quamnies of 
fimeftone. 

Dungarvan. This borough town is feated 
on Dungarvan Bay, yet it has little trac^c 
except in fifhing. It has an antient caflle 
which was vefted in the crown by adt of 

parliament 
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parliament of rhc 4th of Henry VHI. Ther 
noble family of Boyle Earl of Cork derives^ 
the title of Vifcount from this town. It ish 
2Z miies fouth weft of Waterford and 74 
from Diiblm. The lands near this town are 
well cultivated, efpecially thofe that lie con- 
tiguous to the harbour, the fides of the hilla 
l?eing tilled to the topF on the m>rth fide, but 
the fouth is moftly bog, except a few tradts* 
fiear the fea. The fertility of thefe hills are 
in a, great meafure owing to the er- 
qellent manure of fea (hetls, &c. taken up^ 
in the harbour ; the lands manured in thia^ 
manner produce wheat, oats, barley and^ 
potatoes in confiderable quantities. For an- 
account 0/ the virtue of fea-fhells ufed as- 
manure, 1 refer the curious reader to Row- 
land's Mona Antiqua, or Syftem of Agri* 
culture, printed in 1769. This town was an- 
tiently called Achad-Garbain, fromSt. Gar- 
t«iin, who founded an abbey of Canons 
6ere in the 7th century. Dungarvan- is 
bounded on the nortli by Killgobinet, on . 
the fouth by Ardmo^, on the weft by 
Whitchurch, and on the eaft by the ocean. 
This town is enclofed with a ftonc wall, and 
Was formerly defended with towers^ and baf- 
tions at each angle, and the g^tes with. 
guard-houies» many of which ftill remain. 
The town was incorporated by aft of parlia- 
ment in 1463^ which recites that *' as the 
!' feigniory c5" Dungarvan was the moft gr^^at 

" and 
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and antient honour belonging to the King 
in Ireland, which through war, &:c. was 
for tlieraoft ^rt deftroyed; it is provided 
that the portrieve and commons of the faid 
town» their heirs, &c. may enjo;y all 
•' manner of free gifts, cuftoms, &c. as the 
** inhabitants of the honourable manor of 
** Clare in England (Stoke-Clare from 
*' whence the Dukes of Clarence derived 
** their titles) and as the mayor and coni- 
^' monsof BriftoJ." (Thecity of Dublin was 
granted by Henry II. in the fame manner 
to thofe who attended him to Ireland, who 
were to enjoy the fame previleges as the 
citizens of BriftoL) ** have -done; the pro* 
** fits to go to the reparation of the walk, 
** &c. under the fufvey of the Earl of Def- 
^* mond." In Dungarvanisa feflionshoufe 
and a market houfe, and the town is plea- 
santly fituated, the fea flowing up to the 
town walls, and on the north fide is a com- 
modious Quay. There are a number of 
^ood houfcs, and is much frequented in th^ 
feafon for bathing. In the vicinity of this 
town are great quantities of ftifF yellow clay 
of great ufe to potters. 

Dungarvan Harbour. As to this harbour 
a great niwnber of veffels refort, I (hall 
mention fuch direAions as may be of utility 
to marirters; In failing up into this harbour, 
the eaftern fbore is to kept btr< n board titt 
you open Ballyyoil Head between two 
houfes^ which you will do by failing about a 

mile 
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mile op north weft by the common compafe^ 
then a due weft courfe . w31 bring you clear 
of the Spht : the proper marks w be obferved 
arc, to keep the church and a high gable end 
wall, on the weft of the church open to your 
view. Another mark for veircls to know 
when they ate off the point of the Spit, is to 
bring a fmall houfe with a chimney and a 
Jarge glin m the mountain l^ehind, about a 
mile to the north up the country, rnto one 
point of vieV ; thefe marks well obferved will 
bring a veffel fafe into the harbour. The 
eaft entrance of this harbour is formed by 
Ballynacourty Point, as does a promontory 
-called Helvoeck Head, (which is very high 
and has a fmall iiland at its extremity) the 
weft fide. In the middle of this open, lies 
a large rock called the Black Rock, which is 
never covered at thehigheft fprings ; and off 
the eaft point of the harbour lie a ledge oT 
rocks, the outermoft of which is always 
above water, and therefore not dangerous. 
At loweft tides between thefe rocks there arc 
above thirty feet water, and moft veiTels 
bound into the harbour fail in between 
them. There is good anchorage between 
the Black Rock and Hehroeck Head, as is 
ahb between the rpck and the eaft 
point. The former is called the Broad 
Sound, where in clear fandy ground there is 
between 5 and 6 fathom water. Near the 
Head is a gobd road in foutherly or fouth 
weft winds. Veflels waiting for a tide gene- 
rally 
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Tally bring to^ cither in the broad found or 
between the Black Rock and Ballynacourty 
Point* In many places in .this harbour (hips 
may lie afloat at low water ; for this is pro- 
perly (f)eafcing but a fide hatbour^ though 
in bad weather veflels of great burthen may 
come in fo farat'low water as behind Bally- 
nacourty Point, and tliereby fecure them'* 
(elves from danger^ 

Ardmore. It was ariticntly an epifcopal 
fee, erected by St. Declan about the year 
44«. There are the remains of two churches 
here, as alfo a ftone called after that faint, 
at which it is faid many miracles have been 
wrought. Near this is one of thofe round 
towers, mentioned in ^the courfe of this 
work.; it is loo feet high, built of hewn 
ftone, and fuppofed to have been a belfrey, 
or fteeple. This village was antiently a 
Danifli fettlement, of which evident marks 
are ftill to be feen, as circular entrenchments, 
&c. as in the county df Louth. The land 
near Ardnnore, efpecially adjoining the fea, is 
tolerably good, affording plenty of com and 
parture. On the mountains are large tra<ft^ 
for pafture, which are gtoerally well flocked 
with black cattle. 

Ardmore Bay. Is formed by the jutting 
out of Ardmore Head, which is a bold, high 
promontory %eU knoWn to mariners. A tit- 
tle to the TeaflW it flandS the tiigh round 
tower of Ardmore/' whici* fe an excellent 

land 
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land mark. This is a good road for weA 
terly winds in feven or eight fathom water. 
There is an inward point oF land to th^ weft 
of A*'dmore Head, caiied Ardigna Head, 
which forms the eaft part of a fmdl bay, 
calkd Whirling Bay, 16 which fiAiiug boats 
only refort. The weft point of this bay is 
called Cabbin Point, and half a league more 
to the weft is Black Ball, a low head land, 
which forms the e^ft entrance of the harbour 
of YoughaHw 

AfFane. Situated on the weft fide of the 
Black Water river, is famous for producing 
the beft cherries in Ireland, they:. were fi»'ft 
planted here by Sir Walter Rawleigh, who 
brought them from the Canary Iflands. 

County of Tipper ary. 
This county is divided into fou^-teen Iharo- 
nies, in which are feveral market towns and 
boroughs, and contain^ 600,000 Irifh plan- 
tation acres, >bout 16,000 houfes, and 147 
pariftes. ihe nortli part of it is moun- 
tainous, . and terminates iq a row of i^ 
mountain^ which are reckoned the higheft in 
this kingdom ^ but in the fouth part the (bit 
is exceeding fertile, producing great' plenty 
of corn, and paftu^re ' for the numerous 
her^ of catde and flocks, of ftijeep which are 
reaired here. The river Suir runs through 
thq,wh(;>ie Ipngth of tb^p county, froip porrfi 
to feut^. It is bounded by the county of 

Limerick 
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Umcricfc and the river Shannon on the weft» 
*on the caft by the county of K'lkenny> 
on the fouth by the counties of Cork and 
Waterford, and on the north and north eaft 
hy the King's County and the territory of 
the antient O'Carrols. It fends 8 members 
to parliament, viz. two for the county and 
two for 

Calhel, Fethard, 

Clonmel, ThuHes. 

At a place in this county called the Devir$ 
Bit, in 1692, was dug up a golden cap or 
crown, which weighed 8 ounces, the border 
and the head raifed in chafe work ; though 
the antient Irifli authors make no mention of 
the ceremony of crowning their Kings, ex- 
cept one of the family of O'Donnel. The 
King (O' Donne) ) being feated on the fummit 
of a hill, furrounded by the principal nobi- 
lity and gentry, when one of the chiet of 
them advancing towards him, prefented him 
with a ftraight white wand, faying. Receive, 
O King, the command of thine own 
country, and diftribute juftice impartially 
among thy fubjed?. This ceremony being 
performed in the open air, refembles the 
manner ufed by the antient SaxcMi Kings of 
England ; but as to the form of the crown^ 
it is BO;t certainly known, but in all probabi- 
lity each king wore one according to his 
fancy. 

Calhel, City of. Is fituated 8.0 miles 
fouth weft of Dublin, and 15 north weft of 

Vol. IL F ClonmeK 
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Clonmel. The antiquity of this city is very 
-great, and well deferving the attention c*" 
thofe who may be travelling in this county. 
Jt appears by uncoiitrovertible authority 
that in the reign of Turlough II. King of 
Ireland, anno 1134, the church of Cormac 
in this city was confecrated with great folem- 
nity, the principal clergy and nobility being 
prefent. It is built of Irifti oak in the Go- 
thic order. The prefent archbifliop of 
Calhel and primate of Munfter, is Dr. Agar. 
This city is governed by a mayor, recorder 
and bailtfFs, and fends two members to par- 
liament. The antient cathedral ftands wirii- 
out the city upon an eminence, from whence 
there is a moft delightful and extenfivc prof- 
pe£t. In afcending to it is (hewn a great 
ftone, at which formerly every new King of 
Munfter ufed to be proclaimed. The city is 
now in a very declining ilate. It was made 
the fee of an archbifliop by Pope Eugenius 
III. It gives the litleof vifeount to the noble 
family of Bulkley. 

Clonmel. In the vicinity of this town are 
found large quantities of tobacco pipe clay, 
which is of a peculiar fine nature, and con- 
fiderable numbers of barrels of it are fre- 
quently exported into StafK^rdflsire, and 
fome fent to Dublin, for the purpofe of 
making and xnanufaAuring the fine 
yellow ware known by the name of Paris 
ware ; I have feen difhes, jugs, cups and 
faucers made of it. It is turned in a lath 

•very 
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very eafily, and before it is burnt, is of a 
fine light brown colour. It is faid there is 
to be met with it fome fuller's earth. 
This town has a market^ is borough and a 
port town. It is governed by a mayor, re- 
corder, &c. and two troops of horfe are here 
quartered. Long. 9. 37. Ian 52. 51. It 
ftands on the borders or the county of Wa- 
terford, and on the banks of the Suir. The 
town is very populous, the houfes neat, and 
hath a (Irong ^ol and a handfome court 
houfe, being the county town. It was be- 
fieged by Cromwell, when the archbifhop, 
in attempting to raife the fieger was taken 
by Cromwell and hanged. 

Near this town was the antipnt^ territory of 
the Defii, fo often mentioned by the Hiftor 
rians of antiquity. See Smith's Hiftory of 
Waterford. 

Tipj>erary. Though it was formerly a 
cffnfiderable market, and the iHlii^jLown 
which gave name to the county, yet it is at 
prefent of little note. The principal manu- 
fafturc is handle cloth, and doulafs and 
fteetings, and the weavers are fo very felici- 
tous in improving thofe branches in this 
county, that they equal any imported from 
Ruffia or Germany. 

Carrick, commonly called Carrick-on- 
Suit. The Dukes of Ormond hcid a fine 
foit and a Park here. It contains a barrack 
for a troop of horfe. It gave the title of 
Earl to the Dukes of Ormond, who werede- 
F 2 fcended 
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fccncl^d from a filler of Thomas a Becket* 
ar(5H>i(hop of Canterbury. At the acceffion 
of George I. the laft Duke was attainted of 
high treafon and died abroad. This family 
had great prerogatives and privileges granted 
them in this county by King Edward III. 
In this town very fine ratteens are made. If 
the wool could be prevented from being 
fmu^led into France it would be of great 
advantage. Wool was exported by the 
Englifh to Flanders and imported back ma- 
nufadlured, before the reign of Edward III. 
but that prince perceiving what a vaft lofs 
fuch a trade was to England, invited over a 
number of Flemings, and encouraged them 
by many privileges to fettle there, which 
was produftive of many confiderable advan- 
tages to that kingdom and determined the 
ballance of trade in favour of the Eng- 
li(h, in their woollen and filken manufadtue, 
which to this day is fuperior to that of 
France. By the fame means the Englilh 
paper rivals both the Dutch and French in 
colour, and in the manufacture of hats they 
alfo greatly excel them, for at Wandfworth, 
near Londoa, great numbers of them are 
made, which for finenefs and colour are fo 
much efteemed that many are fent to Rome 
fbr the Cardinals. 

Clogheen. Though it is but a fmall town^yet 
owing to theinduftry and fpirit of the inhabi- 
tants, who have eftablilhed the manufacture 
of ihcetings in imiution of the Ru0ia and 

doulafi 
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dbulaft that require bleaching,^ there is no 
doubt but it will increafe in its trade. The 
yarn nfed in doulafs may be turned into 
cSrabs, twilled like fattin, 28^ inches wide, 
rmitating the Ruffia, with much greater 
advantage to the country. 

Thurles. Is feated on the river Suir^ and 
is a fmalt place. 

Nenagh.^ Is alfo an mconfiderable place: 

In this cotinty was a diftritft called the 
Holy Crofs, on account of apieceof Chrift's 
Crofe that was faid to be preferved there. 
Here was formerly an abbey, which for the 
forgoing reafon, was mtich frequented and 
hcld'm great veneration by the Roman Ca- 
tholics. 

Fethard. Is a parliamentary borough. 

Burrafekean. A. fmall village. 

Emly, or Awn. Was a Bi(hop*s See 
united to Cafticl, fince 1568. It ftands on: 
the river Glafon, and was formerly very po- 
pulous and gave the title of Vifcount to the 
family of Fairfax^ 

Rofcrea, Silvermines, CuHen, and Cahir 
are of little note. 

Boo s. 
There is a bog of very confiderable extent 
in this county called Monely Bog. Very 
great encouragement has been given /or the 
culture of manured hemp, for which this 
part of the county of Tipperary is peculiarly 
F 3 fuited, 
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fuited, as is done in great quantities rn the 
fenny parts of Lincolnftiire to very great ad- 
yantage^ which were it more encouraged 
here, the navy of Great Britain might be 
fupplied with it. One principal reaibn why 
fo many bogs are fuflfered to lie wafte in this 
as well as in many other parts of Ireland, is, 
that almoft every farmer that takes a houfe 
in the country villages is to be accommodated 
with bog for turf cutting. This niuft lie 
wafte till each tenant can cut his own turf; 
but where there is a number of tenants they 
generally fix on a day for that purpofe, that 
each may yearly have his 0iare* 

CURIOSITIES, &c. 

In the County of Cork, is n^et a fifli cal- 
led the Angel Fifli, from its two anterior 
fins refembling wings ; it is about 44 mches 
long,, and 40 broad at the broadeft part. In 
this county it is cut in pieces and fold in the 
markets. Willughby in his Hiftoria Pifcium^ 
fays, its flelh is hard and unfavoury. The 
fHin is very rough and ferves for polilhing 
ivpry^ &c. 

Afcong other curiofities which abound in 
Ireland, are the caverns in this province, 
about fix miles weft from Cork, on the eaft 
fide of the river Bride. Thofe fubterrane* 
:pus caverns are compofed of great pillars 
fupporting large arches of limeftdne rocks. 
They extend near four miles, but the diffi- 
culty 
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cirity of accefs to the moft interior parts of 
them deters many from viewing them ; yet 
thofe who do are amply compenfated for 
their trouble, by beholding fcenes truly 
grand and noble. About a mile from ' the 
entrance there exhiWts a cave about ten feet 
bi^, the top and fides of which are fo 
fmooth, as if polilhed by the hands of work- 
men, and therefore appears like the work of 
art ; but it is beyond a doubt the work of 
Bature; and this confideration, therefore,- 
kiduces great numbers to refort to thefe curi- 
ous caverns, 

Artifici AL and Natural Productions^ 

At Aghada, near Youghall, in the county 
of Cork, is growing a tree called the Blad- 
der Nut tree, or the Nux Vefficaria or 
Staphilod€nd«)n of Parkinfon, being fo cal- 
led from a nut inclofed in a hu(k or ikin 
refemWirig a bladder. And another, the 
. Arbor Vitae of Gerrard, being fifteen inches 
in diameter, and near thirty feet high. A 
handful of the leaves boiled in ale, is a fpe* 
cific for the gravel. * 

The following being poifonous I have par- 
ticularized them as a caution, viz. Marfli 
Mary gold. Hemlock, Cow-weed, Marfli- 
pennywort, Great Hellebbre, Common 
Henbane, Dwarf Laurel, Cherry Bay, 
Hemlock Dropwort Hibernice, Yellow 
homed Poppy, Red Rattle, Water Hem- 
F 4 lock, 
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lock, Biitter-wort or Yorkfhire Saniclc^ 
Spear-wort, Water Crowfoot, Sundew^ 
Nightfhade, and the Yew Tree, the poifon- 
ous quality of which has been experienced- 
by cattle eating of the branches in^ the gar- 
den of Ballymacodo, near the town of 
Youghall, after which they fuddenly died. 

Rivers and Lakes or Loughs. 

Rivers. The Shannon which is the great- 
eft and moft beautifal river in Ireland) runs^ 
through the county of Limerick dividing it 
from the county of Clare, and dividing 
Clare from Kerry, difengages itfclf into the 
Shannon mouth. Four mile water, in the 
county of Cork, runs into Dunmanna Bay ^ 
Lamfalen and Curloom, in the fame county 
runs into Bantry Bay. The Lee, in the^ 
fame county, runs. through the city into- 
Cork harbour.. Mayallagh, in the fame 
county, runs into Baltimore bay. Black 
Water runs through the fame county and 
into the bay of YoughalL The Suir in the 
county of Tipperary, runs through Wartcr-^ 
ford into the fta. In the county of Kerry 
is Kilmare river. Brick and Cara ;. Cafhii^ 
runs into the Shannon mouth ; Fiefh and 
Mang into Caftlemain bay ^ and the Inny 
and Fertin into Valentia bay. 

Loughs. Lough Lean, the caelebrated 
lough near Killarney, Lough Greane, and 
Lough Kerry, all in the county of Kerry, 
But that which particularly defcrvcs the at- 
tention 
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tuition of the cufious in the wonderful 
works of nature is the celebrated Lake of 
Killarney c6mmonly called Lough Lean, ^ 
near Killarn^. If more attention was paid 
to Inland tiavigation^ it would be produdive 
of infinite advantage to Ireland •, for the many 
navigable Canals from one river to another 
m Holland, and their happy fituation on the 
Rhine, the Maes and the Sclield, are cer- 
tainly the greatefl: advantage to them ; and ' 
it is more than probable that when the Grand 
Canal from the Sliannon mouth to Dublin is 
finiftied, very great benefits will accrue to the 
tftide of Ireland. In the United Provinces of 
tlie Netherlands there is but a fmall extent 
of land, yet as the'inbabitants are (6 remark- 
ably indqftrioUs, it is rather «i advant^e 
than a lofs to them ; and they not only fup- 
ply their own wants, but alfo many articles 
of luxury* It i^ allowed that ia their fprefts, 
their parks and their gar<ien8, they are en- 
abled tofurftiflxthcncoefTariesoflifefamany 
other countries, who, dependent oq their large 
doinaiiis^, never feek farther to fupply them-^ 
felvcs bftt from their neighbours. But the 
Dutch hayic^ no fucb dependence import all 
at the beft handft fipm abroad ; and as they 
keep confiscable quantitiesof ftoresof every 
kind always on-jhand, they arc thereby en- 
abled to fopfrfy the reft of Europe with ne- 
cefifactea, and in many cafes exa<^ what price 
for them they think prqpcr, which renders 
them the richcift rfcpublic in the world ; be- 
F 5 fides 
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fides their being fituated fo near Germany, 
whence they are fupplied with foldiers, fer- 
vants and other people at their pleafure : and 
this has raifed their great and extenfive fiftx- 
cries by which they gain immenfe wealth; 
TheEhitch make ufeof thequickeft engines 
for difpatch, for they have contrived mills 
to do almoft every thing ; to faw and bore 
timber, engines to drain and water their 
lands and quench their fires ; looms to weave 
many pieces of ribbon and tape at once, 

&c. &c. 

». 

Bats, Stc. 
On the fea coaft of the county of Water- 
ford are the following Bays and Head lands, 
befides thofe already mentioned. From 
Great Newtown head, weft of Tramore bay, 
k Don Ifle bay, Kilmurine bay, Donbrattin 
bay, &c. which extend near two miles 
weft, between which it isfpr the moft part 
an iron coaft. Bon Mahon bay is formed by 
the river Mahon difcharging itfelf here* 
Near this bay is Whiting head, which is 
very fteep. To the weft of this head is a 
fiupendous fquare rock having a flat furface 
on the top, and is about loo ^t high, and 
almoft perpendicular. From Whitinghead 
to Ballyvoil head for about a league and 
a half the coaft continues high and rocky ; 
between thefe heads is the Cove of Strad- 
bally. This is a kind of a ftiingly ftiore, 
but the coaft in general is very bold. Near 

this 
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this p&cc the coaft inclines to the fouthw^rcj. 
Clonea Bay is between' Balivoil head and 
Dungarvan bay. It is deep and broad, but 
is Tandy, and has a bar at its entfrance which 
is dry at low water. It derives its name from 
a callle (landing a little within this bay. From 
Helvoet head on the eaft of Dungarvan har- 
bour to Mine head, which is about a league,, 
the coaft of this couftty inclines more to 
the fouth, being all high and rocky ; be-^ 
tween thefe is the fmall bay of Mugworth' 
principally ufed for boats. Mine head takes- 
its name from large quantities of Iron Ore 
in the adjacent mountains, and from henc© 
to Ardmorc bay the coaft runs in more to- 
the weft wardi 

County of Waterford. In approaching: 
the fea coafts of this county thwe are the 
highlands of Dungarvan and thofe of Cap- 
poquin^ called Knock-mele-down^ and the 
Cumeraghs, ftiled in the charts Kilgobonet 
hills, which are feen feveral leagues at fea; 
There is alfo the high mountain of Slineman 
which isobferved by mariners (forwhofein-** 
formation thefe particulars are recited from 
authentic writer!^) on the eaftern coaft of this 
oounty, off the harbour of Waterford, 
which mountain is in the county of Tippe- 
rary. Between Dungarvan and Yougball^^ 
about midday is a vey high land, narned in 
the charts Sleivegrine, but appears to be but 
fowlands when viewed at a diftance. When 
the highlands of CapppquinorKnock-meler

ddWn appear at fea bearing N. N. W. and 
(hips fail right in with it, they will then fall 
' in with the harbour of Dungarvan. When 
it bears north and Ihipsfall in with the coaft, 
they then come into the harbour of Youghall. 
Being N. N. E. they then fall in with Cork, 
but when it is N. W. and fo run in, they 
fall in with Waterford harbour. 
* • Slade Bay. Is about a mile from Hooke 
Tower, N. E. on the eaftern point of Wa- 
terford harbour. It is foul ground. The 
bell anchoring place in it is found by bring- 
ing the pier head and caftle in one, oppofite 
to a ftone wall extended to the fea (hore, 
where there is clear fandy ground and about 
5 &thom water. An eaft by north and weft 
by fouth moon, makes high water on full 
and change days ; and in the pier it then or- 
dinarily flows thirteen feet. 

Credan Head Bay. A league from Wa- 
terford harbour. It is a gocSl road in nor- 
therly winds, and great frelhes of the river, 
stnd in it near the land are from 20 to 30 
feet water. Credan head is pretty high, and 
runs elbowing out from the weft fide of that 
harbour about a mile, forming the bay fo 
called, on its fouth fide. 

Diinmore Bay, or Whitehoule Bay. Is 
aibout two miles to the S. S. E. or without 
Credan Head. It is frequented only by boats i 
there is about 18 feet water. 

Tramore Bay. Lies about four miles weft 
of Waterford harbour, between which there 

is 
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is an out-point called Swine's head, withe 
ridge of rocks running out from it ; from 
this point to the eaft head of Tramore bay,' 
the land forms a kind of bay. The fliore 
is fteep and rocky. The eaft entrance in 
the bay of Tramore is founded by Horf- 
Icp or Brownftown head, and the weft by 
Great Newtown head> which are about two 
miles afunder. When the wind is blowing . .^ 
hard from S. S. E. to S. S. W. there tumbles * 
in a heavy Sea, which joined to a great in- 
draught towards that part of this bay, called 
Rhincfhark harbour, into which the tide fets 
with confiderable force, and renders it im- 
poflTible for embayed (hips to weather the 
heads. On the eaft and weft fides, as well 
as almoft^he whole bay, the ground is foul 
and rocky, and cables are frequently cut. 
In this diftrefs, fuch as cannot get to 
Rhineftiark, ought, if poiTible, to en- 
deavour to run aftiore near the neck or 
narroweft part of the Ifthmus of Tramore; 
or from the middle of the Ifthmus towards 
its neck wefterly; but the nearer the neck 
towards Tramore town the better, where on 
a loofe ftony beach the water flows to a great 
height by which many (hips have been faved. 
Between the middle of the Ifthmus to the 
eaftern point it is all fandy ground ; the tide 
is long approaching the (hore, and there 
flows very little, and many veflels have been 
involved in the midft of great breakers. 
Tramore bay ought carefully therefore to be 

avoided 
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^ avoided. Whcn.Hooke Tower could not be: 
>" iTeen in haay weather, it has been miftakea 
for the harbour of Waterford, to the great 
lofs of many Ihifjs and lives. 

It is ncceflary*to be obferved by mariners 
in order to avoid danger, that at Rhinefliart 
harbour, which lies on the eaft fide of the- 
above bay, ihe eaftern fliore is to be kept 
* ^ very clofeon board, and being near the bar 
" point, fail over the bar rock, where at the 
loweft ebb in fprings there are two feet wa- 
ter i. it is flat and about 50 feet long : thi& 
muft be done to avoid the Spit, which is a 
fliifting fend. At loweft ebb in fprings, this 
channel has from 3 to 9 feet water ; and 
at low water on either fide the (hore it is 
fteep for near three quarters of a mile^ 
where a veffel may fafely anchor.. Sec-

IS bounded on the eaft by St. George's 
Channel, on the weft by the north ocean^ 
on the north by the^ weft^rn ocean, on the 
Ibuth by the province of Leinftcr, and on 
the fouth weft by Connaught. 
It contains nine counties, viz. 
Donegal or Tyr- Tyrone, 

connel. Fermanagh, 

DeriTj commonly Armagh, 
called London- Down, 
Derry, Monaghan, 

Antrim, Cavan. 

It is about ii6 mrles in length, and loo 
in brdadth, and contains 2,031,000 Irifh 
plantation acres, about 115,540 Houfes, 
365 pariiheis, 55 baronies, and 29 boroughs; 
the principal rivers are the Bann, Lough- 
Foyle, Ncwry Water, Swilly and the 
Maine! . Throughout this province are many 
kkes which in general are very deep and 

yield 
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yield plenty of Salmon and other kinds of 
fi(h. Ulfter was formerly the principal feat 
of the rebellions of; Tyrone and Tyrconnel^ 
who in the reign of James I. entered into 
a confpiracy with Lord Mstguire, O'Cahan, - 
Lord Delvin, and alrtioft all the principal 
people in this country, in order to ftirprize the 
caftle of Dublin, cut ofF the Lord Deputy 
and council, diffolve the ftate and fet up a 
government of their own. The difcovery 
of their intentions was by a letter dropt by 
Owen O'Connolly in the council chamber, . 
whereupon fome of the confpirators were 
taken, and the reft difperfed. The whole 
kingdom was alarmed with this plot, and 
the more fo, as one in England was previ* 
oufly difcovered of the gun powder treafon, - 
It appears by an inquifition taken in 1608, 
that Lord Delvin was arretted and commit- 
ted to the* Caftle of Dublip^ pro diterjis 
feeler atijjimiset nequifjimus proditionibus con- 
tra dominum regem^ eoronam et digniiates 
fuas^ per ipfum Richardum Nugent ^^ bar onem 
de Delvifty perpetratisj fays the . inqui- 
fition ; but he was fufFered to efcape. James 
I. and Charles I. refolved to eftablifli in Ul- - 
fter a plantation of Brltifti fub^ds, in con- 
fcquence whereof furveys were, nfi^de, and 
great encouragements offered by theEng- 
Bfli government to fettjers, and the land 
rated at, 6s. 84. for every 60 acreis^ ; this in* 
duced the city of London and fomeof theit 
principal trading companies to fend over fur- 

veyors. 
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reyors and agreed to take the fame ; and at 
this timcLondonderry belonged to theEnglifh 
adventurers, who were incorporated by the 
name of ** The Society of the Governors 
and Affiftants of London of the New Plan- 
tation of Ulfter, in the Realm of Ireland.*' 
Free-fchools have been endowed by King 
James I. in the counties of Armagh, Ty- 
rone, Derry,' Cavan and Fermanagh, and 
lands of confiderable value were appro- 
priated for their fupport ; the great advan- 
tages of thefe feminaries for the educatbn of 
poor children are too obvious to need enu- 
merating. The fouthern parts of Ulfter, 
are fertile, rich meadow, well cultivated and 
enclofed, but the greater part of the nor- 
thern is open and mountainous. So much 
has this province been improved that the 
towns now are in general the neateft and beft 
built of any in Ireland, as well as the many 
farm houfes in the country. The inhabi- 
tants being moftly dcffcended from the Eng- 
R(h, they, in their manners and cuftoms, as 
well as dialed, more refemble them, than 
in any of the other three provinces. 

The Scots that fettled in Britain under 
Fergus are fuppofed by fome to have been 
tranfplanted from this part of Ireland. 
This province had formerly petty kings of 
its own, and was firft fubjeded to the Eng^ 
lifti in the reign of Henry IL by John de 
Courcy, the firft who bore the title of Earl of 

Ulfter, 
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Ulfter, but was not entirely under the gd^ 
vernment of England till the Reign of James 
L Ulfter inclines within itfelf by far the 
greateft part of the finen manufadory, the 
beft branch of trade in the kingdom ; they 
have confequently the greateft intercourle 
with England. This manufadlure is under 
the direction of truftces. 

County of Donegau 
The County of Donegal, fometimes called^ 
Tyrconnel, is bounded by the fea on the 
north and weft, by the bay of Donegal and* 
the county of Fermanagh on the fouth, the 
counties of Londonderry, Tyrone and part 
of Fermanagh on tlie eaft ; from fouth eaft 
to north weft its greateft length is 64 miles- 
and its breadth ^5. It contains 5 baronies, 
and about 630,000 acres. The air is very 
good and the foil fertile* the boggy grounds 
having lately been drained and improved by 
(hells brought from the fca ftiore and fpread 
upon them as manure*. This county fends 
iz members to parliament, and gives the

The priiicipa! towns in this county are, 

Donegal, Killybegs, 

' Ballylhannon, Raphoc, 
St. John^s town, Letterkenny. 
Lifford, 

Donegal. This town has a good market 
and is a borough town, fituated on a bay of 
that name, diftant from Dublin, 100 miles 
north weft. Long. 9. 1 3. lat. 54. 35. 
^ - Donegal Bay. . Lies 10 miles to the eaft 
of Killybegs and is very wide and fpaciofis, 
but in the entrance greatly incumbered wkh . 
fhelves, fands and rocks, fo that the utmoft 
care is requifite in the pilot, in entering this 
port. 

St. John's toy/n. This is a fmall town, 
and is fituated on the river Fbyle to the 
north weft of Derry. 

If flax was raifed near this part of the 
province it would be attended with great ad- 
vantage ; for from a negledl of raifing it, 
we are under the neceflity of importing 
yearly large quantities of it, and to depend 
upon other countries for the primum of a 
manufafture of fo much importance to 
Ireland. 

Killybegs Harbour. On the weft fide of 
the county of Donegal lies this harbour, 
which has a large and bold opening to the 
iea^ on the ibutb^ has a^ depth of water from 

. fiva 
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five to eight fathom, and is fpacious enoi^jfr 
to contain a large fleet, and fhips of the 
greateft burthens can make it at any time oT 
the tide, and when entered are fecured fronv 
the moft violent hurricanes, it beit^ defend- 
ed within by the (helter of very high lands- 
which furround it. It is about 14 mite^ 
weft from Donegal bay. 

LiflTord. This town gives the title of ba-- 
ron to the prefent Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
land. It is fituated on the river Foyle. 

Letterkenny. Js a fmall place of incon- 
fiderable trade ; adjacent is a handfome feat^ 
belonging to Richard Jackfon, Efq. 

Ballyfhannon, Is fituated on the binks- 
of the river that iflues from the Lake of 
Lough Erne. The trade of this town is not 
very ccn fiderable, but it is pretty well inha-^- 
bited. 1 here is a falmon filhery adjacent^, 
the proptrty of the Earl of Donegal. . The 
Salmon Leap is worthy the obfervatba of 
the curbus tiavtUer. 

Kaphoe. A fmall village. 

Rathmullen. This is a fmall place, but 
has a good harbour on the fea coaft. 

Rathmclton, and Buncranagh. Alfo in- 
confiderable, cither with4:efpe£t to trade or ' 
other circumftances* 

Lakes or Lougrs. 
Lough Derg. A celebrated Lake, in 
.which is an ifland much frequented by thofe 
of the Roman Catholic profelfion^ on ac- 
count 
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count of a ceH caHe^'St. Patrick's purgatory* 
in which the pilgrims are confined after go- 
ing through acoorfe df fading, &c. for 24 
hours. This ceH is.very fmall and dark, and 
as fituated 24 miles fouth weft of London* 
derry. 

County of Derry (by fome called London- 
derry.) 
County of Londonderry is bounded on 
the north by the fea, by Donegal on the 
fouth, Antrim on the eaft, and Tyrone on 
the weft. This county was efcheated to the 
crown of England by the T^bellion and at- 
tainder of O'Neile, in the reign of James L 
The Englifli government making very ad- 
vantageous offers to the city of London 10 
induce them to eftablifti plantations of Bri- 
tifti fubjeds here. The following compa- 
nies accordingly taking confiderable quanti- 
ties of land here, are to this day poflcffed 
of the greateft part of the county, viz. 
Company of

Each of the faid companies ta[ktng, in tlie 

year 1619, divifionsof 3 2 10 acre6tipicce,which 

they had on the following conditions. The 

governnfient granted than the eftatcs in fee 

farrr 
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farm for ever, paying 5/. 6s. Sd, Engliih for 
every thoufand acres, but rent free for the 
firft two years, and to hold > the fame by 
Knight's fervice in capite, and were obliged 
to build acaftie with a ftrong court or bawn 
about it, on every two thoufand acres, near 
which caftle the tenants were covenanted to 
build houTes for themfelves and families, tim^ 
ber for the fame being granted free by the 
king, and to fuf ni(h themfelves with arms for 
their mutual defence. The undertakers were 
obliged to take the oaths of fupremacy and 
to have tenants of the Englifti or Scotch 
nation. They were empowered to hold 
courts baron twice every year and to eredt 
manors, and to be permitted to tranfport all 
commodities growing upon their own lands, 
and free importation from England (cuftom 
free) of utenfils for their houfehold, tools 
and materials for building and live cattle. 
Soon after the agents of thefe fcveral compa- 
nies arriving in Ulfter with great numbers 
of Englifli fubjeds, they began to fix in 
their plantations, of which they making 
choice of this county, was the firft beginning 
of this province to flourilh ; for >efore this 
time the rebellions and civil wars were fo 
great that the land was totally left unculti- 
vated 5 but it is now fo much improved as 
to become the envy and admiration of Eu- 
rope, for in this province all the whole pro- 
cess of the linen manufacture is carried on»

;and under juft and wife regulations as any 
commercial and national underta;king could 
T^e ; the chief exports of Ireland confifting 
of linen cloth, and yarn^ lawns and cam- 
tricks, which, as they are fully manufac- 
tured, are exported to great advantage. 

The county of Londonderry appears by 
Xurvey to contain 251,510 Irifti plantation 
acres, 13,490 houfes, 38 pari(hes, 4 baro- 
nies and 3 boroughs, ^nd returns 8 members 
to parliament. 

The chief towns in this' county are five, 
viz. 

Derry, commonly Newtown Limavady^ 
called London-' Magherafelt, 
derry, Ballinderry. 

Colerain, 
Londonderry. A city and the capital of 
the county, is fituated 104 miles north weft 
from Dublin, 50 from Carrickfergus on 
the weft, and 5 fouth from the lake or bay 
of Loughfoyle, and is feated near the mouth 
of the river Mourn. This city is very neat and 
compadt, with a complete harbour : it has 
two principal ftrects which crofs each other, 
well paved, and the houfes in general are 
built with free-ftone. It has a fchool and a 
market place, alfo a handfome church which 
was built at the expence of the companies of 
London who fettled here in the reign of 
James L and laid ouf the town and encom- 
paffed it with a wall 24 feet high and 6 feet 
thick, leaving 4 gates in breadth zk> feet. 
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It is'battlemerfted and has two draw bfidges*^ 
The bulwarks are very large and fit for 
mounting cannons, and the ramparts within 
the city are twelve. feet thick of earth; this 
great ftrength enabled them to bear three 
iieges; firft in 1641, fecond in 1649, and 
the third from December 168^, to 
July 1689, during which near 600 bombs 
were thrown into the town by the forces of 
King James II. and at a time when he was 
in poffeffion of almoft all tbe reft of the 
kingdom. The citizens behaved with the 
greaieft intrepidity, and having loft aH their 
principal commanding officers, they put 
themfelves under the direction of the Rev. 
Mr. Walker, who by his bravery and con- 
dudt obliged King James to raife the fiege 
on the^8ih of July 1689, which day is at 
prefent obferved throughout Ireland with 
rejoicings and other demonftrations of joy, 
in commemoration of their great deliverance; 
and a view of the fiege with a reprefentation 
of the Rev. Mr. Walker and his affociates 
are wrought in curious tapeftry of the 
richeft colours ; arid to perpetuate the me- 
mory of that event to fucceeding ages, it is 
ereded in the Houfe of Lords of Irt land at 
the expence of parliament. The fituation 
of Londonderry is fo extreme north and fo 
near to Scotland that they are in fight of 
each other's coafis. This city has a very 
good port to which fhips of the greateft bur* 
dien have accefs and a confxderable trade, 

and 
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and though the town is fituated twenty miles 
up the river, yet many large fhips can come 
up to the quay, where there is about five far 
thorn water. The whole ground plot of the 
lake which almoft furrounds this city and its 
liberties is the property of and belongs to 
twelve companies in London. 

It is at prefent well fortified with a flrong 
wall, befides outworks and along the banks 
«f the river are a fort and feveral caftles. The 
houfes are well built, and the town is as 
clean and as handfomeasany in Ireland, and 
is very convenient for commerce, both foreign 
and domeftic, and if the trade of Ireland, 
was freed from the reflri<ftions it at pfe- 
fent in fome meafure fuftains, it would be 
fooQ a very flourifliing and wealthy city. 
The trade is now confiderable, having a 
great (hare in the herring fiihery, and fe- 
veral (hips are fent from hence to the Weft 
Ijidies, New England, and Newfoundland 
for which they are fo advantageoufly fituated, 
that a velfel from this port bound to Ame- 
rica often arrives there before a (hip from 
London bound there, can get clear of the 
Soundings, or arrive in the latitude of Lon- 
donderry. Great quantities of Salmon, 
faked and barrelled are exported from hence 
to America. The inhabitants are almoft all 
proteftants. The points of Ruderhall, 
Emiftone and Caldy head, which lie a little 
to the weft of this harbour, arc the moft 
northerly in the kingdom. Lat. 550. 20'. The

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many (hallows in Lough Foyle may eafilylje 
avoided as there are deep channels between 
them. This city gives the title of -Eari and 
3aron to a branch of the family of Pitt. 

Cblerain. Is a handfome walled to wo, 
Situated near the mouth of the river called 
the Great Bann, this river by being confined 
within a narrow channel is^o extremely rapid 
that it is exceeding difficult for veffels even 
^ith the help of the tide, to ftem the -cur- 
rent, and (hips of burthen are prevented 
-from getting in at all. It takes its rife from 
the mountains of upper Jneach in the coun- 
ty of Down being the northern ridge of the 
mountains of Mourne and falls into the fea 
north weft of this town, and is famous for 
a pearl fiftiery, but remarkable for a very large 
-and valuable falmon fifhery, one of which be- 
longing to the twelve companies of London, 
who are proprietors of this town, &c. are let 
by them at fifteen hundred pounds per annunpi, 
A bridge was built by thefc companies over 
this river and is called Colerain Bridge. This 
town is fituated 23 miles N. E; from Lon- 
donderry, 4 miles fouth of the fea, and 105 
N. W. from Dublin. The trade of this 
place woiild undoubtedly be very confidcr- 
able were it not for the narrownefe of the 
river, at prefen there is however a good trade 
for linen, known by the name of Colerain 
Irifh, which is of three quarters width, and 
is manufactured in great quantities in this 
town. Three companies of foot are quar- 
tered 
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tercd here in barracks. Lat. 55. 10. long, 
10. 35. Gives the title of Baron to the fa-' 
mily of Hanger. 

County of Antrim. 
This county being much incumbered with 
bogs and marflies prevents its being fo much 
improved as it would otherwife be, but 
vhere it is free from them the land is ex- 
tremely fertile ; this is the moft north eaft 
-county in this province, and the moft nor- 
thern in Ireland. It is bounded on the fouth 
eaft. by Down, weft by thofe of London- 
derry and Tyrone, from which it is fepa- 
rated by the river Bann, by part of Armagh 
on the fouth, St. George's Channel on th» 
eaft, and the Deucalidonian-occan on the 
north 5 the number of acres it contains are 
eftimated at about 383,020, and about 
20,000 houfes, 56 pariftics, 8 baronies, and 
5 boroughs ; its greateft length is 46 miles, 
and its breadth 27 miles. It fends two 
members to parliament for the ftiire and two 
for each of the following principal towns, 
viz. 

Belfaft, Antrim, 

Lift)urn, Randalftown. 

On the coafts of this county are the pro- 
montories called Fair Foreland, Ramlhead, 
and St. Helen's Head. 

Belfaft. This is the moft confiderable 

town in all this part of Ireland for extent, 

wealth, trade, and number of inhabitants.

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It isfituatedon the mouth of Lagenwatcr, on 
Garrickfcrgus bay, lies nine miles fouth weft 
/of Carricktergus and 79 miles from Dubliiv 
The Tiarbour below the town is very commo« 
dious and has a great depth of water. It is 
a place of the tnoft trade in this province^ 
particularly for the export of linen cloth to 
England and Scodand,efpecially to GJafgow^ 
The inhabitants both of the town and neigh- 
bouring country are of Scotch extractions 
and of the Preflbyterian leligiom This is a 
borough and a market town, and the pc^ 
goes to Dublin fix times a week. It hath a 
barrack for two companies of foot. Long. 
II. 15. lat. 54. 38. In the environs of this 
town are a great nuncfber of <jendemen's 
elegant feats. 

Antrim. Is dtftant from DuUin Si miles 
Dorth, pleafantly fitualed on a branch of the 
lake of Lough Neagh, known by the name 
of the Six Mile Water, at the north end, 
13 miles weft of Carrickfergus. It contains 
an antient handfome caftle belonging to the 
family of Maflareen. Long. 24. i. lat. 54. 45. 
The <jiant*s Caufeway in this county is rf- 
teemed one of the greateft natural curiofities 
in Europe ; it is fuppofed to derive its name 
from a race of men called Giants. Spencer 
in his Stateofirdand alludes to them, where 
he fays, ** Neniedas and his fons coming 
** out of Scjfthia, |)eopled Ireland, and in- 
f* habited with his fons 250 yean% until he

** was overcome of the Giants dwelling in 
*^ Ireland, and at lad quite banidied and 
•* routed out by them." 
Carrickfergus.Diftant from Dublin 87 miles 
north and I4eaft of Antrim. This'town is ren- 
dered famous in hiftofy for berng the landing 
place of King William III. of immortal me- 
mory, in the year 1690. There ufcd to be 
confiderable quantities of a white btuilhclay 
exported from this town to England for the 
purpofe of making Delft ware, which after 
being there manuradtured was again import- 
ed into Ireland. This bufinefs has greatly 
decreafed of hte, owing to the univerfal 
ufe of the Parts yellow ware. This town is 
fituated on the fa^y of Carrickfergus, and is 
governed by a mayor, recorder and iherifis, 
and is the aiSze town. Lat. 54. 45. long. 
II. 20. It derives its name fron^ Knock- 
fergus, that is the Rock of Fergus, from 
Fergus I. King of Scotland, who, after 
quelling a rebellion here, was caft away in 
his return to Scotland. It is well walled and 
fortified, with an excellent harbour^ and de- 
fended by a caflle on a high rock. It does 
not return any members to parliament. 
There are many narrow vallies> called Glens, 
b^inning here and run a great way along the 
coaft which formerly belonged to the BifTets, 
noblemen of Scotland, who being obliged to 
quit their country for aflaffinating PatrickEarl 
of AthoI> ttpoa a private quarrel, came luther 
G ^ and 
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and had a confiderable eftate beftowed oi> 
them by King Hewy HI. of which in the 
reign of Edward II. a part was forfeited by 
the rebellion of Hugh, then chief of that 
femily. There is alfo another traft, called 
Rowte, which antiently belonged to the 
Maeguilliers, but now to the Earl of An- 
trim. 

Raghlin. An ifland a little off the coaft 
of the county of Antrim, was taken from 
the Scots in 1558, by the Lord Deputy Suf- 
fex, in which be placed a colony and garri- 
fon. He had three (hips in this expedition,, 
and was attended by many citizens of Dub- 
lin. 

Carrickfergus bay. The entrance inta 
this bay is very bold, is about five miles wide 
and there is a depth of water from 12 to 2a 
fathom which decreafcs till you come to the 
town where it is from five to eight fathom 
deep in the middle of the rpad. It grow9 
narrower by degrees for feveral leagues^ 
from the mouth to the bridge of Belfaft, 
where tt is upwards of half a mile broad ; at 
full fea it is not above 8 or 9 feet deep ; and 
at low water not above one foot, except in 
freihes, which fometimes happen, it is then 
deeper. On account of the (ballowneft^ 
ihips trading to Belfaft make ufe of Car- 
moyl'pool, in which 20 veffels may ride a- 
float at low water, though within a cable's 
length barks lie round them dry ^ and from 

ihencc 
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thencei at high water fmall (hips may fail up 
to the quay of Belfaft. In this bay is a reef- 
of black rocks running out into the fea for 
three or four hundred yards from the north 
fide of it^ called the Briggs •, there are but few 
other rocks or ftioals, exc^fpt fome foul ground 
and a dangerous funk rock on the county of 
Down fide lying between the Copland iflands 
and Donaghadee,. called the Deputy rook; 
A little fouth weft of Carrickfergus is a (hoal 
on which ties three fathom water at ebb tide 
in the middle of the bay. The memorable 
Duke Schomberg, who was fcnt by King 
William HI. of glorious memory, to the 
affiftance of the proteftants in keland, landed^ 
here in 1689, as did alio that Monarch in» 
1^90. 

Ballycaftle, By parliamentary encourage- 
ment a pier for lading veflels hath b^^ 
credled. This town hath of late greatly 
increafed in its trade, being remarkable for 
ifs adjacent collieries; the pits are conftantly^ 
open and great numbers of men are employed^ 
there. It is fituated 1 1 6 miles north weft of** 
Dublin, and 30' north of Carrickfergus. 
There is lately difcovercd a ftratum of clay> 
over the coals, which is founds be as ftrong . 
in the glafsrhoufe pots as the clay of Stonr- 
Jjxidge is, and to endure the fire as well. 
This may be of great confequence to thofa- 
concerned in glafs houfes in Ireland. 

Randalftown. Is an; inconfiderable bo-- 
rough town.

Thou^ it is a fmall place^ 
yet is very plentiful, being (ituated in a very 
fertile part of this county.

Larne. A fmall town of tolerable good 
trade, has a good fea-port, frequently re- 
forted to by veffels engaged in the herring 
fifliery. There is a floop of war of 22 guns 
generally ftattoned at this port to proteft that 
part of the coaft of this kingdom. This is a 
very fpacious convenient harbour,the entrance 
halt a mile broad, it affords fafe anchorage 
to a confiderable number of veffels, and 
from its fituation is much frequented by 
veffefe of burthen. 

Ballymoney* Is a finall town. 

XJcJRIOSITtES. . 

Of all the curiofities in the known world, 
that of the Giant's Caufeway in this county^ 
is allowed by all intelligent men, to be raoft 
deferving the attention of thofe who are ad- 
mirers or the wonderful works of nature. 
The Giant's Caufeway (fo called from its 

being 
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being fiq>po(ed that giants or men of a large 
ilature formerly rehded there) isdiftant 8 
miles north €ait of Colcfsaiiit. and runs di- 
Te£tly ftratgltf inco^the fea a ^^tat diftance ; 
from a very fteep r6ck where k commences^ 
ft may be feen at low waternear 600 feet Oft 
the eaftem point, and on the weftem it may 
-fee feen at low water upwaidsof 4oafeet ; aa 
to its breadth and height it is ?ery Unequal^ be- 
tween the fides at the broadeft part it is neat 
2oa feet and at the finallefl breath Upwards 
of 100 feet. In height ia fome places 50, m 
others not 1 8» It is very diflkiilt to Climb to 
the top (^ it, from whence it is exceeding fteef^ 
and frightfid to behold, and confiftsof many 
thoufand pillars triangular and Co on to 
octangular, moft oT them pentagonal and 
hexagonal, but all being krc^ar, occafions 
this caufcway to ht efteemed a work of na- 
ture ; but there are many who aflert it ta 
be the work of giants. Sec. it is however 
exceeding curious, for none of the^ pillars 
are of one entire piece, but confifl of fo 
many Jcnnts or pieces of various dimenfiona 
from fix inches to two feet, nsoft of which 
Separate very cafily^ and the traveller may 
walk upon the tops of the pilars as far as thk 
water permits ; thefe ftones Jie as clofe as 
one ftone can poffibly lie m another, but 
-not joining with flat furfaces ;. one being al- 
ways concave the other convex where they 
C* ' , and in fome places the concave isup- 
ds and in other downwards i when fepa- 
G 5 rated 
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rated they appear of the colour of Portland 
ftone, the joints are ib clofe as mtiU admit 
nothing thicker than a knife between them. 
Though the inequality of the numbers of the 
fides of the pillars, being throughout the 
whole Caufeway in a wonderful manner ir- 
regular, yet upon a diftant view it has all 
the appearance of a regular defigned -build- 
ing ; the cli(ts are alfo gneatly admired, for 
their Angular curiofity, being iat the bbttom 
of a black ftone, but to the height about 
fixty feet ; they are divided at equal dis- 
tances by (tripes of a rcddifh ftone. On the 
fide of the hill, juft over the Caufeway are 
feveral pillars in a (loping pofitbn, and in 
many parts {Meces of pillars and rocks 
lie (battered about the (hore, yet all retain 
the fame irregular appearance with thecUfts^ 
the faces of which extend about three 
miles : there are alfo many other curbfities 
fituated to the weftward and eaftward, which 
are no lefs furprizing than this of the won- 
derful Giant*s Caufeway. ^ 

Pafcal obferves, that ciuriofity is little 
better than mere vanity, for the moft part we 
defire to fee things, that we may relate them ; 
few would undertake dangerous voyages and 
travels for the bare pleafurc of entertaining 
their fight, if they were bound to fecrecy on 
their return, and for ever cloiftered from con- 
verfation. But this remarkable curiofity is one 
of the greateft, and moft Angular natural 
ones in the known world; for it is indeed the 

only 
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only exhibition of the kind that was yet ever 
met with in the creation. 

County of Tyrone. 
. The county of Tyrone is bounded on the 
north by Londonderry, on the eaft by Ar- 
magh and Lough Neagb,. on the fouth by 
Fermanagh, and on the weft by Donegal. 

This county contains as appears by a fur- 
vey made by order of the privy coun- 
cil of Ireland, and laid before King James f. 
and the council of England, a^ a guide for 
the plantation and diviuon of Ulfter, in 1608,. 
387,175 Irifli plantation acres, which make 
.626,959 Englirti acres of profitable land, 
jexclufive of bogs, mountains, lakes, woods 
and other unprofitable fcopes, and the num- 
ber of freeholders are eftimated to be neay 
400. 

The chief towns in this county are feveni.

In which are 30 pariihes, 4 baronies, 4.:

Tyrone (or Tir-Oeh 
formerly called) is in many parts V^ry 
.mountainous and the foil various. Many of 
the vallies, however^.andlow^ grounds. arb 

fruitful 
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fruitful both in corn and pafture, and the air 
of the county in general is wholefome. 

Chief town, Omagh. The alEzes are 
held in this tpi^n> which has a niarket and 
a poft office eftablilhed there. The rcprc- 
fentattves of the Earl of Caftlebaven have 
9000 acres of land fituated in the precincts 
of this town, and moft of the inhabitants are 
Irifli. In 1743 a dreadful fire broke out 
which intirely confumed it, but it has been 
lince rebuilt. Its fituation is 1 8 miles fouth of 
Londonderry and gz north weft of Dublin.. 
The linen manufacture would thrive exceed- 
ingly in this town> were more encourage- 
ment given to it. Indeed the conftant emi- 
grations from this part of the country, from 
1770 to 1776, hatfi contributed greatly to 
lefien that bufinefs. But if artifts and 
traders were encouraged to fettle in a country 
rather than fuffering them to go to emigrate 
this kingdom would foon find the happy ef* 
fedts of it. A great number of curious an* 
tient urns were found herein 1713. This 
town ftands on the river Roe Water which 
runs into Lough Foyle. 

Strabane. Diftanjt fron Dublin 104 miles 
north weft, and from Londonderry 8 miles 
fouth, is a borough, a market and a poft 
town. The principal landholders in and 
near this town arc the heirs of the Earl of 
Abcrcorne, Sir George and Sir Claude Ha* 
milton. Sir Thomas Boide, Sir Robert New- 
comen and others. There are about 100 

brick 
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brick and ftone built houfes, and a church 
in this town. It gives the title of Vifcount 
to the noble family of Hamilton, and has an 
antient caftle. It is fituated on the river 
Foyle. 

Steward's Town. The fmallnefs of this 
town and its trade being (b^inconfiderable^ 
that it does not deferve much notice. 

Clogher. Is a bi(hop*s fee/ founded by 
faint Patrick and well endowed. It is 
fituated in the lower Tyrone, but is a place of 
little trade. 

Mountjoy. This fmall but ftrong town 
gives the title of Vifcount to the Earl of 
Bleiinton, a branch of whofe family, who 
was the firft vifcount, was a Lieutenant ge- 
neral in the reign of Queen Ann. It is fitu- 
ated on the banks of Lough Neagh. 

In this county there have been difcovered 
large cirques of ftones, called Kearns, which 
were formerly in ufe among the antient inha* 
bitantsof Ireland ; they are fuppofed to be a 
kind of temple. Epiphanius, who was bom 
and lived in Jewry, gives us a parallel defcrip- 
tion of one of thefe cirques, in his traft 
again ft the Meffilian heretics, where he fays

•• Profeucba locus ^ epctra urhem^ ^beatrojimi^

We have at Sichem an antient Profeucha in

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the open air raifed up like a cirque or theatr^ 
by the Samaritans in imitation of the Jews. 
Such alfo was the Bryen Guyn or fupreme 
confiftory court in the Ifle of Anglefey. See 
Rowland's Mona Antiqua Reftaur. 

Dungannon. This is a borough and a 
market town, reckoned the capital of the 
coupty, fituated on a hill and is a place of 
great ftrength. It is diftant from Dublin 
74 miles north weft, and 1 1 miles north o£' 
Armagh. It hath a barrack for one troop 
of horfe ; and was formerly the feat of the 
O'Neils, Kings of Ulfter. Gives the title 
of Vifcount to thcantient family of Trevor,, 
and Baron to the prefent Lord Vifcount 
Vane. The poft goes from hence to Dublin- 
three times a week. Long. lo. 35. lat. 54, 
28. Several trumpets of an uncommon fize 
have been difcovered here^which are fuppofed 
to have been ufed by the Pagan priefts at the 
celebration of their funeral rites. 

Antiquities, &c. 
Near Dungannon in this county, was dis- 
covered not long fince, two large circles of 
ftones inclofing three urns in three different 
fioles, fet about with fix ftones, at about 1 8 
inches diftant and near two feet below the 
furface of the earth, all feparately inclofed 
with flat ftones fet edge-ways about a bafe 
one, and covered with one at top. The 
two circles were about 20 yards in diameter 
each, and formed for two diftinft burying* 

places. 
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places. Herodotus obferves, that it was a 
prevailing cuftom among the antients after a 
battle, to bury their dead in heaps under fach 
mounts of earth or ftone, in memory of any 
fignal viAorygained over their enenr\ies^ Sec 
Herodotus's Clio. 

County of Fermanagh. 
The county of Fermanagh is bounded by 
Cavan on the fouth, by a part of Leitrim 
and the fea on the wefl-, by the counties of 
Donegal and Tyrone on the north, and by 
another part of Tyrone and Monaghan on 
the eaft. It is 38 miles in length and in 
breadth about 24, and contains 224,807 
Irilh plantation acres, upwards of 5500 
houfes, ipparifties, and 18 baronies. The 
celebrated lake of Lough Erne runs through 
this county, which renders it navigable 
throughout its whole length ; but it is very 
inconvenient to travellers on account of 
that lake and the mountains, many olF 
which I have travelled over. This lake is 
nearly 20 miles in length, and about 14 in 
fome places in breadth, but between the tip- 
per and lower lake it is only the breadth of 
a common river. It produces a great variety 
of fi{h, and the water is peculiarly fuited for 
bleaching linen. There are near 300 iflands 
hcrcj which are well wooded and covered 
with cattle. Marble Rocks of the height of 
50 and 60 feet, are to be met with at Kilafher, 
• in this county. The title of Vifcount to the 

noble 
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noble family of Vcrney is derived from this 
county. 

It fends four members to parliament, viz. 
two for the (hire and two for Ennifktlfen. 

The principal towns in this county are, 
viz, 

Ennilkillen, Clabby, 

Newtown Butler, Maguire's Bridge. 
Lifnafkea, 

Enniflcillen. Is diftant from Dublin 77 
miles north, and from Ballyftiannon 24 miles 
caft. This town is remarkable for the oppo- 
fiiion given to King James II. in 1690, wliea 
the inhabitants behaved with fuch diftii^ 
guifhed intrepidity againfl his armies, as to 
ha^ given rife to a regiment of Dragoons 
being called after them, which reginient is. 
now known by the name of the Royal Enr 
niikilleners. It hath a barrack for three com^ 
panies of fbot^ is a borough, a market and a 
poft town. Long. 1 1. 45. Jat. 54. 2a The 
neighbourhood of this town is alfo remark- 
able for a cave called the Daughtons,^ whicb 
is one of the mod curious works of nature ; 
the entrance is by a large arched pafl&ge 25 
feet high, the roof of which is a rock com- 
poled of various pieces moftly regular, and 
leads into this fubterraneous cave, in whicb 
are many chambers or cells. A rivulet run- 
ning through many parts of it, occafions a 
murmur very pleafing in thefe obfcure rc- 
ccffes. Near this cave is the village of Bak 

lycaiSdy. 
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lycaflidy. At Bell Cou, adjacent, is a fa- 
mous wdl, on the road to Sligo, which ha» 
bsen repeatedly experienced to have great 
virtue in its water, by curing many perfons 
afflided with paralytic diforckrs, 8cc and is 
efteemed the beft cold bath in the kingdom* 

Newtown Butler. This town gives 
the title of baron to the Earl of Lanelbo- 
rough. 

Gfnalkea, Diftant from Dublin 67 miles 
north weft. It is a poft town, from whence 
the poft goes thrice a week y its market is 
not confiderable. 

Clabby, and Maguire*s Bridge; Incon-^ 
fiderable places. 

Lough Erne. This lough takes its courfe 
the whole of the county of Fermanagh in 
this province, and is 23 miles long. It 
abounds with great variety of fi(h) as pike, 
bream, roach, eels, and trout ; but is chiefly 
valuable for the quantity of {almon caught 
in great draughts by nets, the fifliing of 
which is very valuable. This lake has within 
a few miles of the fea a free navigation, com- 
modious for all the inland counties of the 
N. W. of Ulfter. The towns of Ennilkillen, 
Btlturbet, Bally (hannon, and Belleek ; and 
to the bay of Donegal it has a communica- 
tion. This province being the principal in 
the kingdom for the linen branch, and as the 
benefit of that trade to Ireland has been 
greatly abridged by the progrefs made in the 
lame by the Scots ; it is therefore much to 

be 
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be regretted that this part of Ulfter docsr* 
not meet with a little more encouragement 
in its trade : and nothing would contribute 
more to lb falutary a purpofe, than byeftab- 
liihing in the town of Enmlkillen naore ma- 
nufafturers in the linen trade; for the foiL 
and flats about that town are very convenient 
for bleach yards, atid the water of Lough Erne, 
has every advantage that could poffibly be 
wiflicd . for^ particularly a peculiar foftneft 
and fliminefsthat bleaches linen much fooner 
than it rs poffible any other waters can- do., 
Lough Erne has a very bcautifHl and pleafing, 
appearance, being diverfified with a very con- 
fiderable number of little fruitful iflands* 
mod of them with quantities of wood* 
growing, thereon. Many of them are inha- 
bited by hufbandhien-and others appropri- 
ated to the purpofe of rearing cattle. Tte, 
Yew Tree, which was of fuch great ufe for- 
merly in making bows, and ftill is wanted, 
by mathematical inftrument makers,, grows- 
here,. and in few other places^ Itiswell^wpr-, 
thy to be propagated .elfewere. 

GbuNTY of Cavan* 
The lands in this county are in general' 
very poor^, many parts being full of bogs ;. 
yet thofe which have been reclaimed are very 
fertile, being well cultivated and inhabited^, 
particularly adjoining the county of Ferma- 
nagh; there are alfo anumberof pleafantlakes 
in this county. It has Longford and Weft 

Mcath 
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Meath on the fouth, Lcitrim on the weft, 
Fermanagh on the north, and part of Mo- 
naghan, Meath and Louth on the eaft. It 
contains 274,80a Irifb plantation acres, 
8318 houfes, 37 parifties, 7 baronies and 8 
bproughs. It is in length 47 miles, and in 
breadth where broadcft 25, and the roads, 
through this county are in general pretty good, 
excepting the fouthermoft part^ which is ex- 
tremely mountainous. The landholders in- 
formed me they gencrally^paid from 25 to 30 
fliillings per acre, which,. confidering the bad- 
nefe of the foil, is very high v and at Derry- 
lagh in this county, 12 miles from Cavan^ 
lands fet at 20 Ihillirfgs per acre, as they da 
likewife at Kilhooly near Caftlcrath, nine 
miles fromCavan. This county gives the title 
of Earl to the family of Lambart, and re- 
turns fix members to parliament*

Belturbet, 
Cavan. Though this is the principal 
town in the county, yet among the many I 
have fcen this leaft deferves to be reckoned 
as the capital of a coimty. It confifts chiefly 
of one large ftreet, in which are lome good 
buildings. The beft accommodation for tra- 
vellers is at Moore's, at the Ship ; it is a good 
inn, and one of the beft in this part of Ire^ 
land. Jt is fiiuated 48 miles north weft from 
Dublin. One troop of horfe is quartered in d 

commodious 
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commodious thou^ antient barracks, at the 
feutb end of the town ; here is a good; 
weekly market, for corn provifions, &c* 
held every Tuefiky. fo 1690, the greatell 
part of this town was burnt down, and a 
quantity of Forage belonging to King: 
James's army was deftroycS, when they 
were befiq^d by Colonel Worfely, who at 
the tead of the Ennifkilleners and one thou- 
fand regular troops, defeated four ihoufand 
under the Duke of Berwick. This town 
returns two members to parliament h is a 
poft town, and the poft goes to and fron» 
Pubfin thrice a week. It is long, la o^ 
lat. 54. o, Here is aHb a dioccfan fchool 
which was formerly kept by the celebrated 
Dr. Thomas Sheridan. 

CoothilL Here is an* elegant manfion 
houfe and demefne belonging to the Earl of 
Bellamont ; the houfe is very grand and com- 
mands a moft extenfive profpedl % the de- 
mefne is well improved, and has largp gar- 
dens laid out in the modern tafte. This 
town hath a good market, and is a poft town, 
which goes to and from Dublin twice a 
week. Itisdiftant from Cavan iz miles 
north eaft^ and from Dubrm,47 north weft. 

Quilca^ About feven miles north weft 
from Cavan, is a fmall vill^e fo called re- 
markable for being die refidence occafionally 
of the celebrated Dean Swift, and Dr. She- 
ridan, who had the aeateft and moft beauti^ 
ful houfe and gardens there of any in that 

county* 
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•county. It was a few yeara ago put in ele- 
^nt order by Thomas Sheridan, Efq; but 
It is now fuflfered to go to decay^ 

Kilmote- Is a bifhop's^ fee united to Ar- 
dagh ; it IS now one of the beft endowed 
€ees in Ireland. Thetown both with refpedt 
to trade and lai^enefe of it is very inconfi-^, 
<)erable. It is diilant from Dublin 56 milor 
north weft Long. 5. 7. lat. s^. 58. 

Belturbet. Near the upper end of Lough 
£rne, is this fmall borough, market and 
4>ofl: town. Its harbour is very finall and- 
only fit for boats. It hath a t^rrack for a 
troop of horfe* It isdiftant from Dublin 
^o mifes, and from Cavan S miles norths 
The poft goes to and fr^m Dublin thrice a 
week. 

Killyfhandra. A fmall market town, fi- 
tuated 7 miles fouth weft of Cavan and 51 
miles north weft from Dublin, to which the 
fx>ft goes thrice a week. 

There are many monuments of keams or 
copped heaps of ftonea, eredted in many 
parts of this kingdom, in which antiently the 
inhabitants vtkd to bury the bodies of their 
eminent chiefs, who wereflain in battle; and 
on many mountains that the antient inhabi- 
tants were wont to frequent for the purpofe 
of religious worftiip. It appears from un- 
controvertible authority that thelliaasand 
Phrygians, were wont to oiFer facrifice upon 
Mount Ida, and upon other high places near 
Troy, as appears from a paffage in Homer, 

where 
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where that great poet makes Jupiter hi mTelf 
bewail the unhappy fate of Heftor : 

Un\fl^orthy fight I the man belovM of 

heav'n. 
Behold, inglorious round yon city driv'n ! 
My heart partakes the genVous Hedlor's 

pain ; ' 

Hedtor, whofe zeal whole hecatombs has 

flain ;

County of Armagh. 

The county of Armagh is bounded by 
Louth on the fouth, by Tyrone and Mona- 
ghan on the weft, by Lough Neagh on the 
north, and by part of Down on the eaft^ 
"from which it is feparated by the river New- 
^y. Both the air and the foil are remarkably 
good, particularly the latter, which isefteera- 
«d the richeft in Ireland, except a ridge of 
mountains which run acrofs this county, cal- 
led the Fewes, that is, hilly and barren. 
Many great and ufeful impiovements have 
been made in this county within thefe few 
years, efpecially in reclaiming land. Thi's 
county is now well filled with proteftant 
inhabitants. It is in length 32 miles and in 
breadth 17, and is divided into five baronies^ 

containing 
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xontaining 170,620 Irifli plantation acres^ 
about 12,000 hdufes, 49 parilhes and 2 bo- 
roughs, and fends to parliament fix tnembers, 
viz. two for the city of Armagh, two for 
the .county and two for the borough of 
"Charlemout. 

Armagh. A city, the fee of the arch-* 
'bifhop, who is primate of all Ireland. His 
"Grace Richard Robinfon, the prefent Pri- 
mate has made very confiderable improve- 
ments in this city, by building an elegartt 
-palace, repairing the cathedral, building a 
barrack, founding and endowing a fchool, 
and manyx>ther ads of great utility, which 
muft prove the ibufce of uncommon fatif- 
fadtion to' the natives of Ireland, particu- 
larly of this province, when they refled on 
the vrft improvements made in the courfe of 
a few years ; we may therefore apply the 
words of the poet. 

Miratur moJem JEneas^ magdlia quondam 7 
Miratur pdrtasy ftrepitumque £s? ftra$4t 
viarum.^ 

This city is fituated 30 miles fouth of 
Xiondonderry and 63 miles north of Dublin. 
Long. 10* 52. lat. 54. 50. It is a borough, a 
market, and a poft town, and one compa- 
ny of foot is quartered here. In the year 
\ 1 85 this city was plundered by Philip of 
Worcefter, then chief governor of Ireland, 
with a body of forces who did confiderable 

damage

damage there for fix days fucceffively. In 
1551 the fee of Armagh was deprived of the 
title of the primacy of all Ireland, and the 
fame was annexed to the fee of Dublin, m 
confequence of the then primate DowdalU 
not fubmitting to the order of Edward VI; 
concerning the Engli(h liturgy, when Dr. 
Brown, Archbifhop of Dublin, complied 
with it. The cathedral church in this city 
was burned in 1566 by Shane O'Neill, then 
in rebellion againft Qyeen Elizabeth. 

King Charles I. in 1633 determined tte 
precedency of the archbifhop of Armagh to 
that of Dublin, and in 1634, a new book of 
Canons was compiled. This fee is faid to 
have been founded by St. Patrick in the fifth 
century, and wasconftitutcdan archbifhopric 
>in the year 1 1 42, tc^ether with Dublin, 
Calhel and Tuam, withconfentof the King, 
Dukes, Bilhops, Abbots and States of Ire- 
knd, by Cardinal Papyreo, who was fent into 
this Kingdom by Pope Eugenius for that 
purpofe, as well as to reform the abufes 
i^4iich had crept into the church difcipline. 
—A famous monaftery was built in this city 
about the year 610 by St. Columba or Co- 
lumbanus. This antient town wasiirft fub* 
jedted to the Englilh by John de Courcy 5 
afterwards was nearly ddlroyed in the rebel- 
lion of Tir 0*En in the reign of Queen Eli- 
zabeth, [but being fince recovered by the 
£ngli(h was by them rebuilt, and ga^nfoned.

at prefent the aflizes are held here for the 
county, and the poft goes to and from Dub* 
En 4 times a week. 

Charlemont. So called from a fort or 
mount built by Charies Blount, Lord Mount- 
joy, and from him took the name of Char- 
lomont. It is a garrifon and hath a military 
governfnent on the Irifti cftabliQiment, with 
a barrack for three companies of foot. It is 
a borough and a market town, and is go- 
verned by a portrieve. It (lands on the river 
Blackwater, near the borders of Tyrone, and 
gives the title of Earl and Vifcount to the 
femily of Caulfield. It is 69 miles north 
weft from Dublin. Long. 10. 45. lat. 
54. 16. 

Lurgan. Is noted particularly for its linen 
trade, as well as for its being one of the 
neateft market towns in the North of Ire- 
land, and greatly refembles fome of the 
neat trading towns in England : here am 
-fome good inns and an elegant affembly. 
It is lituated 65 miles north weft from 
Dublin and 14 north eaft from Armagh, 
and is ext^'emely pleafant, being on a 
gentle eminence, in a fertile and populous 
country, in the fouth eaft corner of -the ce- 
lebrated lake of Lough Neagh, of which it 
•commands an extehfive prof^A. 

The linen trade being carried on very ex- 
tenfively in this county may render fome 
particulars of that manufiadturei and of the 

Vol. II. H trade 
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trade of Ireland in general, not unaccept- 
able to the reader. 

In 1542, 33 Henry VIII. an a£t pafled 
refpedling the linen manufiatture of Ireland 
prohibiting foreftalling : 11 Queen Eliza- 
beth, the fame revived. In the reign of 
Charles L an aft paffed refpedting the expor- 
tation of linen, June 9, 1698, anaddrefe 
was prefented to his Majefty William IIL 
refpefting the woollen manufadture. of Ire- 
land, todifcourage that and encourage the 
linen manufadture. On March 25, 1699, 
an adt paffed laying a duty of four (hillings 
on every yard of woollen cloth exported, to 
the value of stos^ and feveral other adts fince. 

From an accurate and authentic account 
it appears, that in 1769, the value t)f goods 
imported into Ireland of Englilh manufac- 
tures, foreign goods and merchandizes, and 
including imports from Scotland, amounted 
to 2,347^80 1 1. The fame amounted, in 1778, 
to 1,731,8081. This is a ix)nfiderable de- 
creafe of imports. 

Exports from Ireland to England of goods 
and merchandizes, in 1796, amounted to 
1,542,2531. the fame amounted, in 1778, 
to i,5io,88il. from which it appears there 
is alfo a decreafe in the exports. 

Exports from Ireland to England in the 
provinoH trade was as follows. In 1769 
exports in the article of beef was to the 
amount of ,55,1071. the fame in 1780 was 
106,2021. in 17^ pork exported to the 

value 
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value of 18,5441, in 1780 it amounted to 
37,981!. In 1769, of butter, was export- 
ed to the value of 260,357!. in 1778 the 
fame article was only 210,986!. 

The particulars of the above articles are 
extradled from the accounts laid before the 
Britilh parliament by I-ord North in 1778: 

Portadown. In this fmall market town, 
as well as in the neighbouring villages, all 
hands are conflantly employed in the linen 
manufafture. It iaJfeated on the river Bann, 
over which it has a bridge, 1 3 miles north 
caft from Armagh. 

Tanderagee. Is 10 nwles eaftof Armagh 
and 59 north weft from Dublin, is a fmall 
market town well filled with linen manufac- 
turers ; the poft goes to and froni Dublin 3 
times a week. 

Loghgall. A fmall market-town. 

Lagacurry, commonly called Richhill. Is 
likewife a fmall market to^n. 

Among the many curiofities in this coun- 
ty, that of a Kern or heap of ftones near 
Carriban, may not be unworthy notice. It 
appears evident it was defigned for the pur- 
pofe of aflembling together the inhabitants 
for religious worfhip, or on any cafes of em- 
ergency, in the fame manner as it former- 
ly ufed to be in the county of Louth. This 
heap of ftones is 10 yards high, very broad 
and uneven at the top, 1 80 yards in cir- 
cumference: it is fituated near the Newry 
Water, Some writers are of opinion that 
Ha . thcfe 
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thefe monuments might have been antiently 
eredled for tjie celebration of divine fcrvice:; 
for the Patriarchs, we are affured, not only 
had their Forums or places of judicature ; 
but alfo their Fanurns or places of religious 
worlhip* For we read that all Ifrael were 
frequently called toconvene at Mifpah, and 
alfo at Bethel afid Gilgad, where Samuel 
went alfo from year to year to judge Ifrad. 
Sam. vii. 16. And according to JuKus 
Caefar, A certo nnni tempore conjidunt in loco 
confecrato ; buc omnes undique qui controvert 
Jias babent^ conveniunt eorumgue judiciis de^ 
cretifque parent. In which he affirms the 
like pradice among the Druids of Gaul ; 
for, fays he, they met together in a certain 
con ft crated place every year and judged all 
the people. 

The towns in general have been veiy 
much improved within the laft -20 years. 
The rents of land have, at leaft, doubled 
within thefe 25 years. 

So much attention is paid to the linen 
manufadlure, in the county of Armagh, as 
to render the improvement of land little 
attended to, yet would tTie inhabitants 
. exert xhemfelves in remedying this incon- 
venience ; it would tend greatly to make 
the country fertile, and be of advantage. 

To render the agriculture of Ireland more 
generally beneficial it isto be obferved that for 
light and dry foils, a turnepcourfe isrequifite, 
for which purpofe plough the field in OAo- 

ber. 
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ber, March, April and May, then fpread 
the dung, which is the befl: manure •,, firft 
courfe turncpSy then barley, clover and 
wheat. For a bean courfe for flrong and 
wet foils, plough but once for bean from 
1 5 December to 1 5 February. Firft beans, 
oats, clover and wheat. Potatoe courfe for 
Kght and dry foils, potatoes, never anfvver 
on cfeiys or ftrong wet foils, i potatoes, z 
wheat, 3 turneps, 4 barley, 5 clover, 6 
wheat, firft ploughing in February or March. 
- For a flax courfe, for light or dry foils, 
I turneps, 2 flax, 3 clover, 4 wheat. 
This hulbandry is. exceedingly profitable. 
Foe ftrong foils, p beans, 2 flax, 3 clover,. 
4 wheat. For any foils except the very 
ftrong ones, i potatoes, 2 flax, 3 cbver, 
4 wheat. 

County of Down.^ 
This is one of the krgeft counties in Ire- 
landj and is very rich and populous, enjoy- 
kig-a good air. It is in length 44 Englilh 
miles, and in breadth 3a It is divided inta 
7 baronies, containing 72 pariflics, and 
about 55^,300 EngHfti acres, and near* 
23,000 houfes, and returns 14 members to 
parliament, via. two* for the county and 
two for each of the following towns : 
Downpatrick, Killeagh,. 
Newry, Bangor, 

Newtown, Hillfljorough. 

H 3 This 
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This county is bounded on the north, or 
rather north weft, by the county of Antrim, 
on the eaft and fouth by St, George's Chan- 
nel, and on the weft by Armagh. It gives the 
title of Vifeount to the noble family of Daw- 
ney. The diligent application of the inhabi- 
tants to the linen manufadlure greatly incrca- 
fes their wealth ; and though many parts of 
this county are hiHy and b^gy, yet the af- 
fiduity of the landholders in cultivating and 
reclaiming it, hath been attended with fuc* 
cefs ; for great quantities of corn, eipecially 
oats, and, where manured properly, barley, 
are produced. Iri this county, is a fociety 
incorporated by King James II. by the ftilc 
and title of the Governor and Freemen of 
the Corporation of Horfe Breeders, in the 
County of Down. 

This Society was inftituted to promote 
and improve the breed of horfes. Numbers 
of the nobility and gentry of this kingdom 
are members of it. The gold medal worn 
by the Governor and Freemen has on one 
fide a mare, uith a foal fucking her, and 
this motto, En equis fatrum virtus. On the 
• reverfe are two running horfes on full ftretch, 
with this motto, Metam avide petunt. 

St. Patrick's Well. About a mile from 
Downparrick, fo called, from its being faid 
to have been blefft d by St. Patrick ; to which 
confiderable numbers of people refort; at 
certain times : fome to perform penance, 

others

otherslnhopes of relief in many diforders, 
by drinking ind walhing in the water 5 but 
this ciiftom is not confined to this well ia 
particular, for I have feen, in many other 
parts of Ireland, people frequent wells, 
fome called after St. Patrick, others ^fter 
St. John, &c. for die fame purpofts. 

Downpatrick. The capital town of the 
county. This is a very antient bifhop's fee, 
eredted by St. Patrick in the nfth century, 
and now united to Connor. The antient 
cathedral which flood near the town, the 
ruins of which are Hill vifiblse, hath been 
long celebrated for the burial place of St. 
Patrick, and alfo of St. Bridget and St. 
Columb. And Magnus, King of Norway, 
having been flain by thfe Irirti when he land- 
ed to take .a view of the country before he 
difenjbarked his forces, is faid to have been 
interred here. This town is fituated 7 miles 
weft of Strangford bay, and 72 miles 
* north eaft from Dublin, and contains feveral 
elegant public buildings; as, a handfome 
church, feflions houfe,^ two fchools, two 
alms houfes, a market houfe, and barracks 
for one troop of borfe ; and there were an- 
tiently four religious houfes here, and the 
prior had a feat in parliament. St. Patrick 
alfo founded near this town a monaftery for 
Canons Regular in the fifth century. About 
the year n8o, John de Courcy, founded 
Inch Abbey, i. e. the abbey of the ifland, 
where rcfided Ciftercian monks from Fur- 
H 4 nefs 
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vt(s in L'lncafliire. Here is at prefei^t a* 
confiderable trade in the linen manufadure^ , 
Newry. One of the largeft and moft 
trading towns in this county, fituated on a 
river called Newry Water, made navigable 
by adt of parliament, over which it has two 
bridges, and was founded va the reign of 
' Queen Elizabeth ; but a confiderable time 
previous to her reign, there was an abbey of 
Ciftercian Monks, and there are ftill fome 
remains of a very antient caftle. This towa 
was deftroyed by the Irifh rebels in 1641, 
and again in 1689. But the linen manufac- 
ture, and the canal for Inland Navigation, 
havejointly contributed to reftore it to its 
prefent happy change : As the cffablifhing. 
of public works in Ireland, as the Newry 
Canal, &c. has been attended with the moft 
falutary confequence to this kingdom ir> 
general, I have inferted an extraft of the 
money granted by parliament for thofe im- 
portant purpofes. It appears that the fums 
granted for thefe works from 1753 to ^7^7 
amount to 717,944!. See Commons Jour- 
nal, vol. 14. p. 485. Granted by the na- 
vigation from 1768 to 1 77 1, 33,7021. for 
the purpofes of the Newry Canal, Drun- 
glafs, Barrow, Shannon, Boyne and- Fer- 
gus Navigation and the Grand CanaL 

Newry is a great thoroughfare though fur- 
rounded with a number of hills and moun- 
tains. It is diftant from Dublin 49 miles 

north. 
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north, to which the poft goes three times a 
week, 

Dromore. This is a bi(hop*s fee, found- 
ed by St. Colmar) in the fixth century. 
Here is a tolerable cathedral,, but a choir isr 
not maintained here. Here is alfo a protef- 
tant charter fchod. At iheeaft end. of this, 
market town is- a Daniib mount or fortifica- 
tion very l^ge, and defended with* tren- 
ches, baitlemeat?, &c; A confiderable 
trade in the linen branch is carried on here. 
It is fituated on the fide of the river Logan. 

Killileagh. h diftant from Dublin 68 
miles north eaft, upon the lake of Strang- 
fofd, of which it commands an extenfive 
profped. It h^s a fafe commodious harbour. 
Here1&)ahandfomechurcb> a caftle, and bar- 
racks fpr a troop of horfe. It had the Iron- 
our of giving birth to the celebrated Sir 
Hans Sloane. The linen manufadture alfo 
flouriflies here. It is governed by a prpvpft 
?qd i^ burgeflfes, who chufe two members 
to parliament. 

; Bangor. Likewife is governed by ax pro- 
voft and 12 burgeflcs, who eled the repre- 
fentatives in parliament. It is feated on the 
fouth fliore of the bay of Carrickfergus 
pppofite to the town of that name. The 
m^oft confiderable manufailu-re in this town 
is for linen yarn, and contains near three 
hundred houfes j there was formerly an anr 
tient abbey of which the ruins are ftill to be 
fcen^ The firft church of done in this pro- 
H 5 vince 
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vince was eredted here In 1689 Duke 
Schomberg landed with his forces at this 
Town. Long. 11. 30. lat. 54. 4a. 

HilKborough. Is (ituated on a dry gra* 
velly foil, 69 miles from Dublin ; it is the 
property of the Earl of Hilllborough, who 
in 1773 built one of the mod elegant, 
fuperb churches here ever fecn in Ireland, 
with elegant ftained glafe windows. This 
town is governed by a fovereign and 12 
burgefles, who ele£t two mem^rs to par* 
liament. 

Ma^hcrelin. The principal refidence of 
the Biftiops of Dromore ; here is a long 
bridge over the river Logan, and the water 
16 exceeding good for bleaching. Many 
manufacturers are employed herein the linen 
branch. Marble pits have been opened 
here. 

In 1768 were exported from Irekmd 
15,249,248 yards of linen, value 500,778!. 
In 1778, 18,869,447 ditto, value 628,9811. 
in this article there is an increafe in favour 
of Ireland of near 128,000!. This muft 
principally be attributed to the very great 
circumfpedkion of the Linen Board, as well 
as to the bounty of parliament, and the in- 
duflry of the manufadurers of Ireland : 
notwithftanding what has been aflferted by 
fome late hiftorians, I do aver, that if greater 
encouragement was given to the ingenious 
artificers in the feveral branches of trade, it 

would 
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would excite a more general fpirit of emu- 
lation, to bring their manufadlures to the 
utmofi degree of perfeftion. 

Moira. This neat village is the fol6 pro- 
perty of the Earl of Mbira, and it gives 
that title to the noble family of Rawdon. 
His Lbrdfhip has built a very hand- 
fome church, and eredted and endowed an 
Englifli proteftant fchool for 24 poor chil- 
dren, and done many other adls of public 
munificence, befides his Lady*^ aflnualiy' 
diftributing premiums to thofe who product 
the bed linens and greateft quantity; in fhort 
I have feen fo much of their inviolable at* 
tachment to the intereft and profperity ci 
this kingdom, that it requires a much abler 
pen to do juftice to their gre 

It would tend greatly to ih 
Ireland if the Roman Ca 
were more encouraged, but t 
fpirit of toleration, fo well U 
pradlifed in the greateft pztt 
making progrefs every day, 
Proteftant religion enjoys p 
teftion in Catholic countries 
a nation, in all refpefts fo ^ 
liberal as the Irilh, refufe to give every en- 
couragement to an improving tenant either 
of the Proteftant or Roman Catholic perfua- 
lion. No country in the world has felt any 
inconvcniencies from the moft liberal fpirit 
of toleration ; on the contrary, thofe are 
univerlally acknowledged to be the moft 

profperov 
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profperous and flouriftiing where they coa- 
iider all religions as brethren, employed in 
one great aim, the wealth, the power, and 
happinefsof the general communrty. 

In the neighbourhood of Moira are quar- 
ries of white lime ftpne. 

Donaghadee. The pacquets from Ireland 
to Port Patrick in Scotland are ftationed 
here, from which it is diftant ten leagues 
due weft of Port Patrick, and they generally 
go in a few hours. It is a poft, a market 
and a port town. The principal trade con- 
fifts chiefly in exporting horfes to Scotland. 
It ftands 24 miles north eaft from Down- 
jpatrick, and 91 miles north eaft from Dub- 
lin, to which laft place the poft goes four 
times a week. 

Pprtaferry, in the barony of Ards. Is fix 
mile^.f^aft of Downpatrick ; the trade of 
thi§ place was formerly confiderable, but is 
fince gone to decay. It is oppofite to Strang- 
ford, between which the communication is 
kept up by ferry-boats. 

Strangford. This is an antient town fitu- 
ated on the lake fo called, on the fouth weft 
fide about a mile from the bar^ and nine 
miles eaft of Down. Long. 1 1. 55* lat. 54. 
2+. It is the property of the Duke of Lein- 
fter, and gives the title of Vifcount to the 
family* of Smith. 

.' .Killough, or Port St. Ann's. Has a very 
commodious quay for ftiips of great burthen. 
The point or head near this town called St. 
[ ■ . - ohn^s 
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John's Foreland, is the mod eafterly part of 
Ireland. It was called by Ptolemy, Iflanium. 
There are good barracks in this town, and 
great quantities of barley are exported. It 
is 5 miles from Downpatrick. 

Rofs Trevor. Situated on the north fide 
of Carlingford haven, has a good quay, and 
(hips may with great fafety lie here. Here 
are a fait houfe and pottery of the fine pot- 
ter's clay found near Carrickfergus. 

Briansford or Tullimore. This place is 
much frequented by thofe who drink goat's 
whey. 1 he EarKof Glanbraffil hath two ex- 
tenfive deer parks here. It gives the title cjf 
Baron to the Earl of Clanbraifil. 

Dundrum. This is a fmall town. The 
bay, which takes its name from the town, 
is very fpacious, but extremely dangerous for 
(hipping. It abounds in fi(h, efpecially trout 
and fiat fi(h. 

Numbers of Fifliihg veflTels have been 
profitably employed on the coafts of Dun- 
drum ; it is much to be lamerited the fiftieries 
of Ireland are. not more encouraged. It ap- 
pears that from 1756 to 1764 there were 
imported into Ireland from Great Britain 
23,201 barrels of Herrings, hrotn 1765 to 
i773> 16,657 barrels. By 3 George III. 
chap. 24. bounties were given as follows i 
20s» per ton on Irifli or Englifli built veflel 
not under 20 tons. Bounty of 2s. 6d. per 
hundred on mackerel. Five fliilling^ for 6 
fcore of ling. Three (hillings for hake and 

haddock. 
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haddock. Four (hillings and three pence 
for every tierce of wet fifti. Three pounds 
per ton on whale oil. Four pounds per ton 
on whale bone. Thirty ftiilliiigs for other 
oils manufaftured in Ireland. 

Ballynahinch. At this town the linen 
manufacture is carried on, as well as. a fmall 
market, it being a great thoroughfare. The 
foil about the town is coarfe, yet it produ* 
ces oats, flax and potatoes. The incorpo- 
rated fociety hath lately eredted a charter 
ichool here for the children of poor parents. 
Saintfieid. The linen manufadlure is car- 
ried on here very extenfively. It hath a bar- 
rack for one company of horfe. The principal 
proprietor of this town is Mr. Price, who 
refides here. It is i8 miles north from 
Down patrick. Near this place is TuUinkill 
where is a quarry of marble of a fine liver 
colour- 

Banbridge. Remarkable for the five linen 
fairs held annually here, and for the great 
number of bleach greens adjacent. It is fi- 
tuated on the river Bann, the waters of 
which as hath been before obferved are pecu- 
liarly ufeful for bleaching. 

As the linen trade is extremely intcrefting^

Banbridge is 1 8 miles weft of Downpa- 
trick, and ten miles from Newry. 

Loughbrickland. Derives its name from 
a Lough adjacent This place is noted alfo 
for its linen trade, being a great thorough- 
fare from Dublin to Belfaft and Antrinl. 
King William's army, in 1690, encamped 
here. It is 8 milrs north eaft from Newry, 
and 57 miles north from Dublin. 

Rathfryland. 
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Ratfifryland. Diftant from Newry feveii' 
miles eaft, and from Dublin 56 miles north. 
It is one of the greateft market towns in the 
county. It is a great thoroughfare between 
Newry and Downpatrick, and is built on a 
hilL Here was formerly a caftle belonging 
to Lord Eveagh, but the town is now 
the property of Mr. Magi II. 

Warringftown. The linen manufafture 
is carried on here very fuccefsfully. Here 
is a Danifti mount, and near this place is Ard- 
millan where there is a chalybeate fpa. 

Newtown. Situated near the north end 
of the bay of Strangford. It is remarkablfe 
for fine diaper cloth, and near it are many 
large quarries of free ftone. It had antient- 
ly a convent of Dominican friars. 

Ardglafs. Antiently a town of confider- 
able trade. It is the property of the Duke 
of Lcinfter, and gives the title of Baron to^ 
Lord Vifcoiint' Barririgton. 

Lough Cciait, or Strangford. Is in extent 
14 miles fitdated in this eoiinty, which a- 
bounds with falmon, mullet, and other filh. 
Tliere are numerous iflands called Scattheric 
Iflands on the weft fide of this, lake for fat- 
tening and reftoring diftempered cattle. 
The rapidity of the tide in this lake is very 
great, and there is a rock at the mouth or 
entrance to it which is extremely dangerous 
to fuch as are unacquainted with it ; but 
there is a broad paffage and deep water on 
either fide. On the iflands, of which there 

are 
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are near 60, a nianufa<Slurc is carried on, as 
well as on the flat ftony coafts furrounding 
the lake, by burning of fca weed into kelp^ 
which employs upwards of 30a hands, and 
brings in a confiderable profit to the proprie- 
tors yearly. The parliament of Ireland, in 
1773, laid an additional duty of one (hilling 
on every tun exported, the number of tons 
of kelp, exported annually is about 1444 
to Great Britain. 

CURIOSITIES. 
. In thrs county are the mountains of 
Mourne and Jueagh, whidi are the largeft 
and higheft in the kingdom, and are frc^ 
quented by numbers of people of rank, who: 
by the advice of their phyficians are ordered 
here for the purpofe of drinking goat's 
whey, for the cure of chronical diforders^ 
&c. There are on thefc mountains great 
numbers of goats, the plants, herbs, and 
the pafture here being peculiarly fuited 
to them. Many perfons in confump- 
tions, &c. have actually found great be- 
nefit from their ufe of this whey, and from the 
good air of thefe mountainous parts, there 
being a dry foil with a rocky bottom and 
great conveniency for exercife. And here 
are alfo the mountains of Slieve Donagh, 
reckoned half a mile perpendicular. Thefe 
mountains afford pafture to great numbers 
of cattle as they are commons to the county ; 

here 
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here are alfo quarries of millftone. On the 
top of Slieve Donagh, are two Kerns, in 
Hebrew called Keren Nedh, which are cop- 
ped heaps of ftones amazingly large ; one 
of thefe heaps is 300 feet in circumfe- 
rence, and has a cave or cell in the 
middle like thofe dedicated to the Danifh 
Gods, and is moff probably the Temple o£ 
Thor. 

The mountains of Ireland give to travel- 
ing that interefting variety which a flat 
country can never abound with,, and at the 
fame time they are not in fuch number as 
to confer the ufual character for poverty. 

As the value of Land is interefting to 
many perfons, I (hall here infert fome parti- 
culars. The land in general fets at the foln 
lowing rents per acre.

County of Monagha^- 
This fmall county is very mountainous^ 
woody and marlhy, except fomc few places 
of it, which are well improvedv It extends 
in length about 32 miles, and in breadth 
3P^ and contains about 170,090 Irifli plan* 
tation acres, about 9000 houfes, 24 pariftiest 
and is divided inta 5 baronies. It is bounded 
on the north by Tyrone^ on the eaft by 
Armagh, on the fouth by Cavan and Louth, 
and on the weft by Fermanagh^ and fends 
four members to parliament. 

The principal towns in this county trc^ 
Monaghan,, Carrickmacrofs, 

Glaflough, Caftleftiane. 

Clowniih, 
Monaghan. This is the capital and coun- 
ty town of the above county. It is a bo^ 
rough, a market and a poft town, and gives 
the title of baroii to the noble famUy of 

Blayney^ 
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Blayney. It is fituated lo miles foiith weft 
from Armagh, and 56 miles north weft 
from Dublin. 

Glaflough. A fmall town of no trade. 

Clownifh. A market town, fituated 9 
rniles fouth weft of Monaghan and 60 miles 
north weft from Dublin. 

Carrickmacrofe. This fmall market town 
IS fituated 41 miles north weft from Dublin. 
The poft goes to and from Dublin to tTiis 
town twice a week. 

Caftlelhane. A fmall market town, neat 
which are many large bogs ; the farmers who 
Trent any houfe near them are always accom* 
modated with bog for turf cutting, by known 
meafures or bounds affigned to each houfe^ 
which whoever comes to that houfe is to en*- 
jpyJb long as he lives in it. This occafions 
fo niuch bog lying wafte in many parts of 
Ireland. 

There are feveraT peculiar circumftances 
which tend to prevent the prdfperity of Ire- 
land ; particularly. The ill judged reftridlions 
laid by Great Britain on the commerce of 
Ireland, which have prevented the general 
induftry of this kingdom from being bene- 
ficial to themfelves. The bounty on the in- 
land carriage of corn to Dublin, which has , 
been a heavy expence to [the public. The 
pppreffion of the Roman Catholics, which 
by loading the induftry of two millions of 
fubje£ks have done more to retard the prof- 
peri ty 
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perity of Ireland, than any other caufe 
which can be affigncd. The conftant 
great drain of the rents of abfentees; and 
the many remittances to thofe who hold 
many public employments, the whole of 
which is too frequently fpent intirely out of 
Ireland.

Six Mile Water, in the county 
of Antrim, which runs into Old Fleet Har- 
bour, 

Sixth. The rivers Deng, Fini, Po, and 
Burdole in the county of Tyrone, run into 
Lough Foyle. 

Seventh. Logan Waters run into the Bay 
of Carrickfergus. 

Eighth. Roo Water, in the county of 
Londonderry, runs into Lough Foyle. 

Ninth. Glandagh and Doore, in the 
county of Donegal. 

Tenth. 
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Tenth. Derr and Common, in the county 
of Antrim, 

Eleventh. Maine, which runs into Lough 
Neagh, afid Ravil into the Maine in the 
county of Antrim. 

Twelfths Camlin, which nihs acrofs the 
-county of Donegal into Lough Neagh. 

Thirteenth. The little Ban, in the county 
^f Down, and the rivers Swilly and Ea(k in 
the county of Donegal, which run into the 
Bay df Donegal 

Loughs, are the following. Lough 
Neagh, between the counties of Antrim and 
Down. Lough Erne. Broad Lough and 
Cx)ugh Mackeen in the county of Ferma- 
nagh. Lough Foyle in the county of Lon- 
donderry. Strangford in the county of 
Down. Derg and Swilly in the county of 
Donegal, and in the <:ounty of Cavan, Lough 
Ramner. 

The firft of thefe lakes or loughs are 
cfteemed well worthy the attention of the 
•curious. 

Lough Neagh. Communicates its Bene- 
fits tp the counties of Armagh, Tyrone, 
Londonderry, Antrim ^and Down, by run- 
ning through thefe feveral counties ; though 
the latter of which is more particularly fo 
on the fouth eall fide. It is fed by fix con- 
iiderable rivers and feveral brooks, and it 
has but one narrow outlet to difcharge itfelf 
at Toom and from thence into the Dcucali- 

donian 
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donian fea, which not affording a fuflicient 
vent, occafions this lough, in the winter fea- 
fon, to rife 8 or lo feet above its levd in 
fiimmer, continually wafbing away the low 
and gaining upon the high groiindf, (o that 
the lands adjoining the lough oiuft fuffer 
confiderably if an adequate remedy is not 
taken to prevent it, by-opening the paflage at 
Toonv, . removing the eel weirs near it, 
fixing them below the Falls at Portna, and 
by blowihg up the rocks, at the (harps, near 
that place, to give a deeper and wider vent 
to the rapidity of thcfe waters; this being 
efFedled a way would be open for veffels 
from Colerain into Loi^h Neagh, and from 
thence through the New Canal to Newry, 
and the Bay of Carlingford, and would 
certainly promote the trade and com- 
merce of this kingdom, and be of con- 
fiderable advantage to the above mentioned 
counties. 

t The further confideration of this hint is 
fobmitted to the gentlemen of landed pro- 
perty in this province, many of whom refid- 
ing in England, might contribute to advance 
the incomes of their eflate, by ordering 
their agents to confider how far this may 
be effeded. 

One great reafon why the land of Ireland 
is not more improved, is principally owing 
to abfentee landlords letting their lands 
to fome perfon, who again fets them, to 

the 
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the tenant at an advanced rent. The friends 
to this rapde of letting lands contend that 
the indigence of the lower claffes renders 
them an infecure tenant, that gentlemen of 
property cannot get their rents from them> 
and for this rcafon they fet their lands to an 
intermediate perfon ; but it is to be lamented 
that this mode is too much- adopted in Ire- 
land, to the 4'eal detriment of the landlord 
and of the improving tenant. The interme- 
diate peribn often fets the lands at Ihprt 
tenures, to the poor cottagers, and often 
give no leafes at alL He exadls their perfo- 
nal fervice, their horfes and cars in drawing 
turf, hay, corn, gravd. Sec. 

This celebrated lough or lake is the great- 
eft freih water lake in Britain, perhaps i^ 
fiurope, thofe of Ladogo and Onega in 
Mufcovy, and of Geneva in Switzerland, 
only excepted. It is 20 miles long from the 
north weft point to the fouth eaft. FifteeE 
miles from the north eaft to the fouth weft, 
and about teq miles broad at a medium, it 
overfpreading near 100,000 acres of land. 
It is lomethingof an oval figure. 

It is attributed to the waters of this lake 
that they cure thofe affliAed with evils, &c, 
by bathing therein, and have a petrifying 
virtue, fome fpecimens of wood and ftone 
continuous having been found in this lake^.

Innumerable quantities of fifti abound 
here, particularly two forts of trout, the 
poUan or frelh water herring, and frefti wa- 
ter whitings. 

It is faid the trouts, which always fpawn 
in the rivers fupplying the lough, are fome 
of them of the weight of 40 pounds ; but my 
regard to truth will not p6rmit me to affert 
any thing which will be found by the curious 
traveller not to be really ^s reprefented. 

Adjoining to though Neagh is a fmaH 
lake caiUed Lough Beg, at the north weft 
end of it, joinedby a narrow channel, being 
near four miles long and as many broad. 

The area of Lough Neagh, according to 
"Brooks, is about 100,000 acres. It gives the 
title of Baron to the noble family of Skef- 
iington.

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Of 4^ Tour provinces in Ireland this is the 
^ moft mountainous, and the leatt cuhivated 
and enclofed, and the thinned of inhabitants. 
It has feveral bogs,and was overrun with woods 
which have been of late in a graet meafure 
cleared away. There are no rivers of any 
great note except the Shannon, which is 
particularly defcribed in another part of this 
work. Of bays and creeks there are many 
very convenient, frorft whence, as well as 
from the fmall rivers, the Moy, the Suck, 
Drofos, and Gyll, this province is amply 
fuppHed with fifh. The air was formerly 
but indifferent on account of the bogs and 
woods, but it is now mudi altered for die 
better. 

This province produces abundance of 
cattle, horfes, ftieep, deer, honey and 
hawks. The remarkable fair for black 
cattle, is held at Ballinafloe in the county of 
Rofconrmon, in this province, which is held 
yearly and efteemed the greateft fair in 
Europe ; as is alfo that for wool,whiQh is fold 
there to a very confiderable amount. 

Lands are here let in fmall parcels of 
twenty or thirty pounds a year, at a third, 
fourth and fifth hand from the origihal land- 
lord, on (hort leafes, which however willing 
the holders of thefe lands might be to im- 
prove them, yet the (hortnefs of their te- 
nures prevents them ; they not having en- 

couragemeoj; 
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eouragemcnt from many of their landlords 
to cxpeft a renewal of their Icafes.. Hence 
it is that they get all the profit of the Ikhd, 
and the tenant* moft commonly a bare fiib- 
fiftence* Bullocks and fheep particularly 
are reared in immenfe numbers, efpecially 
in the counties of Galway and Clare ; for 
grazing is the chief employment and fup- 
port or the peafants. 

The reftriAions which Great Britain had 
impolitically laid, on the trade of Ireland, 
will, in a great meafure, it is hoped by every 
fover of this kingdom, be intirely removed j^ 
but there is one circumftance that yet re- 
quires to be confidered, which is the taking 
off the embargoes on the provifion trade of 
Ireland. Whenever the affairs of Ireland 
come thoroughly to be confidercd. by the 
fcgiflature, it is not doubted but that Ireland 
wfll be relieved in this refpedt. 

It appears by the moft accurate obferva- 
tJons that the revenue of Ireland has greatly 
declined in the courfe of a few years. The 
great decline is in duties on wine and fpirits. 
The revenue arifing from the duty on tea 
has mcreafed in 1779 more than what it was 
in 1778. That on fugar is much fallen, pro- 
bably owing to the late duty laid on that arti- 
cle. The moft material decline is in the arti*f 
de of wine. Millinary, an article of luxury > 
among people of fa(hion,,has fallen confider-* 
ably^ a& has aUb the. article of woollen 
L 3j cloths. 
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cloths, from England and porter. So muclk 
have the inhabitants of Ireland exerted 
themfclves in the manufafture of woollen, 
cloths,^ as to render the wares of Irifli ma- 
Bufadures almoft univerfal in Ireland. Iriflt 
porter is brewed in Ireland and is much 
cfteemed. The decline of the import of 
Britifh manufadlures and goods muft be at- 
tributed, in a great meafure, to non-impor- 
tation agreements entered into^ In the year 
1776 the imports from Great Britain was 
new drapery 676,485 yards. Old drapery 
290,215 yards. Muflin 116,552 yards. 
Silk manufafture 17,3261b. In 1779 the 
imports were, new drapery 270,839 yards..

There is at prefent car^ 
ried on in^* this, port a confiderable herring 
fifhery, in which n^any perfons of opulence 
in this province are concerned; This towa^ 
is walled and contains feveral large, wide 
ftreets, with many elegant public and private 
ftbne buildings, and is a neat, (Irong and 
improving town. It is within the jurifdic- 
tion of the archbilhop of Tuam^ and has 
many merchants and traders of eminence, 
ft is governed by a mayor, (heriffs and re- 
corder, rcturiis two members to parliament, 
gives the title of Vifcount to the family of. 
Monckton, and hath barracks for i6 com- 
panies of foot. Long. 8. 23. lat. 53, iz. 
•The poft goes thrice a week. 

It is to be obfcrved the merchants of this 
town were the firft who entered into a rcfo- 
lution of encouraging the manufaftures of 
, Ireland ; in thiaas well as in every county in 
Ireland the late grant of a free trade begins 
to be of great advantage. 

No policy was ever more abfurd than the 

reftrifting fyftem of England, which has 

beea as prejudicial to herfelf as to Ireland. 

I 5 The 
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The Irifli are a grateful and loyal people^ 
and will not receive this trade without mak* 
ing a return for it. It was highly proper to 
repeal thofe reftriftions, but it is every day 
in the power of the Irifti to render them- 
felves much more effential fervices.They muft 
eftablifh woollen and other fabricks for the 
new markets now opened to them. When the 
capital of Ireland becomes much larger, 
when new manufaftories are introduced, 
and when time has eftablifhed their prefect 
manufadture of woollen cloths, paper, &c. 
then new fabricks may be undertaken to 
advantage, but it muft be a work of time. 
Their foreign trade depends on capital. In 
order to fend (hips freighted with Irifli ma- 
nufadtures to the Weft Indies, and to be re- 
loaded back with their products, capital and 
credit are effentially neceffary : they are ftiU 
cramped for want of greater exertions in 
the commercial line. The increafe of 
wealth which has been for fome time flowing 
into Ireland, will animate their induftry, 
and he is no friend to Ireland who does not 
wifli it may continue in the moft rapid pro- 
grcflion. The freedoms granted to Ireland, 
whenever they ftiall take efFedt to the bene- 
fit of this kingdom, will prove the wifeft 
meafures for enriching England. Mr. Eden, 
lately appointed fecretary to that nobleman, 
who is now I-ord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
mentions, in his Four Letters to the Earl 
of Carlifle, that during the two year 1778 and 
1779, the exchange of Dublin on London 

^ I has 
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has varied from 5 J to 7t : par is 8|. In 
November 1780 it was 6t> which is re- 
markably low. This evidently proves 
that Ireland is^ accumulating wealth. The 
greateft ex[tort of provifions from Ireland 
by far is to Great Britain, efpecially in time 
of war. The revenue of Ireland is raifed 
chiefly on the import of fpir its, . tea, wine, . 
tobacco and fugan 

Tuam. Is diftant from Galway 20 miles 
north north wcft^ and 90 weft from Dublin, 
and though it is the fee of an archbiftiop^ 
and has been fo ftnce the fixih century, yet 
at prefent it is an inconfiderable village. It' 
gives the title of Vifcount to the family 06 
Wenman, Lat. 53. 25. lang. 8.^ 35* 

The caftleof Tuam, ,waserededof lime 
and ftone by order ^f Roderick O'Connor, 
King of Connaught, in the year 11 61, which> 
is reckoned to b^ the firftcaftle built of ftone- 
in Ireland, and was then called the Wonder-* 
fttl Caftle. . The poft goes to Tuani -from 
Dublin twice a week. 

Aghrirt. Is celebrated in hiftory for a fa- 
mous battle fought there in 1691^ which wa^ 
exceeding ftiarp and decifive of the troubles 
of thofc times. It was between King W\U 
liam III., and James II. Aghrim is fituated 
13 miles fbath weft of Athlone^ and 68 of 
Dublin. 

Knockluogh: About five miles from 
Galway, is remarkable for a famous battle 
fought therein 1594, between the Earl of 

Kildarc 
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Kildare affiftcd by the citizens of Dublin 
with a great army, againfi; the Chieftain of 
Clanricard and the Chieftain of Thomond, 
and many principal Iriih Lords, with a con- 
fideraUe force ; but after a long battle, vic- 
tory declared for the Earl of Kildare. There 
were upwards of 4000 of the enemy killed. 

Loughrea. Is fttuated 14 miles foutfi eafl: 
from Galway : it is a fmall market and poit 
town, and diftant from Dublin 71 miles 
Ibuth weft. A troop of horfe is quartered 
here. The poft goes thrice a week. 

Athenree. Is a fmall market town, but 
its trade is not confiderable. It gives the 
tide of baron to the noble family of Ber- 
mingham, Earl of Lduth. 

Eyre Court. Is a fmall borough, a mar- 
ket and a poft town, and is at prefent en- 
creafmg in its trade. Diftant from Dublin 
68 miles weft, and the poft goes thrice a 
week. 

Gort. A fmall town of incwifiderable 
trade. 

Clonfert. A Bifhop's See, diftant from 
Dublin 6$ miles fouth weft. It is at prefent 
a poor decayed place: but is famous for be- 
ing the refidence of the antient Druids* 

County of Clarb. 

The county of Clare, which is called by 

the Irifti, Towown or Thomond, has 

the county of Galway on the north, 

on the eaft and fouth is parted by 

the 
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the Shannon from Tipperary, Limerick 
and Kerry, and on the weft it is bounded 
by the ocean. This county derives its name 
from Richard and Thomas de Clare, Sons 
of the Earl of Gloucefter, to whom King Ed- 
ward I. granted this county. It is about 40 
miles in length, and in breadth 38, and con- 
tains 428,187 Irifh plantation acres, near 
iT,ooo Houfes, 76 parifhes, 9 baronies and 
one borough. It is remarkable that more 
horfes are bred in this than in any other 
county in Ireland. The north part of this 
county IS very rocky and coarfe, efpecially 
near the barony of Burren. It is faid one of 
Oliver CromwelPsfoldiers declared, concern- 
ing this county, that there was neither water 
to drown a man, wood to hang him, or 
earth to bury him. 

The chief towns in this county, are 
Clare, Bryden's Bridge, 

Ennis, Kilfenora. 

Killaloe, 

Ennis, The chief town in this county; 
It IS fituated on a lake formed by the Shannon, 
about 104 miles fouth weft from Dublin. Is 
a borough town, and hath a good market, 
and the poft goes to and from Dublin thrice 
a week. This town returns two members to 
parliament. 

Clare. This was once the capital of the 
county. It ftands on a creek of the Shan- 
non, which is full of Illands. Richard and 
Thomas de Clare built feveral towns and 

caftlep 
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caftles in this coimty, md particularly, a* 
large caftle in this town. Here are barracks 
for two companies of (opt. It is 17 miles- 
north weft of Limerick. Long. 8. 35* lat» 
52. 40. Thomond gave the title of Earl to 
the noble family of O'Briem defcendants of 
the illuftrious Bryan* Boiromhe, monarch of. 
all Ireland; and by a new creation in 1756^ 
to Percy Windham O'Brien, heir to-Henry 
O'Brien the late Earl of Thomond. This- 
county, returns two Members to parliament. 
It appears by Harris's Hiftory of Dublin,, 
that parliaments were held at Clare, Trim^ 
Drogheda, Naas, Wexford, Limerick, 
Caftle-Dernwt, Kilkenny, Waterford and 
Caftiel, from the years 1389 to 1401, and 
that the firft refidence of the monarchs of 
Ireland was at Taragh ia the county of 
Meath. 

Killaloe. A. Blfliop's Sec united to Kil- 
fenora. It is fituated on the Shannon 10 
mijes from Limerick, north eaft, and 1 20 
north weft from DubKn, There is a ridgs 
of rocks at the fouth of this town which 
runs acrofs the river Shannon here, and pre-r 
vents all navigation further up> 

Bryden's Bridge* Is a fmall town, feated 
on the river Shannon, 8 miles north of 
Limerick. Long. 9. 5. lat. 52. 31. Here 
are barracks for one troop of Horfe. 

Kilfenora. Which was formerly a Bifhop's 
See, is at prefent a fmall inconfiderabk 
place. There was found near this town the 

ruinous 
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ruinous remains of a tempJe, like thofe dif- 
covered near Dundalk. It is fituated at the 
extreniity of the county oppofite the Iflands 
of Arran, bounded by the ocean on the weft, 
and in many refpe6ts anfwers the following 
del'cription.

Carofin.^ h an inconfiderate trading: 
town. 

Kilmurry, in this county^ gives the title 
of Vifcount to the noble family of NeeA- 
ham. 

CouNTV of Roscommon.. 

This is a level, fruitful county and pro- 
duces great quantities of good corn. Its 
length is 50 miles and its breadth near 3O9 
bounded on the caft by Longford ^nd Eaft 
Meath, on the north by Sligo and Leitrim, 
on the fouth and fouth eaft by the King'a 
County with part of Galway^ and on the 
weft by another part of Gal way and Mayo. 

On the north are alfo the Curlew Moun- 
tains, through which a road haih lately beezL 
cut. The air both on the above mountains 
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9S well as on the plains is exceeding good. 
This county contains 324,369 Irifh planta- 
tion acres, 8780 houfes, sg parifiies, 6 ba- 
ronies, 3 boroughs ; it fends 8 members to 
parliament, and gives the title of Earl to the 
family of Dillon, Chief towns,^ 
Rofcommon,. Ballinaflbe, 
A-bby-Boyle^ Caftlereagh, 

Tulik, Athlone. 

Elphin, 

Rofcommon. The capital of the county., 
is a borough and a market town. Situated 
67 miles north weft from Dublin, hath a 
barrack for one troop of horfe. The polt 
goes thrice a week. 

Abby-Boyle. Near the borders of SlFgo, 
zo miles north. from Rofcomn(ion, 32 north 
weft from Athlone, and 72 noVth weft from 
Dublin. la it was formerly a monaftery. 
It is a borough, a good market and a poft 
town. One troop of borfc is quartered 
here. 

Tulfk. A fmall trading town about 8 
Hiiles from Rofcommon. In the adjacent 
country confiderable quantities of flax might 
be raffed as the foil is proper for that piupofe. 
It is but juftice to acknowledge that the te* 
nants in general arc very induftrious, but it 
is much to be lamented that the gentlemen 
of confiderable landed property arc for the 
moft part abfcntces^ *

Athlone. This town is remarkable for 
the refiftance it gave to King James 11 and 
bis army in 1691, when they were beficging 
it, and lay ftrongly entrenched on the banks 
of the Shannon river oppofite to th^to^n ^ 
but were, after ibme tipie, obliged to quft 
their entrenchments, by the inhabitants of 
that town with General Ginkle at their head 
mod courageoufly, and in the face of the ene-. 
my 's army, croffing the river, which obb'ged 
King James to retire. For the bravery of 
this- General the title of Earl of Adilone was 
conferred on him by King William, and is 
now borne by hi& delcendants.. It is a bo- 
rough,, a market and a poll town. It is 55 
miles weft from Dublin, fituated on the weft 
of the Shannon,, over which river a bridge, 

called 
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called Athlone Bridge, was built by Tur* 
fciugh, King~ of Ireland, in 11 68, as was 
alfo a bridge over the river Suck in this pro- 
vince. Athlone is governed by a fovereiga 
bailiffs and recorder, and for its defem:e twa 
troops of horfe and four companies of foot 
are quartered here. It is much frequented 
by thofe travelling from the province of 
Lcinfter into this province. This town is 
fituated on boh fides the Shiannon, whence the 
eaft part is in the county of Weftmeath and 
the weft in the county of Rofcommon ;. 
both parts are united into one town by the 
bridge abovenyentioned, the arches of which 
are wide, but It yet caufcs the river to fwell, 
which fupplies two underlhaft mills at eadv 
end of the. bridge. There is a caftle which 
was founded by King John and rcfembles one 
of thofe Daniih niounts mentioned in the 
courfe of this compendious hiftory. This 
town was deftroyed by fire, in 1641, at 
which time all theinhabitants were of the 
Roman Catholic profefTion. Oo the eaft 
fide of the river is a monaftery of Francifcans 
founded by Sir P. Dillon. The great churcli 
of this, monaftery was confecrated in the 
year 1 24 1 , by Albert archbilhop of Armagh^ 
as appears by Mac Geoghegan's Hiftory of 
Ireland. 

In 1641 ^therc was a very confiderable bat- 
tle fought fn the environs of this town, be- 
tween the Engliftk Prote.ftants and the Irifti, 
in which the latter commanded by Colonel 

Prefton 
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Prefton and Sir James Dillon were defeated^, 
after the caftlc of Athlone had been befieged 
sfnd Lord Ranekgh, Lord Prefrfent of Con- 
naught, had been blockaded therein for the 
fpace of 22 weeks. For further particulars, 
of this battle I nnift refer the reader to that 
curious work Collet, de Rebus Hibernicis^ 
publifhed by the ingenious Colonel Charles- 
Valiancy. 

Elphin. A Bifhop*s See. h a market 
town, the poft goes thrice a week, and. 
it is 72 miles from Dublin. 

Ballinafloe. Diftant from Dublin 69* 
miles fouth weft, 32 eaft of Galway, & from 
Athlone, and 16 from Rofcommon. It is 
a fmall town, but is remarkable for two 
weekly fairs every year, in which are fold, 
black cattle and wool, from which the dea- 
lers for exportation is fupplied. The fairs are 
in March, and September, and ttie toll- 
amounts to 600L a year,, at one penny for 
every bulbck, and fixpence for every fcore 
of (heep, 'confequently ama2ing quantities 
muft be fold. It is* the greateft fair in Eu- 
rope. 

Caftlereagh. A good market town, near 
Killala which is much improving. 

In this county are likewife many remains 
of vaft ftone pillars, which were ercded by 
theantient Druids fuppofed for the purpofe 
of religious worftiip. Lucan alludes to rude 
pillars like thefe^ ia the following lines, but 

feems 
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feems to intimate that they were oddly 
^iftured ^ftcr the manner of Pagods. 

Old images of forms mis-thapen ftand. 
Rude and unknowing of the artlft's hand ; 
With hoary filth begrim*d, each ghaftly head

Qnintus Ctiirtius, in his Hiftory (rf Alex- 
ander the great, tells us, that when that 
priiit:e vifited the Temple of Jupiter Am* 
mon, all that reprefented the god, was but 
a rude ill ftiapen ftone. Pillars carved with 
various figures, were the fymbols at that 
time whereby the Libyan priefts fignified the 
prime Deity of Nature ; now fince we find 
the fame fymbolical characters upon the al- 
-tars, and in the temples of the old Irifh 
Pagan priefts, may we not with great rcafon 
imagine, that as their Symbols of the Di- 
vine Being were alike, their dodtrine too 
might be the (ame, and both derive fromone 
^nd the fame idolatrous fountain. It is well 
known that this adoration as well as hill wor- 
fliip, was received through all the early ages,

Foxford. Eight miles from Caftlcbar, is 
a fmall town fituated on the river Moy, has 
a good market, and a company of foot is 
here quartered. 

Killala. ThisisaBilhop's See, a market 
and a poft town, 1 9 miles from Caftlebar, and 
124 N. W. from Dublin. If the linen manu- 
fadture was encouraged in this town, to which 
Its nearnefs to Caftlebar would greariy aflift it, 
It would foon become of confcquence. This 
town is fituated on a large bay of the fea in the 
north corner of the county, in the barony of 
Tyrawley. It gives the title of baron to the 
family of 0*Hara. The poft goes twice a 
week to Dublin. 

Newport. Is a fmall town of litrie trade. 

Minola. Is another incoiifiderable town. 

BalKna. Diftant from Dublin 115 miles 
north weft, and from Caftlebar 14 miles 
north i there is a tolerable market in this 
town.

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County of Sligo. 
Is IxJunded on the eaft by Lei trim, on the 
^ ^veft by the county of Mayo, on the north 
and north weft by the weftern ocean, and on 
the fouth and fovith weft by Rofcommon and 
Mayo. Divided from Leitrim and Rofconr- 
mon by the Cwlew Mountains, and the 
river Suck. The county contains 241,550 
hrifti plantation acres,. 5900 houfes, 41 -pa- 
rifties, 6 baronies, and fends 4 members to 
parliament. It is 30 miles weft from Killala, 
and 90 north eaft from Dublin. Long. 8. 55^ 
lat. 54. 1 2. The^ir on the mountains of this 
county is exceeding gopd, but in the plainsand 
. Vallies it is not fo on account of the bogs. The 
foil where it is free from them is fit for either 
grazing or tillage, and great numbers of 
meep are reared in this county as well as in 
Galway, Mayo, Rofcommon, and in other 
parts of this province. The herba^ being 
fliort and fine and the foil generally light, in 
thefe counties the flieep are bought, and 
then f^tened m the province of Leinfter. 
The flcfti is preferable to that of moft other 
l)eafts,. and admits of cpnfiderable addition 
from the advantage of good foil. On the 
mountains of Wicklow are reared flieep of 
a fmall fize which are much cfteemed. If 
more attention was paid to the prqier ma- 
nagement of wool^ it wbuld tend cbhfider- 
ably to the advantage of this country as well

Spars are alfo another indication of me- 
<als ; they abound near lead and copper, ac- 

" company moft' other metalsj and are often 
tinged' vrith the ftcams of the mfctals. Few 
of thefe fpars arc fit for any thing but ^laft 
works ; they will not poUlh like other ftones, 

beiBS 
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being of a different texture ; fome parts arc 
hard, and others brittle ; when mixed with 
other metals, they render them more quick 
in fqfioa tha^n otherways they are inclined to 
be of themfeives.

There are many large bogs in this county 
of which there are two forts, viz. the Red 
and the Black, from the colour of the turf* 
or peat therein found. The red kind pro- 
duces only mofs or little (hort heath ; on it 
are found a conical berry, which makes ex- 
cellent fayce or pyes, called Bogberries. 
The black bog is a kind of meadow or paf- 
ture, and affords a black hard turf, that is 
called Stone Turf, which makes a lafting 
fire but is not fo agreeable. This kind of 
bog if not too much encumbered with water, 
will produce tolerable grafs. At about the 
depth of four feet are generally found in 
thcfe bogs the roots, bodies and branches of 
oak, alder, and other forts of foreft trees, 
which though they are when firft raifed very 
ibft, yet'in a fhort time, when driedfmake 
good tiihber,but retain a black colour. Leaved 
of willow and other trees have been found five 
feet under the turf, in their perfedl fize and 
(hape, ho way impaired, except that from 
fhcir long lying, they were difcoloured. 
K 2 Hazel 
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Hazel ntits have, been alfo found in the fame 

depth of the bogs. 

County of Leitrim. 
A mountainous country, where the air is 
cold and (harp, but wholefome. It is noted 
for grazing vaft herds of blacTc cattle, of 
which have been reckoned at one time up- 
wards of 100,000 head in this county. It 
IS in fomc places pretty fruitful. It is 
bounded by Donegal bay on the north and 
part of Ferraanagh,^ on the.fouth and fouth 
weft by Sligo and Rofcommon, on the fouth 
caft by Longford in Lcinfter, and on the 
eaft by part of Fermanagfi and Cavan. It 
is in length forty-four- miles, and in breadth 
eighteen, contains 206,830 Iri(h plantation 
acres, 400ohoures, 21 parifhes, 5 baronies, 
and two boroughs, and returns 6 members 
to parliament. ' . 
'^ The town of Leitrim is much decayed ^ 
It jgives the title of Baron to the Earl of 
Harborough.

This haven is very large and fpacious, ex- 
tends above 50 miles, and is clleemed a 
good port, and moft adv'antageoufly fituated 
for foreign trade • . ' 

Round Stone Bay. This fmall bay runs 
into the town of Ballinahinch on the fouth 
fide of Slime Head. From thisj^ay there is 
a very extenfive view of the fea ; which the 
Honourable Mr. Robert Boyle mentions (in 
his elaborate treatife cOncerrling the weight 
and preiTure of the air; to be higher than 
the land ; and as his reafons appear very 
juft, I (hall here infert them. 

That all waters come from the fea either 
by exhalation or percolation, or both, is 

}>lain, and that the fea is higher than the 
and we have arguments from the experience 
of mariners, who tell us, that fliips fetting 
ta fea, though with a favourable wind and 
tide, go out much more flowly than they 
come in from it to harbour, though they 
come in with a lefs favourable gale : and for 
this reafon, that fetting out;, they fail againfl:

Rivers and Loughs. 

Rivers. Some of the principal rivers m 
this province^ runs through different parts 
of the county of Mayo, viz. the Duffe^ 
Moy, Gora, Cara, Conn, Owenbwee, and 
AHin ; but the mod remarkable is the 
Shannon, which rifes in this province, and 
divides from it Munfter aiid Leinfter, and 
falls into the fea between Leop Head and 
Kerry Point. It is navigable about 50 miles 
and would be fo for near 170 miles Jbut for 
a cataraft above Limerick, and a ledge of 
Rocks near Killala. 

Loughs. In. the county of Rofcommon 
is Lough Key and Lough Ree^ In the 
county of Lettrim, Lgughs Allen and MoIt- 
vy. In tlie county of Galway, Loughs 
Corrib and Honib. In the county of Mayo> 
Loughs Malke and Conn ; and in the county 
of Sligo, Loughs Gora, Cara and Gilly^ 
There is a large lough near Eyrecourt ia 
. the province of Connaught, from which the 
bed fand for ftiarpneft and clearnefs in the 
kingdom is got which is ufed in buildings. 
And Lough Malke in the county of Mayo, 
is remarkable for producing great quantities 
of Salmon. 

Caves. 
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Caves. In the county of SUgo are many 
caves and recefles which have been difco^ 
vered, particularly Jn the hill or rock of 
Corron.*" They are calleci Giant's Houfes, 
and are generally fuppofed to be the work 
of the Danes. 

In the province of Connaught are obferved 
among the freeholders Compofition Rent, 
which was an agreement made between 
Queen Elizabeth and the proprietors of land^i 
by which they obliged themfelvefi to pay to 
her majefty in lieu of Cefs and Prefs at tefi:
